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BEGINNING THE SESSION

BOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS 
READY FOR WORK. 

THE DESKS OF SENATORS AND REPRESENT- 
ATIVES LOADED WITH FLOWERS—THE 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE WELL RECEIVED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Crowds filled the 
visitors’ galleries of the Senate Chamber at 
noon to-day when Mr. Edmunds, the President 
pro tem, brought down his gavel and thus began 
the first day of the second session of the Forty- 
eighth Congress. Barring the many _ spec- 
tators and numerous floral gifts on Sen- 
ators’ desks, there was nothing to  indi- 
cate that a recess cf months had intervened 
between the last meeting and the present. 

Flowers were plentiful. Senator Gorman, who 

is talked of for Postmaster-General, and who is 

given large credit for the recent success of tha 

Democrats, was especially remembered in this 

respect. A pretty floral chair om his desk bore 

the inscription ‘* Reserved for A. P. G. 1887,” the 
year in which his term expires. Two large fioral 
roosters, with outstretched wings, were also 
conspicucus on his desk. The Senator modestly 
remained in the rear of the chamber until pages 
had carried the flowers to his committee room. 


Another floral rooster was perched upon the. 


desk of Senator Jonas, who is taiked of for At- 
torney-General. Bouquets, baskets, stars, horse- 
shoes, and other floral embiems were scattered 
about the chamber, Republicans and Democrats 
sharing in them about alike. There were several 
yacant chairs. among them those usually occu - 
pied by Messrs. Butler, Hampton, Colquitt, Fair, 
Gibson, Plumb, Mahone, and Riddleberger. 
Chapiain Huntley made an unusually Jong 
opening prayer while the Senators stood with 
bowed heads. Senator Logan was the first to 
break the brief silence which followed, moving 
that the Secretary inform the House of Repre- 
sentatives that the Senate was ready to proceed 
to business. Messrs. Sherman and Garland were 
authorized to carry a similar message to Presi- 
dent Arthur, and the daily hour of meeting was 
fixed at 12 o’clock. The credentials of W. P. 
Sheflield, the iate Senator Anthony’s successor 
from Rhode Island, were laid before the Senate 
and then a 2U-minutes’ recess was taken to 
wait for the President’s message. This was the 
opportunity for which the dignified Senators 
had been waiting to shake hands with each other, 
and they made good use of it. Gen. Logan, who 
sat in his old place, between the two Maine Sena- 
tors. wasatonce pounced upon bythe Demo- 
crats and made te shake hands with them all. He 
beamed upon them with a remarkably sunny 
suuile and had ready replies to ali their pleasant 
greetings, as well as their jokes. It was notice- 
abla that few of his Republican colleagues 
greeted the ex-candidate for Vice-President 
untt laterin the day. Then, however, all had 
something agreeable to say tohim. The Repub- 
lican side of the chamber had by no means as de- 
‘jected an appearance as some visiters expected 
to see. The Senators all wore smiling 
countenances as they chatted with each other. 
The Democrats might have been much more 
hi'-rious than they were. Tney were happy and 
gave plain evidence of it, but they did not for- 
et Senatorial dignity or become boisterous. 
heir special delight, after congratulating each 
other, was to trip over to the Republican side 
and pass jokes with their opponents in a mag- 
nanimous sort of way. Senator Sheffield, who 
will probably be sworr in to-morrow, sat on a 
sofa and watched his future colleagues at play. 
Senator Conger’s nose wili hereafter be out of 
joint, as Senator Sheftield also hasa liking, which 
he gratifies, for a dress coat as an every-day gar- 
ment. 

The expiration of the recess put an end to the 
chattering. Nothing had been heard from the 
President, however, and so the Senate settled 
down to routine businessfor 15 minutes. Dur- 
ing this time three or four bills were introduced 
and a resolution was adopted directing the Pub- 
lic Lands Committee to present a measure to 
authorize the Secretary of the Interior to re- 
move fences illegally erected on the public do- 
main. Then a half hour recess was taken, 
and the Senators went to lunch. When 
they reconvened the President’s Message 
Was ready. Mr. Sherman’ reported that 
heana Mr. Garland had told the President the 
Seneto was in session, but he astonished his 
hearers by the embarrassment he displayed in 
making the report. A moment later the message 
Was received, and Secretary McCook began to 
read it without delay. Fifty-five minutes later 
he readits signature. Senator Aldrich immedi- 
ately made a formal announcement of the death 
of Mr. Anthony, “the father of the Senate.” 
Out of respect to his memory an adjournment 
was taken. and the first day of the Senate’s ses- 
sion ended.

SCENES IN THE LOWER HOUSE. 
There was little to distinguish the open- 
ing of the session in the House of Representa- 
tives from one of the sittings of the session 
which closed before the Presidential campaign 
begar. Speaker Carlisle called the House to 


order proroptiy at 12. There wasalarge crowd 
in the gilleries. Down in the chamber there 
were less than 300 members—223 to be exact. 
Many of the desks were loaded with floral 
gifts, bestowed as reminders of the victo- 
ries of the eicction. The Speaker had 
been remembered, for his desk had a 
siender vase filled with choice blossoms. Mr. 
John 8. Barbour, of Virginia, found an enor- 
mous guantity of flowers upon bis desk, which 
had been presented by friends who sought thus 
to thank him for the figkt he had made in his 
State against Mahone and Blame. The Henne- 
pin Canal people had decorated the desk of 
Representative Murphy, of Iowa, with a hand- 
some ftlorai horseshoe to remind him at once of 
his re-election and the fact that the voters 
ot the Davenport districs hoped that good 
luck would = attend his ° efforts to se- 
cure co-operation and an appropriaticn to 
insure the success of the undertaking in 
which Iowa an4 Lilinois are interested. Quite a 
sensation was created when a large fiorai ship, 
flanked by two bottles of champagne, was 
brought into Mr. §, S. Cox asagift frem friends, 
who thus expressed their appreciation of the 
work be had donein behalf of American ship- 
ping. Among the many members who had been 
presented with floral gifts was Keifer. The re- 
port that the gift was sentto him by journalistic 
triends was undoubtedly as baseless as the other 
report, that the flowers bad beon sent in asa 
funeral gift. 

The usuait handshakings were indulged in be- 
fore the Hous? was called to order. The Demo- 
crats were in high spirits, and the Republicans 
rather sk.iilfully concealed any dejection they 
might have felt. Mr. William Walter Phelps 
was not present, and perhaps no member on the 
Republican side was looked for with so much in- 
terest. Mr. Reed, of Maine, came into the House 
smiling and bore the greetings of his Democratic 
brethren with rare good humor. Funny Mr. 
Horr, of Michigan, did not appear to 
be at all at ease, and the _ repeated 
referances te the success of “Tim” ‘larsney, 
who had beaten him in Michigan by 1,600, kept 
him in 2 constant flush of annoyance. The man- 
ly Calkins, of Indiana,a favcrite with both sides, 
was reminded when his successor was shown in 
and took his seat that it was a precipitate act for 
him to resign his seat in Congress before he was 
sure of the Governorship of Indiana. Mr. Mor- 
rison, who had not been remembered witn floral 
gifts, was bappy in being congratulated on his re- 
election over Needles,a competitor who had 
given him a great many anxious moments. The 
Southern members were not so demonstrative as 
might have been expected. They congratulated 
each other upon the Democratic victory, but 
appeared to be impressed with the duty of re- 
straining their manifestations of joy in the pres- 
ence of their defeated opponents. 

The session wa3 short and uneventful. The 
President’s message was listened to with about 
as much attention as usual, but the members 
usually regard the official reading by the Cier): 
asa formality and get their impressions of it 
from their own reading. After an extended in- 
quiry among tbe members to ascertain their 
opinions about tne message it is learned that as 
yet only a general impression has been formed 
that President Arthur has made a severcly 
businessiike message; that he has addressed 
himself to Congress with dignity, and that 
he has given assurance that none of the 
grounds for division b-tween him and the Sen- 
ute are to be providea by a system of an- 
ticipating appointments. Secretary McCul- 
loch’s report is generally spoken of as a re- 
markably vigorous presentation of the financial 
condition of the country, and the means he sug- 
gests to lessen taxation ard extend the com- 
merce of the Nation do not as yet provoke criti- 
vism. Mr. McCuilock has pleased the friends of 
lower taxes, who appear to have learned enough 
about its contents to know that he does not re- 
trace any of the steps forward taken by his pred- 
ecessor.

MURDERED BY A POLICE JUSTICE. 


A NEW-ORLEANS POLITICIAN BRUTALLY 
SHOT DOWN IN THE STREET. 

NrEw-Or.EAns, Dec. 1.—The sensation of 
the day has been the murder of Capt. A. H. 
Munphy, a well-known sport and politician, 
by Recorder Thomas J. Ford and a gang 
of his followers. Murphy was a deputy 
keeper of the city jal, and was in 
charge of a gang of prisoners cieaning out 
the draining canal at the corner of Claiborne 
and St. Philip streets. Ford is serving his second 
term as police magistrate of that portion of the 
city lying below Canal-street. Both are natives 
of the city and of Irish parentage. 
Murphy’s father was Collector of Internal 
Revenue under President Johnson in 186. 
There had been some ill-feeling between the 

varties for some time. Several months ago 

furphy was brought before Ford charged with 
being drunk and disturbing the peace. Ford 
fined him $25, with the aiternative of 

30. days in jail, at the same_ time 
making an entry in the record book: ‘“ Thisisa 
hoodlum, a dead beat, and a city official.” Mur- 
phy paid his fine and then proceeded to the 
printing and posting of handbilis denouncing 
Ford as a ‘“‘coward, a liar, a_ thief, 
and a perjurer.” Ford then had Murphy 
arrested for criminal libel, and he was 
put under peace bonds, and the case was sent up 
to the Criminal Court tor trial. The case came 
up last week, but owing to an important mur- 
der case being before the court was continued. 
Murphy declared, however, that he would prove 
all he charged, and retained able lawyers and 
was supported by a large party of witnesses. 
Thus the matter stood until to-day. 

About 2 o’clock this afternoon Murphy, who 
bad been giving the directions to the jail gang 
working on the canal, seated himself on a pair of 
box steps on St. Philip-street. from which point 
he could see the workmen, and entered in con- 
versation with two friends, his assistant, James 
Wing, and Street Superintendent Michael Early. 
Casually glancing up/the street toward the river, 
Early remarked: ‘* There comes two of Ford's 
court officers.””. Murphy looked in the direc- 
tion indicated, and while his attention 
was riveted ‘on them three others—Judge 
Ford, his brother Patrick, and his brother-in- 
law, John Murpby, a_ police ofticer—came 
from around the corner of Claiborne-street. 
These men were, according to the statement of 
two womenand a man named Fleming, armed 
—the two former with a revolverin each hand. 
Without a word of warning they opened fire 
on Murphy, who instantly sprang to his feet end 
faced his assailants. Fleming was slightly 
wounded by the first fire. 

Murphy hada weapon inhis hip pocket, but 

experienced some delay in getting it out. How- 
ever, he walked out into the middie of 
the street and commenced unbuttoning his 
coat to get at his pistol As he reached 
the opposite side of the street he 
had got his pistol out, but he became dazed, and 
hardly knew who to fire at. The party of three 
who had opened fire had come up opposite 
to him and the two court officers had approached 
him on the same. side of the street 
with him. He was alone and at bay, and his 
only friend was wounded. His jail gang began 
crawling out of the canal some distance off. 
Murphy fired at random, but none of the shots 
took effect. With the last shot Murphy 
turned and ran up Claiborne-street toward 
Dumaine, followed by his assailant. One of the 
jail gang, a negro named Rector, as Murphy 
passed, said to him, *“*Give me your pistol), 
Cap, and Till try to protect = yer.” 
But the pistol was empty, and. of 
no further use. Murphy continued his flight, 
his pursuers gaining on him rapidly and 
opening fire. He ran to the corner of Du- 
maine and Claiborne streets, and turned 
out Dumaine. As the pursuers reached the 
corner the brother of Judge Ford rested his 
pistol against the side of a house, took 
deliberate aim and fired. Murphy ran a 
few steps further and fell, evidently mor- 
tally wounded. The wounded man, Fleming, 
and the negro Rector, who followed up behind, 
say that after Murphy fell Judge Ford stepped 
up to the wounded man and fired two shots into 
his quivering flesh. Then, crossing the street, 
he joined his brother, and they walked rapidly 
away. 
When Murphy was reached it was found 
he had received three mortal wounds and was 
dead. He received two other wounds, and his 
clothes were torn with bullets. The Chief of 
Police arrived on the spot shortly after, and ar- 
rested Judge Ford and his hrother, his brother- 
in-law, Murphy, and Court Officers Caulfield, 
Bader, and Buckley as principals in the affair. 
The body of Capt. Murphy was removed 
tothe home of his mother and prepared for 
burial. The funeral will be conducted by Fire 
Company No. 20, of which he was Grand Mar- 
shal. He wasa rough man, but regarded asan 
honest one. 


‘ PROOFS OF FRA 


TICKETS AND BALLOT BOXES FIXED TO SUIT 
IN THE CHICAGO CONTEST. 
Cuicaaeo, Dec. 1.—The Federal Grand 
Jury, at its session this afternoon, developed 
conclusive evidence of fraud on the part ofa 
number of local Democratic politicians in the 
Sixth Senatorial contest. It has been ascertained 
that S. W. Fallis was given the order to engrave 


the head of the bogus Republican tickets found 
in the ballot box; that they were printed in the 
orfice of P. L. Hanscom & Co., and that the 
printing and engraving was done on the after- 
noon of Nov. 21, after the subpoena for the bal- 
lot box was issued from the United States court. 
Jeremiah Thompson, the foreman at Hanscom’s, 
testifies that when he was given the engraving 
and copy for the bogus tickets he saw Joseph 
Makin inthe room. As Makin is the leading 
Democratic wire puller here it is thought 
certain that he put up the job. Brand, 
the Democratic candidate, has withdrawn his 
petition for a writ of mandamus to compe! the 
State Canvassing Boara to declare him elected. 
Reputable Democrats discountenance' the 
scheme, and John M. Palmer is reported as say- 
ing he thinks Leman, the Republican, will get 
the certificate. in that event the Legislature 
will be a tie on joint ballot, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor. who is a Republican, will have the 
vote electing a United States Senator. Gov. 
Hamilton will give his decision in the matter tc- 
morrow morning. No arrests have been made 
yet, though it is pretty certain that a number of 
indictments have been found. 

A special to the Daily News from Springfield, 
Til., says: ‘“*The State Canvassing Board to-day 
completed its work. and decided the contest in 
the Thirteenth Legislative District in favor of 
Mulheran and against Klupp. This will make 
the Legislature a tie on joint ballot in case 
Leman, (Rep..) in the Sixth District, is seated, or 
will give the Democrats a majority of two in 
case Brand, (Dem.,) of the same district, is given 
the seat. Klupp claims that 90 votes for him 
inthe Nineteenth Precinct of the Fourteenth 
Ward were counted for his opponent, and says 
he will present the case tothe United States 
Grand Jury or will contest it before the Senate. 
Before both the County andthe State Canvass- 
ing Boards the facts were shown to be that 
by a clerical error Klupp was originally given 90 
votes too many. As both Klupp and Mulheran 
are Democrats, the complexion of the Legisla- 
ture will not be changed in either case.” 

An open letter will be published here to-mor- 
row from Rudolph Brand, Democratic candi- 
date for State Senator from tne Sixth District, 
to Henry W. Leman, his Republican opponent. 
Mr. Brand says that while he ran ahead 
of his ticket elsewhere, and had rea- 
son to believe he would do the same 
in the Second Precinct of the FHighteenth 
Ward, where it is alleged fraud was 
committed which added 200 votes to Lrand’s 
count, yetif Leman’s claim to this effect is ccr- 
rect, it would show thrt he (Brand) ran bebind 
his ticket in that precinct. Still, from the 
fact that the ballots in the box _ in- 
dicate that Leman’s father-in-law, brother- 
in-law, and other intimate freinds voted for 
Bran@, be (Bran@) is inclined to the opinion that 
these ballots are fraudulent. He therefore pro- 
poses to Leman that they jointly canvass the 
votes in the entire district, and that if it is found 
that ballots of asimilar character have been de- 
posited in other precincts the matter be settled 
by the testimony of the voters throughout the 
district as to whom they voted for.

Applications for membership were 
received from 17 clubs, in _ Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New-York, New-Jersey, Peunsyl- 
vania, Washington, and Virginia. It was finaily 
decided to postpone the arrangement of a sched- 
ule until after the American Association meet- 
ing, which will be held in New-York next week, 
and the conference then adjourned until Dec. 12.

EVENTS BEYOND THE SEA 


MR. GLADSTONE PRESENTS : THE 
REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

NO CHANGE IN THE MEMBERSHIP OF IRE- 

LAND OR WALES—SIX MORE MEMBERS 

FOR ENGLAND AND 12 FOR SCOTLAND. 

Lonpon, Dec. 1.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Gladstone presented the Redis- 
tribution bill. It provides that all towns of less 
than 15,000 {inhabitants and the small boroughs 
shall be merged into counties; that all towns 
of 50,000 inhabitants ehall be entitled to one 
member. England will possess six addi- 
tional members. The memberships of Wales 
and Ireland are unchanged. Scotland will 
have additional members; London 
will have 37, Liverpool 6, Glasgow 4, 
Birmingham 4, Manchester Yorkshire 
16, and Lancashire 15 additional members. Mr. 
Gladstone stated in presenting the bill that the 
Government had received adequate assurance of 
the passage of the Franchise bill by the House 
of Lords. Thesecond reading of the bill will 
take place on Thursday, when it will be referred 
toa committee to repert thereupon after the 
Christmas holidays. The Franchise bill will 
come up for athird reading in the House of 
Lords on Friday. 

There was a meeting of the Liberal members of 
Parliament to-day at Mr. Gladstone’s official 
residence in Downing-street. Mr. Gladstone 
made a private statement concerning the nature 
of the Redistribution bill. 

The Liberal members of Parliament generally 
approve the Redistribution bill. ’ 

Mr. Lenonari H. Courtney, Advanced Liberal 
from Liskeard, has offered to Mr. Gladstone his 
resignation as a Secretary to the Treasury in 
consequence of the omission from the Redistri- 
bution bill of the principle of minority represen- 
tation. Mr. Courtney, with Henry Labouchere, 
of Northampton; Sir John Lubbock, of London 
University; Joseph Cowen, of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and other Radicals, have formed 
an opposition which is strong in talent 
but is weak numerically. The Irish party is 
satisfied that tnere has been no reduction in its 
membership, but its members are afraid that the 
provisionof the bill abolishing borough repre- 
sentation under a population of 15,009 will result 
in unseating one-half of the Parnellites. Mr. 
Parnell feels contident that the result of the new 
grouping will strengthen his following, but_ be- 
tore giving the bill his support be will hold a 
conference with the members of his party. The 
Tories give the bill a cool adhesion but will fight 
its details in the committee.

THE SCOTTISH ANNIVERSARY. 
Lonpon, Dec. 1.—The Earl of Aberdeen 
presided over the two hundred and twentieth 
anniversary gathering of the Scottish Corpora- 
tion to-day. United States Minister Lowell, M. 
Waddington, the French Ambassador, and many 
other distinguished persons were present. The 
Earl of Aberdeen proposed the health of ** Our 
Guests whom the Nation Welcomes.” He then 
extended the welcome of the corporation to M. 
Waddington, the French Ambassador, as a de- 
scendant of an old Scottish family, and stated 
that Minister Loweil’s talents had gained 
their admiration and his personal qual- 
ities their high regard and esteem. 
Mr. Loweli, in a brief address, claimed kindred 
with the Scotch through his paternal ancestors, 
who. he stated, settled in the Orkneys before go- 
ing to America. He referred to the influenco 
that Scott’s novels hadin America, the striking 
individuality of the Scotch character, and the 
singular power which Scotch history had to seize 
upon the imagination.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Romer, Dec. 1.—The Government has 
prepared a bill devoting £4,000,000 to sanitary 
works in Naples.

There has just been issued the prospectus of 


the English Association of American Bond and 
Shareholders with a capital of £250,000. The ob- 
ject of the association is to protect the interests 
otf holders of American securities. 

The crew ot the German ship Salisbury, Capt. 
Reitzenstein, from Philadelphia Sept. 26, for 
Fiume, at Gibraltar, mutinied and attempted to 
set fire to the ship. Assistance was sent to the 
vessel. The mate was stabbed. He was taken 
ashore and imprisoned, and the vessel was left to 
the mercy of the mutineers. 

Sir Edward Thornton, British Ambassador to 
Russia, has been appointed British Minister to

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 1.—At the meeting to- 
day of the Geographic Society there were ex- 
hibited several papersand documents with Lieut. 
De Long’s signature attached to them, which, 
with other relics of the ill-fated Jeannette, were 
found in Greenland in July, 1884. Several wraps, 
buttons, and clothes were exhibited which were 
also found at thesame place. The President of 
the society explained that the report that a 
corpse had also been discovered was unfounded. 

Paris, Dec. 1.—Prime Minister Ferry has 
given the powers official information of the com- 
plete cessation of cholera in France, and has re- 
quested them to abolish their precautions 
against France. In the Senate a bill was passed 
abolishing public executions. All the members 
of the Senatorial Committee are in favor of the 
passage of the Tonquin Credit bills, and they 
advocate the most energetic and decisive opera- 
tions by the French forces in the far East.

“jegal purposes. To-night Garner was visited 
by Deputy United States Marshal Shug, to whom 
he said: “If the detectives bad let me alonea 
few hours longer they would not have got me, 
as I was to have gone to New-York that evening. 
1 had the addresses of 200 persons in my posses- 
sion to whom I was going to send circulars. 
Many of them are acquaintances. and L know 
they would have bitten.”” This story is thought 
to have been trumped up to shield his accom- 

lices. Yo Chief of Police Wright he said: “I 

ave been in the business for only a few weeks. 
Sowe time ago my brother, with whom I was 
living in Michigan, got a circular from a man at 
No. ?1 Park-row, in New-York, in which $100 
in counterfeit money was offered for $25.

ROBBING A STATE. 


EXTENSIVE PECULATIONS IN THE VIRGINIA 
AUDITOR’S OFFICE. 

Ricumonpd, Va., Dec. 1.—The irregulari- 
ties in the office of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts of this State, developed by a report of the 
legislative committee on Saturday, have createa 
quite a sensation here. The loss the Common- 
wealth will sustain by these cannot now be 
estimated. Developments to-day show that some 
of the court clerks whose accounts on the Audi- 
tor’s books showed them delinquents, to-day 
communicated the fact that they hold receipts 
from W. R. Smith, First Clerk of that office, 
for the amounts charged against them. The 
Grand Jury of the Hustings Court to-day com- 
menced an investigation of the affair. This will 
no doubt result in bringing to light the whole 
system by which the irregularities in the Audit- 
or’s office occurred. For the past four years, 
and up to January of the present year, this office 
was under the control of the Mahone party. At 
that time it, together with all otner State De- 
partments whose heads are. elected by 
the Legislature, passed into the hands of 
the Democrats. Some ot the discrepancies 
which have been discovered by the partial in- 
vestigation of the legislative committee are 
tracable beyond the period. at which the ad- 
ministration of the office passed into the hands 
of the Mahoneites. W. R. Smith, the First Clerk 
in the Auditor’s office, whose duty it was to 
audit and attend to the class of accounts in 
which the irregularities have occurred, to-day 
made a deed conveying all ot his proper- 
ty in trust for the benefit of the Audit- 
or. This consists of land in West Virginia 
and furniture, bric-a-brac, and other personal 
estate in this city. Its value is roughly estimated 
at $20,000. Inthe event that any loss is proved 
to have been sustained by the Commonwealth 
through Smith’s conduct this is to be sold to 
meet the same. That gentleman’s connection 
with the oftice was to-day formally severed. Mr. 
Smith is well known in this State, and moves in 
the best society. His numerous friends are per- 
fectly confident that a thorough investigation 
wil! fully acquit him of any sort of criminality 
in the matter. 





AN ACTRESS CREMATED. 


THE BODY OF LAURA CLANCEY REDUCED TO 
ASHES. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 1.—“‘ I know my 
mother will be with me to-night’”” was Laura G. 
Clancey’s remark before she died, on Nov. 10, in 
Baltimore, at the house of her friend, Mrs. H. 
Leimbach, on South Broadway. She was a 
Spiritualist, and the remark meant that she 
knew her mother’s spirit would call for her. 
“Have my body cremated and the ashes 
divided so that one-half can lio with sister 
Venie, in Baltimore, and half with mother, 


in Burlington, Vt.” Ske made her friend 
promise that she would carry out 
her wish, and that is why to-day Laura G. 
Clancey’s body was cremated at the crematorium 
here. Miss Clancey was the young sister of Venice 
Clanecey, the actress, of Rice’s ‘* Evangeline’’ 
tame. Laura, who was 21 years old when she 
died, was also an actress, but she aspired to 
higher things than burlesque, and acted with 
Mary Anderson, but was better known as the 
leading Jadv with Frank Mayo. She was with 
him on his disastrous “legitimate” tour, but 
her greatest success was as Elinor Vaughn, in 
* Davy Crockett.”’ 

This morning Mr. and Mrs. Leimbach, at whose 
house Miss Clancey died, and Mr. J. N. Gardner 
left Baltimore with the body and came here. 
The cremation was to bave taken place at 2:30 
o’clock, but the retort was slow in heating, and 
it was 6 o’clock before it was ready. The body. 
which had been embalmed, was taken from the 
casket, wrapped ina cloth saturated with alum 
water, and then piaced in an iron crib and rolled 
before the retort. There were few veople pres- 
ent, and no religious services were held. 
The retort was opened at 6:20 o’clock, 
and the body placed in the chamber, 
which was heated to 2,200°. It did not 
burn, and retained its form for nearly an hour, 
but then sank. In less than two hours it was re- 
duced to ashes. At 9 o’clock to-morrow these 
will be taken out and placed in two seated tin 
boxes and taken to Baltimore by Mrs. Leimbach 
and disposed of as requested by Miss Clancey. 
Mr. Gardner, who is a Spiritualist, says Miss 
Clancey’s spirit appeared to him at a seance the 
other night. He had never seen her unti! he saw 
her body to-day. Her spirit did not speak. This 
is the second cremation at this place. 


SETTLING INTO THE MINE.

PILLARS NOT STRONG ENOUGH AND 
PEOPLE ENDANGERED. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 1.—The peo- 
ple residing in the vicinity of Slope 4, operated 
by the Susquehanna Coal Company, Nanticoke, 
are much alarmed over the state of affairs which 
exist in the mine underneath their houses. 
About three months ago it became evident that 
the surface was inclined to sinkin certain por- 
tions above the mine. Investigation showed 
that the pillars which support the roof were too 
closely *“‘ cropped,” and that gradually the soil 
was coming down into the mine. Three hun- 
dred men were at once put to work tostop the 
downward tendency of the earth and rock. 
Double ‘“‘cogs” or pillars 8 feet in diameter 
were built and filled in with rock. coal, &c. It 
was thought these would withstand any pressure 
from above, but they didn’t. In many cases 
they gave way fromthe heavy weight of the 
top rock and were crushed to pieces. This ne- 
cessitated rebuilding. Five cars of props are 
used ina day, and the expense entailed is con- 
siderable. 

A bad sign was noticeable yesterday when the 
water in several wells located on the surface 
leaked out into the mine and left them barren, 
Experienced miners say that this is an indication 
that there are huge crevices leading down from 
above to the bottom of the slope, and that as 
soon as the soil is separated from the rock a 
great crack will occur, which is liable to create 
great consternation higher up. A great many 
houses are located on the surface, and should 
the earth drop any considerable distance a great 
loss of life is to be feared. In the vicinity of 
Squire Green's house big gaps can be plainly 
seen. The surface affected covers an area of 
about five acres.

RAILROAD PASSES NOT PROPERTY. 

Cuicaeo, Dec. 1.—Judge Tuley having 
heard the argument some time ago in favor of 
quashing the indictment in the case against Dr. 
Henry W. Boyd, charged with fraudulently 
selling railroad passes issued to persons by the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad Company, rendered 
his decision to-day by sustaining the motion. 
In his decision Judge Tuley said the question 
was whether the defendant, having got passes 
belonging to anotker party and soid them, could 
be indicted under’ section ‘77 of the 
Criminal Code. In his opinion that section 
only referred to persons in the employ of 
the railroad, and could embrace no others than 
those who had official possession of passes or 
coupons, which it was their duty to return tojthe 
company. Dr. Boyd had no connection with the 
railroad company. Inthe event that the section 
could be held broad enough, said the Judge, the 
otfense could not be punished, as there was no 
property in such a pass, it being of no value to 
any person except the one to whom it was is- 
sued, and there could be no sale of the ticket, as 
it was not transferable. He therefore quashed 
the indictment.

KBuFAULA, Ala., Dec. 1—News was re- 
ceived from Columbia, in this State, to-day, that 
M. Cody, of Cody Brothers, dealers in general 
merchandise, had been arrested, charged with 
arson. The store was discovered to be on fire on 
Saturday night, but the flames were extin- 
guished before much damage was done. The 
bedclothing, bed, and other articles in the room 
occupied by Cody were tound to be saturated 
with kerosene. Cody Brothers are said to have 
had $5,000 insurance ona two-thousand-five-hun- 
dre4-dollar stock, and indignation against Cody 
runs so high that if he is tound to be guilty it is 
expected that he will not be troubled with court 
proceedings.

THE MESSAGE TO CONGRESS

THE FOREIGN AND HOME AFFAIRS 
OF THE NATION REVIEWED. 

A NEW ELECTORAL COUNT LAW URGED— 
THE SPANISH TREATY AND OTHER DIP- 
LOMATIC WORK—ABOLITION OF SILVER 
DOLLAR COINAGE ASKED—A POLICY FOR 
EXTENDING OUR FOREIGN TRADE, 

To the Congress of the United States: 

Since the close of your last session the 
American people, in the exercise of their highest 
right of suffrage, have chosen their Chief Mag- 
istrate for the four yearsensuing. When it is 
remembered that at no period in the country’s 
history has the long political contest which 
customarily precedes the day of the national 
election been waged with greater fervor and 
intensity, it is a subject of general congratu- 
lation that after the controversy at the polls 
was Over, and while the slight preponderance 
by which the issue had been determined was as 
yet unascertained, the public peace suffered no 
disturbance, but the people every where patient- 
ly and quietly awaited the result. Nothing 
could more strikingly illustrate the temper of 
the American citizen, his love of order, and his 
loyalty to law; nothing could more signally 
demonstrate the strength and wisdom of our 
political institutions. 

Eight years have passed since a controversy 
concerning the result of a national election 
sharply called the attention of the Congress to 
the necessity of providing more precise and 
definite regulations for counting the Electoral 
vote. Itisof the greatest importance that this 
question be solved before conflicting claims to 


the Presidency shall again distract the country, 
andIam persuaded that by the people at large 
any of the measures of relief thus far proposed 
would be preferred to continued inaction. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


Our relations with all foreign powers continue 
to be amicable. With Belgium a convention has 
been signed whereby the scope of present trea- 
ties has been so enlarged as to secure to citizens 
of either country within the jurisdiction of the 
other equal rights and privileges'iin the acquisi- 
tion and alienation of property. A. trademarks 
treaty has also been concluded. 

The war between Chiliand Peru is at an end. 
For the arbitration of tho claims of American 
citizens who, during its continuance, suffered 
through the acts of the Chilan authorities a 
convention will soon be negotiated. 

The state of hostilities between France and 
China continues to be an embarrassing feature 
of our Eastern relations. The Chinese Govern- 
ment has promptly adjusted and paid the 
claims of American citizens whose property 
was destroyed in the recent riotsat Canton. I 
renew the recommendation of my last annual 
message, that the Canton indemnity fund be re- 
turned to China. The true interpretation of 
the recent treaty with that country permitting 
the restriction of Chinese emigration is likely to 
again be the subject of your deliberations. It 
may be seriously questioned whether the 
statute passed at the last session does not vio- 
late the treaty rights of certain Chinese who 
left this country with return certificates valid 
under the old Jaw, and who now seem 
to be debarred from relanding for lack of the 
certificates required by the new. 

The recent purchase by citizens of the United 
States of a large trading fieet heretofore under 
the Chinese flag has considerably enhanced our 
commercial importance in the East. In view of 
the large number of vessels built or purchased 
by American citizens in other countries and ex- 
clusively employed in legitimate traffic be- 
tween foreign ports under the recognized pro- 
tection of our flag, it might be well to provide a 
uniform rule for their registration and docu- 
mentation, so that the bona fide property rights of 
our citizens therein shall be duly evidenced and 
properly guarded. 

Pursuant to the advice of the Senate at the 
last session, I recognized the flag of the Interna- 
tional Association of the Congo as that ofa 
friendly Government, avoiding in so doing any 
prejudgment of confiicting territorial claims in 
that region. Subsequently, in execution of the 
expressed wish of the Congress, I appointed a 
Commercial Agent for the Congo Basin. The im- 
portance of the rich prospective trade of the 
Congo Valley has led to the general conviction 
that itshould be open to all nations on equal 
terms. Atan international conference for the 
consideration of the subject, called by the Em- 
peror otf Germany and now in session at Berlin, 
delegates are in attendance on behalf of the 
United States. Of the results of the conference 
you will be duly advised. 

The Government of Corea has generously aided 
the eiforts of the United States Minister to secure 
suitable premises for the use of our legation. 
As the conditions of diplomatic intercourse with 
Eastern nations demand that the legation prem- 
ises be owned by the represented power, I ad- 
vise that an appropriation be made for the acqui- 
sition of this property by the Government. ‘The 
United States already possess valuable premises 
at Tangier as a gift from the Sultan of Morocco. 
As is stated hereafter, they have lately received 
a similar gift from the Siamese Government. 
The Government of Japan stands ready to pre- 
sent to us extensive grounds at Tokio whereon 
to erect a suitable building for the legation, 
Court House, and jail; and similar privileges can 
probably be secured in China and Persia. The 
owning of such premises would not only effect a 
large saving of the present rentals, but would 
permit of the due assertion of extra-territorial 
rights in those countries, and would the better 
serve to maintain the dignity of the United 
States. 

The failure of Congress to make appropriation 
for our representation at the autonomous Court 
ot the Kh¢dive has proved a serious embarrass- 
ment in our intercourse with Egypt, and in view 
of the necessary intimacy of diplomatic re- 
lationship due to the participation of this 
Government, as one of the treaty powers, 
in all matters of administration there af- 
fecting the rights of foreigners, I advise 
the restoration of the agency and Consulate- 
General at Cairo on its tormer basis. I do not 
conceive it to be the wish of Congress that the 
United States should withdraw altogether from 
the honorable position they have hitherto held 
with respect to the Khédive, or that citizens of 
this 5 er residing or sojourning in Egypt 
should hereafter be without the aid and protec- 
tion of a competent representative. 

With France the traditional cordial relation- 
ship continues. The colossal statue of ** Liberty 
Enlightening the World,” the generous gift of 
the people of France, is expected to reach New- 
York in May next. I suggest that Congressional 
action be taken in recognition of the spirit which 
has prompted this gift and in aid of the timeiy 
— of the pedestal upon which it is to be 

aced. 

5 Our relations with Germany, a country which 
contributes to our Own some of the best eie- 
ments of citizenship, continue to be cordial. 
The United States have extradition treaties with 
several of the German States, but by reason of 
the confederation of those States under the im- 
perial rule the application of such treaties is not 
as uniform and comprehensive as the interests 
ot the two countries require. I propose, there- 
fore, to open negotiations for a single conven- 
tion of extradition to embrace all the territory 
of the empire. 

{t affords me pleasure to say that onr inter- 
course with Great Britain continues to be of a 
most friendly character. . 

The Government ot Hawail has indicated its 
willingness to continue for seven years the pro- 
visions of the existing reciprocity treaty. Such 
continuance, in view of the relations of that 
country to the American system of States, 
should in my judgment be favored. 

The revolution in Hayti against the established 
Government has terminated. Whiie it was in 
progress it became necessary to enforce our 
neutrality laws by instituting proceedings 
against individuals and vessels charged with 
their infringement. These prosecutions were in 
all cases successful. 

Much anxiety has lately been displayed by va- 
rious European Governments, and especially by 
the Government of Italy, for the abolition of 
ourimport duty upon works of art. Itis wellto 
consider whether the present discrimination in 
tavor of the productions of American artists 
abroad is not likely to result, as they themselves 
seem very generally to believe it may, in the 
practical exclusion of our painters and scuiptors 
trom the rich fields of observation, study, and 
labor which they have hitherto enjoyed. 

There is prospect that the long pending revis- 
ion of the foreign treaties of Japan may be con- 
cluded at a new conference to be held at Tokio. 
While this Government fully recognizes the 
equal and independent station of Japan in the 
community of nations, it would not oppose the 
general adoption of such terms of compromise 
as Japun may be disposed to offer in furtherance 
of a uniform policy of intercourse with Western 
nations. 

During the past year the increasing good-will 
between our own Government and that of Mex- 
ico has been variously manifested. The treaty 
of commercial reciprocity concluded Jan. 2U, 
1883, has been ratified, and awaits the necessary 
tariff legisiation of Congress to become effective. 
This legislation will, I doubt not, be among the 
first measures to claim your attention. A full 
treaty of commerce, navigation. and consular 
rights is much to be desired, and such a treaty I 
have reason to believe that the Mexican Govern- 
ment stands ready to conciude. Some embar- 
rassment has been occasionea by the failure of 
Congress, at its last session, to provide means for 
the due execution of the treaty of July 29, 1882 
for the resurvey of the Mexican boundary and 
the relocation of boundary monuments. 

With tne Republic of Nicaragua a treaty has 
been concluded which authorizes the construc- 
tion by the United States of a canal, railway, and 
telegraph line across the Nicaraguan territory. 





By the terms of this treaty 60 miles of the River 
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San Juan as well as Lake Nicaragua, an inland 
sea 40 miles in width, are to constitute a part of 
the projected enterprise. This leaves for actual 
canal construction 17 miles on the Pacific side 
and 36 miles on the Atlantic. To the United 
States, whose rich territory on the Pacific is, for 
the ordinary purposes of commerce, practically 
cut off from communication by water with the 
Atlantic ports, the Atiantic and commercial ad- 
vantages of such a project can scarcely be over- 
estimated. It is believed that when the treaty 
is laid before —_ the justice and liberality of its 
rovisions will command universal approval at 
ome and abroad. 

The death of our representative at Russia while 
at his post at St. Petersburg afforded to the im- 
perial Government a renewed opportunity to 
testify its sympathy in a manner befitting the in- 
timate friendliness which has ever marked the 
intercourse of the two countries. 

The course of this Government in raising its 
representation at Bangkok to the diplomatic 
rank has evoked from Siam evidences of warm 
friendship, and augurs well for our enlarged in- 
tercourse. The Siamese Government. has pre- 
sented to the United States a commodious man- 
sion and grounds for the occupancy of the le- 
gation, and I suggest that by joint resolution 
ee attest its appreciation of this generous 
gift. 

THE SPANISH TREATY. 


This Government has more than once been 
called upon of late to take action in fulfillment 
of its international obligations toward Spain. 
Agitation in the island of Cuba hostile to the 
Spanish Crown having been fomented by per- 
sons abusing the sacred rights of hospitality 
which our territory affords, the oflicers of this 
Government have been instructed to exercise 
vigilance to eerens infraction of our neutrality 
laws at Key West and at other points near the 
Cuban coast. Iam happy to say that in the only 
instance where these precautionary measures 
were successfully eluded, the offenders, when 
found in our territory, were subsequently tried 
and convicted. 

The growing need of close relationship of in- 
tercourse and tratlic hetween the Spanish An- 
tilles and their natural market in the United 
States led to the adoption in January last of a 
commercial agreement looking to that end. 
This agreement bas since been superseded by a 
more carefully framed and comprehensive con- 
vention, which I shall submit to the Senate for 
approval. It hasbeen the zim of thisnegotiation 
to open such a favored reciprocal exchange of 
productions carried under the flag of either 
country as to make the intercourse between 
Cuba and Porto Rico and ourselves scarcely less 
intimate than the commercial movement be- 
tween our domestic ports, and to insure a re- 
moval of the burdens on shipping in the Spanish 
Indies, of which in the past our ship owners and 
ship masters have so often had cause to complain. 
The negotiation of thisconvention has fora time 
postponed the prosecution of certain claims of 
our citizens, which were declared to be without 
the jurisdiction of the late Spanish-American 
Claims Commission, and which are, therefore, 
remitted to diplomatic channels for adjustment. 
The speedy settlement of these claims will now 
be urged by this Government. 

Negotiations fora treaty of commercial reci- 
procity with the Dominican Republic have been 
successfully concluded, and the result will short- 
ly be laid before the Senate. 

Certain questions between the United States 
and the Ottoman Empire still remain unsolved. 
Complaints on behalf of our citizens are not sat- 
isfactorily adjusted. The Porte has sought to 
withhold from our commerce the right of fa- 
vored treatment to which we are entitled by ex- 
isting conventional stipulations, and the revision 
of the tariffs is unaccomplished. 

The final disposition of pending questions with 
Venezuela has not as yet been reached, but I 
have good reason to expect an early settlement, 
which will provide the means of re-examining 
the Caracas awards in contormity with the ex- 
pressed desire of Congress, and which will recog- 
nize the justice of certain claims preferred 
against Venezuela. 

The Central and South American Commission, 
appointed by authority by the act of July 7, 
1884, will soon proceed to Mexico. It has been 
furnished with instructions which will be laid 
before you. They contain a statement of the 
general policy of the Government for enlarging 
its commercial intercourse with American States, 
The Commissioners have been actively prepar- 
ing for their responsible task by holding confer- 
ences in the principal cities with merchants and 
others interested in Central and South American 
trade, 

THE INTERNATIONAL MERIDIAN. 

The International Meridian Conference, lately 
convened in Washington upon the invitation of 
the Government of the United States, was com- 
posed of representatives from 25 nations, The 
conterence conciuded its Jabors on the Ist of 
November, having with substantial unanimity 
agreed upon the meridian of Greenwich as the 
starting point whence longitude is to be com- 
puted, through 180° eastward and westward, and 
upon the adoption for al) purposes for which it 
may be found convenient ot a universal day, 
which shall begin at midnight on the initial 
meridian and whose hours shall be counted from 
zero up to 24. The forma! report of the transac- 
tions of this conference will be hereafter trans- 
mitted to Congress. 


INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITIONS. 


This Government is in frequent receipt of in- 
vitations from foreign States to participate in 
international exhibitions, often of great interest 
and importance. Occupying, as we do, an ad- 
vanced position in the world’s productions, and 
aiming to secure a protitable share for our in- 
dustries in the general competitive markets, it 
is a matter of serious concern that the want 
of means for participation in these ex- 
hibitions should so often exclude our 
producers from advantages enjoyed by 
those of other countries. During the past year 
the attention of Congress was drawn to the form- 
al invitations in this regard tendered by the Gov- 
ernments of England, Holland, Belgium, Ger- 
many, and Austria. The Executive has in some 
instances appointed honvurary Commissioners. 
This is, however, a most unsatisfactory expe- 
dient, for without some provision to meet the 
necessary working expenses of 2 commission it 
ean effect little or nothing in behalf of exhib- 
itors. An international invention exhibition is to 
be heldin London next May. This will cover a fiela 
of special importance,in which our country holds 
a foremost rank, but the Executive is at present 
powerless fo organize a proper representation of 
our vast national interests in this direction. Ihave 
inseveral previous messages reterred to this sub- 
ject. Itseemsto me that a statute giving to the 
Executive general discretionary authority to ac- 
vept such invitations and to appoint honorary 
Commissioners, without salary, and placing at 
the disposal of the Secretary of state a small 
fund for defraying their occasional expenses 
would be of great public utility. 
COLLISIONS AT SEA. 

This Government has received official notice 
that the revised international regulations for 
preventing collisions at sea have been adopted 
by all tne leading maritime powers except the 
United States, and came into force on the Ist of 
September last. For the due protection of our 
shipping interests the provisions of our statutes 
shouid at once be brought into conformity with 
these regulations. 


COPYRIGHT. 


The question of securing to authors, compos- 
ers, and artists copyright privileges in this coun- 
try in return for reciprocal rights abroad is one 
that may justly challenge your attention. It 
is true that conventions will be necessary for 
fully accomplishing this result, but until Con- 
gress shall by statute fix the extent to which 
foreign holders of copyright shall be here privi- 
leged, it has been deemed inadvisable to nego- 
tiate such conventions. For this reason the 
United States were not represented at the recent 
conference at Berne. 


THE NEUTRALITY LAWS. 


I recommend that the scope of the neutrality 
laws of the United States beso enlarged as to 
cover all patent acts of hostility committed in 
our territory and aimed against the peace of a 
friendly nation. Existing statutes prohibit the 
titting out of armed expeditions and restrict the 
shipment of explosives, though the enact- 
ments in the latter respect were not framed 
with regard to _ irternational obligations, 
but simply for the protection of passenger 
travel. Ali these statutes were intended to 
meet special emergencies that had already 
arisen. Other emergencies have arisen since, 
and modern ingenuity supplies means for the 
organization ot hostilities without open resort 
to armed vessels or to filibustering parties. I 
see no reason why overt preparations in this 
country tor the commission of criminal acts 
such as are here under consideration should not 
be alike punishable whether such acts are in- 
tended to be committed in our own country or 
in a foreign country with which we are at peace. 
The prompt aud thorough treatment of this 
question is one which intimately concerns the 
national honor. 


NATURALIZATION LAW DEFECTS. 


Our existing naturalization laws also need re- 
vision. Those sections relating to persons re- 
siding within the limits of the United States in 
1795 and 1798 have now only a historical interest. 
Section 2,172, recognizing the citizenship of 
naturalized parents,is ambiguous in its terms and 
partly obsolete. There are special provisions of 
jaw favoring the naturalization of those who 
serve in the army or in merchant. vessels, while 
no similar privileges are granted those who serve 
in the navy or Marine Corps. A uniform 
rule of naturalization, such as the Con- 
stitution contemplates, should, among other 
things, clearly define the status of persons born 
within the United States subject to a foreign 
power, (section 1,992,) and of minor children of 
fathers who have declared their intention of be- 
coming citizens but have failed to perfect their 
naturalization. It might be wise to provide for 
a central bureau of registry, wherein should be 
tiled authenticated transcripts of every record 
of naturalization in the several Federal and State 
courts, and to make provision also for the vaca- 
tion or cancellation of such record in cases 
where fraud had been practiced upon the court 
by the applicant himself, or where he had re- 
nounced or forfeited his acquired citizenship. A 
just and uniform Jaw in this respect would 
strengtben the hands of the Government in pro- 
tectixsz ite citizens abroad. and would pave the 





way for the conclusion of treaties of naturaliza- 
tion with foreign countries. 


THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 


The legislation of the last session effected in 
the Diplomatic and Consular Service certain 
changes and reductions which have been pro- 
ductive of embarrassment. The population and 
commercial activity cf our country are steadily 
on the increase, and are giving rise to new, vary- 
» ing, and often delicate relationships with other 
countries. Our foreign establishment now em- 
braces nearly dou®vle the area of operations that 
it occupied 20 yeavs ago. The coufinement of 
such a service within the limits of expenditure 
then established is not, it seems to me, in accord- 
ance with true economy. A community of 
sixty millions of people should be adequately 
represented in its intercourse with foreign na- 
tions. 

A project for the reorganization of the Con- 
sular Service and for recasting the scheme of 
extra-territorial jurisdiction is now before you. 
If the limits of a short session will not allow of 
its full consideration, I trust that you will not 
fail to makesuitable provision for the present 
needs of the service. it has been customary to 
define in the appropriation acts the rank of each 
diplomatic ofliice to whichasalary is attached. 
I suggest that this course be abandoned and that 
it be left tothe President, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to fix trom time to time 
the diplomatic grade of the representatives of 
this Government abroad as may seem advisable, 
provision being definitely made, however, as 
now, forthe amount of salary attached to the 
respective stations. 

FINANCES. 

The condition of our finances and the opera- 
tions of the various branches of the public serv- 
ice which are connected with the Treasury De- 
partment are very fully discussed in the report 
of the Secretary. It appears that the ordinary 
revenues for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, 
were:

As compared with the preceding fiseal¢year 
there was a net decrease of over $21,000,000 in the 
amount of expenditures. Theaggregate receipts 
were less than those of the year previous by 
about $54,000,000. The falling off in revenne 
from customs made up nearly 220,000,000 of this 
deficiency, and about $25,000,000 of the remainder 
was due to the diminished receipts from internal 
taxation. The Secretary estimates the total re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year which willend June, 
1885, at $330,000,000, and the total expenditures 
at $290,620,201 16, in which sum are included the 
interest on the debt and the amount payable to 
the sinking fund. This would leave a surplus 
for the entire year of about $89,000,000.

SUSPENSION OF SILVER DOLLAR COINAGE. 

Tconcur with the Secretary of the Treasury 
in recommending the immediate suspension of 
the coinage of silver dollars and of the issuance 
of silver certificates. Thisis a matter to which 
in former communications | have more than 
once invoked the attention of the national 
Legislature. It appears that annually for the 
past six years there have been coined, in compli- 
ance with the requirements of the act of ken, 
28, 1878, more than; twenty-seven million sil- 
ver dollars. The number now outstanding 
is reported by the Secretary to be nearly 185,000,- 
000, whereof but little more than 40,000,090, or 
less than 22 per cent., are in actual circulation. 
The mere existence of the fact seems tome 
to furnish of itself a cogent argument for 
the repeal of the statute which has made such 
fact possible. But there are otherand graver 
considerations that tend in the same direction. 
The Secretary avows his conviction that, unless 
the coinage and the issuance of silver certificates 
be suspended, silver is likely, at no distant day, 
to become our sole metallic standard. The com- 
mercial disturbance and the impairment of 
national credit that would be thus occasioned 
can scarcely be overestimated. 

I hope that the Secretary’s suggestions respect- 
ing the withdrawal from cireulation of the one- 
dollar and two-dollar notes will receive your ap- 
proval. Itis likely thata considerable portion 
of the silver now incumbering the vaults of the 
Treasury might thus find its way into the cur- 
reney. 

While trade dollars have ceased, for the pres- 
ent at least, to bean element of active Gisturb- 
ance in Our currency system, some provision 
should be made for their surrender to the Gov- 
ernment. In view of the circumstances under 
which they were coined,and of the fact that 
they have never had a legal-tender quelty, 
there should be offered for them only a slight 
advance over their bullion value. 

The Secretary in the course of his report con- 
siders the propriety of beautifying the designs 
of our subsidiary silver coins aud of so increas- 
ing their weight that they muy bear their due 
ratio of value tothe standard dollar. His con- 
clusions in this regard are cordially approved. 

x EXCISE TAXES. 

In my annual message of 1882 1 recommended 
the abolition of «ll excise taxes except those re- 
lating to distilled spimts. This recommendation 
is now renewed. If these taxes shall be abolished 
the revenues that will still remain to the Govern- 
ment will, in my opinion, not only suffice to 
meet its reasonable expenditures, but will afford 
asurvius large enough to permit such tariff re- 
duction as may seemto be advisable when the 
result of recent revenue laws and commercial 
treaties shall have shown in what quarters those 
reductions can be most judiciously effected. 

REVIVAL OF THE FOREIGN TRADE. 


One of the gravest of the problems which ap- 
peal to the wisdom of Congress for solution is 
the ascertainment of the most effective means 
for increasing our foreign trade and thus reliev- 
ing the depression under which our industries 
are now languishing. The Secretary of the 
Treasury advises that the duty of investigating 
this subject be intrusted in the first instance to 
a competent commission. While tully recogniz- 
ing the considerations that may be urged against 
this course, lam nevertheless of the opinion thas 
upon the whole no other wouid be likely to effect 
speedier or better results. 

SUBSIDIES FOR STEAMSHIPS. 

That portion of the Secretary’s report which 
concerns the condition of our shipping interest: 
cannot fail to command your attention. Ho 
emphatically recommends tbat as an incentive 
to the investment of American capitai in Ameri- 
can steamships the Government shall, by libera! 
payments for mail transportation or otherwise, 
lend its active assistance to individual enter- 
prise,and deciares his belief that uniess that 
course be pursued our foreign carrying trade 
must remain, asitis to-day, aimost exclusively 
in the hands of foreigners. . 

One phase of thissubject is now especially prom- 
inent, in view of the repeai of the act of June 
26, 1884, of all statutory provisions arbitrarily 
compelling American vessels to carry the mails 
to and from the United States. As it is neces- 
sary to make provision to compensate the own- 
ers of such vessels for performing that servicu 
after April, 1885, it is to be noped that the whoie 
subject will receive early consideration that will 
lead to the enactment ot such measures for the 
revival of our merchant marine as the wisdom 
ot Congress may devise. 

THE RETIREMENT OF 3 PER CENTS. 

The 3 per cent. bonds of the Government to 
the amount of more than $100,000,000 have, since 
my last annual message, been redeemed by the 
Treasury. The bonds of thut issue still outstand- 
ing amount to a little over $200,00),00U, about one- 
fourth of which wiil be retired through the 
operations of the sinking fund during the com- 
ing year. As these bonds still constitute the 
chief basis for the circulation of the nationsi 
banks, the question how to avert the con- 
traction of the currency caused by their retire- 
ment is one of constantly increasing importance, 
it seems to be generally conceded that the law 
governing this matter exacts from the banks ex. 


bond deposits a larger circulation than is now 
allowed may be granted with safety. I hepe 
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face value of the deposited bonds will commend 
itselfto the approval of the Houseof Repre- 
sentatives. 

WAR DEPARTMENT EXPENSES. 


In the expenses of the War Department the 
Secretary reports a decrease of more than 
$9,000,000. Of this reduction $5,600,000 was ef- 
fected in the expenditures for rivers and_har- 
bors, and $2,700,000 in expenditures for the Quar- 
termaster’s Department. Outside of that de- 
partment the annual expenses of all the army 

ureaus proper (except possibly the Ordnance 
Bureau) are substantially fixed charges which 
cannot be materially diminished without a 
change in the numerical strength of the army. 
The expenditures inthe Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment can readily be subjected to administrative 
discretion, and it is reported by the Secretary 
of War that as a result of exercising such 
discretion, in reducing the number of draught 
and pack animals in the army. the annual cost 
of supplying and caring for such animals is now 
$1,108,085 90 less than it was in 1882, The reports 
of military commanders show that the last year 
has been notable for its entire freedom from In- 
dian outbreaks. In defiance of the President's 
proclamation of July 1, 1884, certain intruders 
sought to make settlements in the Indian terri- 
tory. They were promptly removed by a de- 
tachment of troops. 

THE ARMY MEDICAL MUSEUM. 


During the past session of Congress a bill to 
provide a suitable fireproof building for the 
Army Medical Museum and the library of the 
Surgeon-General’s office received the approval 
of the Senate. A similar bill, reported favorably 
to the House of Representatives by one of its 
committees, is still pending before that body. lt 
is hopea that during the coming session the 
measure may become a Jaw, and that thereafter 
immediate steps may be taken to secure a place 
of safe deposit for these valuable collections 
now ina state of insecurity. 


RIVER AND HARBOR WORKS. 


The funds with which the works for the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors were prosecut- 
ed during the past year were derived from the ap- 
propriations of the act of Aug. 2, 1882, together 
with such few balances as were on hand from 

x9revious appropriations. The balance in the 

reasury subject to requisition July 1, 1583, was 
$10,021,649 55. The amount appropriated during 
the fiscal year 1884 was $1,319,634 62, and the 
amount drawn from the Treasury during the 
fiscal year was $8,228,703 54, leaving a balance of 
$3,112,580 68 in the Treasury subject to requisi- 
tion July 1, 1884. 

SEACOAST DEFENSES. 

The Secretary of War submits the report of 
the Chief of Engineers as to the practicability 
of protecting our important cities on the sea- 
board by fortifications and other defenses able 
to repel modern methods of attack. The time 
has now come wken such defenses can be pre- 
pared with confidence that they will not prove 
abortive; and when the possible result of delay 
in making such preparation is seriously con- 
sidered, delay seems inexcusable. For the most 
important cities—those whose destruction or 
capture would be a national humiliation—ade- 
quate defenses, inclusive of guns, may be made 
by the gradual expenditure of $60,000,000, a sum 
much less than a victorious enemy could levy as 
a contribution. An appropriation of about one- 
tenth of that amount is asked to begin the work, 
and I concur with the Secretary of War in ur- 
ging that it be granted. 

HEAVY ORDNANCE. 

The War Department is proceeding with the 
conversion of 10-inch smooth-bore guns into 
8-inch rifles, by lining the former with tubes of 
forged steel or of coiled wrought iron. Fifty 
guns will be thus converted within the year. 
This, however, does not obviate the necessity of 
providing means for the construction of guns of 
the highest power, both for the purposes of 
coast defense and for the armament of war 
vessels. The report of the Gun Foundry 
Board, appointed April 2, 1883, in pursuance 
ort the act of March 3, 1883, was trans- 
mitted to Congress in a special message of 
Feb. 18, 1854. In my message of March 26, 1884, I 
called attention to the recommendation of the 
board that the Government should encourage 
the production at private steel works of the re- 

uired material for heavy cannon, and that two 
Government factories—one for the army and 
one for the navy—should be established tor the 
fabrication of guns from such material. No 
action having been taken, the board was subse- 
quently reconvened to determine more fully the 
plansand estimates necessary for carrying out 
its recommendation. it has received informa- 
tion which indicates that there are responsible 
steel manufacturers in this country who, 
although not provided at present with the nec- 
essary plant, are willing to construct the same 
and to make bids for contracts with the-Govern- 
ment for the supply of the requisite - material 
for the heaviest guns adapted to modern war- 
fare, ifa guaranteed order of sufficient magni- 
tude accompanied by a positive. appropriation 
extending over a series of years shall be made 
by Congress. Ali doubts as to the feasibility of 
the plan being thus remoyed I renew my recom- 
mendation that such action'be taken by Con- 
gress as will enable the Government to construct 
its own ordnance upon its own territory, and so- 
to provide the armaments demanded by consid- 
erations of national satety‘and honor. 


THE NEW STEEL CRUISERS. 


The report ofthe Secretary of.the Navy;ex- 
hibits the progress which has been made on the 
new steel cruisers authorized by the acts of Aug. 
5, 1882, and March 3, 1883. Of th 
under contract, one, the Chicago, of 4,500 tons, is 
more than half finished; the Atlanta, of 3,000 
tons, has been successfully launched,‘and her 
machinery .is now fitting; the Boston, also of 
3,000 tons, is ready for launching, and the Dol- 


phin, a dispatch steamer, of 1,500 tons, is ready * 


for delivery. Certain adverse criticisms upon 
the designs of these cruisers are discussed by the. 
Secretary, who insists that the correctness of 
the conclusions reached by the Advisory Board 
and by the department has been demonstrated 
by recent developments in shipbuilding abroad. 

The machinery of the double-turreted monitors 
Puritan, Terror, and Amphitrite, contracted for. 
under the act of March 3, 1883, is in process of 
construection. No work has been done during 
the past year on their armor for lack of the 
necessary appropriations. A fourth monitor, the 
Monadnock, still remains'unfinished at the navy 
yard in California. It is recommended that 
early steps be tuken to complete these vessels. 
and to provide, also, an armament tor the mon- 
itor Miantenomoh. The recommendations of 
the Naval Advisory Board, as approved by the 
department, comprise the construction of one: 


steel cruiser-,of 4,000 tons, one cruiser of 3,000: 


tons, two heavily armed gunboats, one. light 
cruising gunboat, one dispatch vessel armed‘ 
with Hotchkiss cannon, one armored ram, and_ 
three torpedo boats. The general designs, all of 
which are calculated to meet the existing wants 
of the service, are now well advanced, and the 
construction of the vessels can be undertaken 
4ssoon as you shall grant the necessary authority. 


THE JEANNETTE’S: VICTIMS. 


Theact of Congress approved Aug. 7,.1882,.au- 
thorized the removal to the United States of the 
bodies of Lieut.-Commander George W. De Long 
and his companions of the Jeanette expedition. 
This removal has been successfully accomplished 
by Lieuts. Harber and Schuetze. The remains 
were taken trom their grave in the Lena Deltain 
March, 1883, and were retained at lakutsk until 
the following Winter, the season being too far 
advanced to admit of their immediate transpor- 
tation. They arrived at New-York Feb. 20, 1884, 


where they were received with suitable honors.» 


THE RESCUE OF GREELY. 
In pursuance of the joint resolution:of Con-. 
gress approved Feb. 13, 1884, a naval expedition 


was fitted out for the relief of Lieut. A. W. Gree-. 
ly, United States Army, and of the party who‘ 


had been engaged under his command iff scien- 
tific observations at Lady Franklin Bay. The 
fleet consisted of the steam sealer Thetis, pur- 
chased in England; the Bear, purchased at St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, and the _ Alert,. 
which was generously provided by the 
British Government. Preparations 
expedition were promptly made by the 
Secretary of the Navy. with the active co-oper- 
ation of the Secretary of War. Commander 
George W. Coffin was placed in command of the 
Alert and Lieut. William H. Emory in command 
of the Bear. The Thetis was intrusted to Com- 
mander Winfield S8.Schley, to whom also was 
assigned the superintendence of the entire ex- 


pedition. Immediately upon its arrival at Uper-: 


navik the fleet began the dangerous navigation 
of Melville Bay, and in spite of every obstacle 
reached Littleton island.on Jtne 22, a fort- 
night earlier than any vessel had before 
attained that point. On the same day it 
crossed over to Cape Sabine, where . Lieut. 
Greely and the other, survivors ‘of his 
party were discovered. After taking on board 
the living and the bodies of the dead, the relief 
ships sailed for St. John’s where they arrived on 
duly 17. They were appropriately received at 
Portsmouth, N. H., on Aug. 1, and at New-York 
on Aug. 8 One of the bodies was landed at the 
former place. The others were put on shore at 
Governor’s Island, and with the exception of 
one, which was interred in the National Ceme- 
tery, were forwarded thence to the destinations 
indicated by friends.

gratifying fact that the loss of revenue from the 
reduction in the rate of letter 
mended in my m e of Dec. 4, 1882, and effected 
by the act of March 3, 1883, has been much less 
than was generally anticipated.

Insome of the 
large cities private express companies have under- 
taken to outstrip the Government mail carriers 
by affording, for the prompt transmission of let- 
ters, better facilities than has hitherto been at 
the command of the Post Office. It bas always 
been the policy of the Gevernment to dis- 
courage such enterprises, and in no better mode 
can that policy be maintained than in supplying 
the public with the most efficient mail service 
that, with due regard to its own best interests, 
can be furnished for its accommodation. 

FEES OF WITNESSES AND JURORS. 

The Attorney-General renews the recommend- 
ation contained in his report last year, touching 
the fees of witnesses and jurors. He favors 
radical changes inthe fee bill, the adoption of 
asystem by which attorneys and Marshais of 
the United States shall be compensated solely by 
salaries, and the erection by the Government of 
a penitentiary for the confinement of offenders 
against its laws. 

INTERIOR DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 


Of tbe varied Governmental concerns in charge 
of the Interior Department the report of its Sec- 
retary presents an interesting summary. Among 
the topics deserving particular attention I refer 
you to his observations respecting our Indian 
affairs, the pre-emptionand timbereulture acts, 
the failure of railroad companies to take title to 
lands granted by the Government, and the oper- 
ations of the Pension Office, the Patent Office, the 
Census Bureau, and the Bureau of Education. 
Allusion has been made already to the circum- 
stance that both as between the different Indian 
tribes and as between the Indians and the whites 
the past year has been one of unbroken peace. 
In this circumstance the President is glad to find 
justification for the policy cf the Government 
in its dealing with the Indian question, and con- 
firmation of the views which were fully ex- 
Roe. in his first communication to the 

‘orty-seventh Congress. The Secretary urges 
anew the enactment of a statute for the 
punishment of crimes committed on _ the 
indian reservations, and recommends the 
poaeee of the bill now pending in the 

louse of Representatives for the purchase of a 
tract of 18,000 square miles from the Sioux res- 
ervation. Both these measures are worthy of 
approval. I concur with him alsoin advising 
the repealof the pre-emption law, the enact- 
ment of statutes resolving the present legal com- 
plications touching lapsed grants to railroad 
companies, and the funding of the debt of the 
several Pacific railroads under such guarantee as 
shall effectually secure its ultimate payment. 

ANTI-POLYGAMY LEGISLATION. 

Tho report of the Utah Commission will be 
read with interest. It discloses the results of re- 
cent legislation looking to the prevention and 
punishment of polygamy inthat Territory. I 
still believe that if that abominable practice can 
be suppressed by law it can only_be by the most 
radical legislation consistent with the restraints 
of the Constitution. I again recommend} there- 
fore‘that Congress assume absolute political con- 
trolof the Territory of Utah and provide for 
the appointment of Commissioners with such 
governmental powers as in its judgment may 
justly and wisely be put into their hands. 


TOW TRADE CAN BE EXTENDED. 


In the course of this communication reference 
has more than once been made to the policy of 
this Government as regards the extension of our 
foreign trade. It seems proper to declare the 
general principles that should, in my opinion, 
underlie our national efforts in this direction. 
The main conditions of the problem may 
be thus. stated: We are a _ people in 
mechanical pursuits and fertile in inven- 
tion; we cover a vast extent of territory 
rich in agricultural products and in 
nearly all the raw materials necessary for suc- 
cessful manufacture; we haveasystem of pro- 
ductive establishments more than sufficient to 
supply our own demands; the wages of labor 
are nowhere else so great; the scale of living of 
our artisan classes is such as tends to secure their 
personal comfort and the development of those 
‘higher moral and intellectual yaa that go to 
the making of good citizens. ur system of tax 
and tariff legislation is yielding a revenue which 
is in excess of the present needs of the Govern- 
ment. These are eclemerts from which it issought 
,to devise ascheme by which, without unfavor- 
ably changing the condition of working men, 
our merchant marine shall be raised from its 
-enfeebled condition and new markets provided 
for the sale, beyond our borders, of the manifold 
fruits of our industrial enterprises. The prob- 
lem ig complex, and can be solyed by no single 
measure of innovation or reform. The countries 
of the American Continent and the adjacent 
islands are for the United States the natural 
.marts of supply and demand. It is from them 
that we should obtain what we do not produce, 
or do not produce in sufticiency, and itis to 
,them that the surplus productions of our fields, 
our mills, and our workshops should flow. 

Under conditions that will equalize or favor 
them in comparison with foreign competition 
four paths of policy seem to point to this end: 

First—A series of reciprocal commercial trea- 
*ties with the countnes of America which shall 
foster between us and them an unhampered 
"movement of trade. The conditions of these 
treaties should be the free admission of such 
‘merchandise as this country does not produce in 
-return for the admission free or under a favored 
scheme of duties of our own products, the 
benefits of such exchange to apply only to goods 
carried under the flag of the parties to 
-the contract. The removal on both sides 
from the vessels so privileged of all tonnage 
| dues and nationa! imposts, so that these vessels 
4 may ply unhindered between our ports and 
those of the other contracting parties, though 
without infringing on the reserve home coasting 
trade. The removal or reduction of burdens 
on the exported products of those countries 
coming within the benefits of the treaties, and 
avoidance of the technical restrictions and pen- 
‘alties by which our intercourse with those coun- 
tries is at present hampered. 

Secondly-—The establishment of the Consular 
‘Service of the United States ona salaried foot- 
ing, thus permitting the relinquishment of Con- 
sular fees, not only as respects vessels under the 
“national flax, but also as respects vessels of the 
treaty nations carrying ‘goods entitled to the 
benefits of the treaties. 

Thirdly—The enactment of measures to favor 
‘the construction and maintenance of a steam 
5 orb marine under the flag of the United 
: eS. « 

Fourthly—The establishment of a uniform 
:currency basis for the countries of America, so 
“that the coined products of our mines may cir- 
culate on equal terms throughout the whole sys- 
tem of commonwealths. This would require a 
monetary union of America, whereby the output. 
of the bullion-producing countries and the cir- 
culation of those which yield neither gold nor 
silver could be adjusted in conformity with the 
-population, wealth, and commercial needs of 
-} each. As many of the countries furnish no 
-} bullion to the common stock, the surplus pro- 
duction of our mines and mints might thus be 
: utilized and a step taken toward the general re- 
monetization of silver. To the accomplishment 
of these ends, so far as they can be attained by 
separate treaties, the negotiations already con- 
4 cluded and now in progress have been directed, 
4:and the favor which this enlarged policy has 
thus far received warrants the belief that its 
+:operations willere long embrace all or nearly 
call the countries of this hemisphere. 

, It is by no means desirable, however, that the 
-|- policy under consideration should be applied to 
these countries alone. The healthful enlarge- 
ment of our trade with Europe, Asia, and Africa 
should be sought by reducing tariff ‘burdens on 
such of their wares as neither we nor the other 
American States are fitted to produce, and thus 
enabling ourselves to obtain in return_a better 
market for our supplies of food, of raw mate- 
rials, and of the manufactures in which we excel. 

It seems to me that many of the embarrassing 
elements in the great national conflict between 
protection and free trade may thus be turned to 
good account; that the revenue may be reduced 
4.50 as no longerto overtax the people, that pro- 
<| tective duties may be retained without becoming 
‘| burdensome; that our shipping interests may be 
judiciously encouraged, the currency fixed on 
firm bases,and‘above all such a unity of in- 
terests established among the States. of the 
‘American system as will be of great and ever- 

‘increasing advantage to them all. All treaties 
\{ in the line of this policy which have been ne- 
“| gotiated, or are in process of negotiation, con- 
‘| tain a provision deemed to be requisite under 
the clause of the Constitution limiting to the 
| House of Representatives the authority to 
i{’ originate bills for raising revenue.

THE EPIDEMIC OF CHOLERA, 


The pestilence which, for the past two years, 
has been raging in the countries of the East, 
recently made its appearance in European ports 
witli which we arein constant communication. 
The then Secretary of the Treasury, in pursuance 
ofa proclamation of the President, issued certain 
regulations restricting, and for atime prohibit- 
ing, the importation of rags and the admission 
of baggage of immigrants and of travelers ar- 
riving from infected quarters. Lest this course 
may have been without strict warrant of law, 
ITapprove the recommendation of the present 
Secretary, that the Congress take action in the 
premises, and [also recommend the immediate 
adoption of such measures as will be likely to

As respects others of no less im- 
portance, I shail content myself with renew- 
ing the recommendations already made to 
Congress without restating the grounds upon 
which such recommendations were _ based. 
The preservation of forests on the public do- 
main, the granting of Governmrnt aid for popu- 
lar education, the amendment of the Federal 
Constitution so as to make effective the disap- 
proval by the President of particular items in 
appropriation bills, the enactment of statutes 
in regard to the filling of vacancies in the Presi- 
dential office, and the determining of vexed ques- 
tions respecting Presidential inability are 
measures which may justly receive your serious 
consideration. 

As the time draws nigh when Iam to retire 
from the public service, I cannot refrain from 
expressing tothe members of the national legis- 
lature with whom I have been brought into per- 
sonal and official intercourse my sincere appre- 
ciation of their unfailing courtesy and of their 
harmonious co-operation with the Executive in 
sO many measures calculated to promote the 
best interests of the Nation; and to my fellow- 
citizens generally 1 acknowledge a deep sense of 
obligation for the support which they have ac- 
corded me in my administration of the Execu- 
tive Department of this Government.

THE SWAIM COURT MARTIAL. 
TESTIMONY FROM GEN. GARFIELD’S PRIVATE 
SECRETARY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—When the Swaim 
court-martial reassembled this morning the de- 
fense moved for a further postponement to 
Wednesday on account of the absence of Gen. 
Grosvenor, of Gen. Swaim’s counsel. The court 
denied the motion and the trial proceeded. 

Mr. J. Stanley Brown was the first witness 
called. He testified that he knew the accused. 
and knew Mr. A. E. Bateman, and that he wasa 
member of the firm of Bateman & Co, from No- 
vember, 1881, to the middle of July, 1882. Previ- 
ous to that time he had been with Gen. Garfield 
as his private secretary. During the time 
of his connection with the firm they had 
some transactions with Gen. Swaim, who 
had an account with them. A _ statement 
of the stock transactions of every one operating 
with the firm was furnished tothem on the first 
of every month and oftener if requested. There 
was no exception to this rule made in the case of 
Gen. Swaim. The Judge-Advocate here asked 
the defense for the account furnished Gen. 
Swaim for the period terminated July 1, 1882. 
The account asked for Was handed to witness, 
who said that it showed that Gen. Swaimon July 
1, 1882, was indebted to the firm in thesum of 
$347. Witness testified that Gen. Swaim had 
in May, 1882, lent him $5,000 with which to in- 
crease his (witness’s) interest in the firm 
of Bateman & Co. The terms upon which 
this loan was made were that witness 
was to pay Gen. Swaim‘6 per cent. interest upon 
the lean, and10 percent. of his profits on his 
interest in the firm aslong ashe held the loan. 
The sum lent him consisted of $3,000 in cash and 
adraft onthe National Metropolitan Bank for 
$2,000. The latter was afterward withdrawn by 
Gen. Swaim, who gave him instead of it, a draft 
for $1,000 on the National Metropolitan Bank, 
and adraft of $1,000 on Bateman & Co., signed 
by Gen. Swaim, and made payable to his tg 
ness’s) order. The draft on the Metropolitan 
Bank was cashed, but the one on Bateman & Co. 
was not cashed, and on witness severing his 
connection with Bateman’& Co., in July, 18k2, 
$5,000 was passed to Gen, Swaim’s credit with 
Bateman & Co., and the draft for’ $1,000 that had 
not been cashed was :placed to his debit. 
Witness was asked whether he had ever had 
any conversation with Gen. Swaim on the sub- 
ject of the payment of the draft for $1,000 on 
Bateman & Co. which he (Swaim) had fovea wit- 
ness asa part of the loan of $5,000. He replied 
that he had no further conversation with him on 
the subject than to say that the firm would be 
glad to have them cash it. The payment, he said, 
was notstrenuously insisted upon, the firm know- 
ing that Gen. Swaim was good for $1,000. 

The defense gave notice tothe prosecution 
that they would ask for the production of Bate- 
man & Co.’s books. The Judge-Advocate reply- 
ing to this notification said that he should cer- 
tainly decline as Judge-Advocate to produce tho 
books of Bateman & Co. for any purpose except 
to show the acéounts of Gen. Swaim. Counsel 
for the defense said it was stated that 
Swaim never got a certain credit or was 
not entitled to a certain credit as be- 
tween him and Bateman & Co.; that he 
only paid in $4,000 instead of $5,000. They 
wanted to show that the witness (Mr. Brown) 
aid contribute $5,000 as his portion of the capital 
stock of the firm and gotcredit therefor, because 
the draft for $1,000 drawn by Swaim was treated 
by Bateman & Co. as paid. They wanted to 
show that Bateman & Co. recognized the pay- 
ment by Swaim of this draft because they put 
itdownto thecredit of Mr. Brownas having 
been paid. The argument had not been con- 
cluded when the hour for adjournment arrived, 
Judge Shellabarger asking that the question be 
left open for further argument to-morrow.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRE- 
TARY OF THE TREASURY. 
VALUABLE HINTS FOR THE CONSIDERATION 

OF CONGRESS—THE RECEIPTS FROM 
CUSTOMS DUTIES AND INTERNAL REVE- 
NUE DECREASED—SECRETARY M'CUL- 
LOCH’S VIRWS ON THE SILVER DOL- 
LAR—THE NATIONAL BANK SYSTEM AND 

ITS NEEDS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The report of Sec- 
retary McCulloch of the operations ot the Treas- 
ury Department begins with a financial state- 
ment, showing the ordinary revenues of the 
Government for the last fiscal year to have been 
in the aggregate $348,519,869 92; ordinary ex- 
penditures, $290,916,473 83, leaving a surplus of 
$57,603,396 09, which was applied to the redemp- 
tion of various kinds of bends. The estimated 
requirements of the sinking fund forthe present 
fiscal year are $47,620,201 16. The reccipts for 
1884 show a net decrease, as compared with the 
previous fiscal year, of $49,767,712 03, mainly in 
the items of customs and internal revenue. 
The expenditures also show a net de- 
crease of $21,281,893 21. For the present fiscal 
year the revenue, actual and estimated, is $330,- 
000,000, and the expenditures $290,620,201. The 
revenues for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1886, 
estimated on the basis of existing laws, will be 
the same as for the present fiscal year, while the 
expenditures, it is estimated, will be $8238,911,304. 
The Secretary says: “It is well understood that 
appropriations made upon estimates of the sev- 
eral departments usually fall far short of the 
amount of such estimates; and, without intend- 
ing to criticise the action of other departments, 
I think it may be fairly assumed that the 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1886 will 
not exceed the actual expenditures for 1885, 
asshown above. This would leave a surplus for 
1886, the same as for 1885, of more than $39,000,- 
000. It should be considered that the value of 
imports of dutiable merchandise for the fiscal 
Years 1884 and 1885 has been much reduced by the 
unusual depression of business, which it may be 
hoped will not long continue. This reduction in 


1884, as compared with 1883, was $38,000,000, the 
average duty on which would amount to more 
than $16,000,000. It seems safe to assume, there- 
fore, that the surplus revenues for 1886 will be 
more than $50,000,000. 


FOREIGN TRADE AND TAXATION. 


In the early days of the West, when population 
was more than keeping pace with the acreage 
brought under cultivation, there was a ready de- 
mand for what the farmers raised, and the home 
market was the only market they needed. This 
satistactory condition: of agricultural industry 
in that section of the country was of short dura- 
tion. Good prices stimulated production, and in 
atew years the supply became greater than the 
demand, in consequence of which the value of 
agricultural products began to decline, and the 
decline went on until what the farmers could 
obtain for their crops was insufficient to cover 
the necessary outlays in producing them. So 
great was this decline, in many instances, that 
where the farms were ata long distance from nav- 
igable waters wheat remained uncut in the 
fields and corn was used forfuel. The owners 
of such farms were therefore compelled to leave 
a part of their fields uncultivated, so that lands 
ot great fertility became wellnigh valueless. 
To remedy this very untoward conaition of their 
agricultural industry many States in 18384 and 
1885 commenced large works of internal im- 
provement, but before their completion the 
financial crisis of 1837 occurred, which caused a 
collapse of all great enterprises throughout the 
entire country, and left most of the States that 
had engaged in them overloaded with debt and 
without advantage from their large expend- 
itures. The Wasbash and Erie Canal, work on 
which had been commenced two years before, 
and was designed to unite the navigable waters 
of the Wabash with Lake Erie, was the only one 
of the Western enterprises of that day which 
was completed, and its completion was owing to 
aland grant made for its construction by the 
United States Goyernment. Although the 
country which was benefited by the opening of 
this canal was of considerable extent, it was 
smallin comparison with the vast region, far 
distant from navigable waters, which was rap- 
idly being occupied by enterprising and thrifty 
farmers. What this vast region needed was a 
market and facilities for reaching it, with 
both of which it was soon supplied. It 
is now penetrated in all directions by rail- 
roads, and the cost of transportation has been 
so cheapened that farming lands far west of the 
Mississippi have become nearly as valuable as 
lands in the seaboard States. To the rise in the 
value of lands resulting from the construction 
of railroads the wonderful increase of the na- 
tional wealth is very largely attributable. 

The condition of the manufacturing interest 
of the United States is similar in some respects 
to the condition of the agricultural interest of 
the West in the early days to which I have re- 
ferred. What the Western farmers then needed 
was a market for theircrops. What manufact- 
urers now need is a market for their surplus 
manufactures. 

The real foundation of our great manufactur- 
ing industry was laidin New-England under the 
first tariff of a protective character, which di- 
verted a part of its capital from shipping into 
cotton factories. ‘Those first constructed having 
been fairly remuncrative, more were construct- 
ed and other branches of manufacture were 
undertaken, until New-England was converted 
from maritime and commercial pursuits into 
manufacturing. It will be recollected that New- 
England was opposed to the first protective 
tarift—that oné of Mr. Webster’s great speeches 
was u free trade speech. 

It was not many years after the first cotton 
mills were erected in New-England that the 
great iron interests of the country began to be 
developed, and Pennsylvania soon became the 
rreat iron manufacturing State of the Union. 
Nor was it long before various kinds of manu- 
factures came into existence in most of the 
Northern and Western States. The demands of 
the Government during the late civil war for 
nearly all kinds of manufactured goods and the 
high tarit! greatly stimulated production. After 
the war stimulus was found in railroad building 
and in extravagant expenditures induced by 
superabundant currency, and the time has 
now come when the manufacturing in- 
dustry of the United States is in 
dire distress from plethora of manufact- 
ured goods. Some manufacturing companies 
have been forced into bankruptcy; others have 
closed their mills to escape it; few mills are run- 
ning on full time, and as a consequence a very 
large number of operatives are either Se 
of employment or are working tor wages hardly 
sufficient to enable them to live comfortably or 
even decently. Nor are manufacturers and their 
employes the only sufferers by the present de- 
pression of our manufacturing industry. So 
large and widespread.has this industry become, 
so interwoven isit with other industries, so essen- 
tial is itto the welfare of the whole country, 
that it cannot be seriously depressed without in- 
ey affecting business throughout the 

nion. 

The all-important question, therefore, that 
presses itseif upon the public attention is, how 
shall the country be relieved from the plethora 
of manufactured goods, and how shall plethora 
hereafter be prevented? Itis obvious that our 
power to produce is much in excess of the pres- 
ent or any probable future demand for home 
consumption. The existing iron, cotton, and 
woolen mills, if employed at their full capacity, 
could meet in six months—perhapsin a shorter 
time—the home demand for a year. It is cer- 
tain, therefore, that unless markets now prac- 
tically closed against us are opened; unless we 
can share in the trade which is monopolized by 
European nations, the depression now so severe- 
ly felt will continue, and may become more dis- 
astrous. 

The question how shall our foreign trade be 
increased is the question which now comes to 
the front and demands prompt and careful con- 
sideration. Manufacturers are primarily inter- 
ested, but the whole country has a stake in its 
solution. In its investigation the tariff will 
necessarily be involved, inasmuch as the rela- 
tions between it and our foreign trade are so 
close that they cannot be considered separately, : 
but it need not be involved except so faras it 
stands in the way of international trade. Ifthe 
duties upon raw materials are an obstruction, 
those duties should be removed. Ifthe duties 


‘upon other articles are an obstruction, they 


should be modified. Whatever may be required 
to increase our foreign trade, whether it be 
a repeal or modification of existing duties, 
should be demanded by the manufacturers’ 
themselves. How, then, shall the: full informa- 
tion required for a full understanding of what ‘ 
stands in the way of an increased exportation of 
our manufactured goods be obtained? It may 
not be proper for me to offer advice on tnis ; 

oint, but I cannot forbearto say that I see no’ 
Fetter means than by the appointment of a 
commission, composed of men not wedded to 
the doctrines of free trade or protection—fair- 
minded men, who would prosecute the inquiry 
thoroughly, comprehensibly, and impartially. 

If such a commission should be created it shou da 

be done without unnecessary delay. It is true 

that previous commissions have not accom- 

plished all that was expected of them. The 

cause of this partial failure it is not necessary 

to inquire into, but this failure should not pre- 

vent the appointment of such a commission as 

has been suggested, unless something better can 

be devised. 

The present condition offour foreign trade is 
not as fully understood by the public.as it 
ought to be, or there would be greater uneasi- 
ness in regard to what may be the result. Look, 
for instance, at our trade relations with Brazil. 
We sold to Brazil last year various articles to 
the amount of $8,645,261. We bought of her va- 
rious kinds of her own productions to the 
amount of $50,265,889, leaving $41,620,623 as the 
balance against us. Now, how isthis large bal- 
ance liquidated? Not by gold, but by tie sale of 
our farm products, for which there is a large 
demand in Europe. It is our cotton, our wheat, 
our petroleum, our beef and pork, which 
can be produced more cheaply in the United 
States than anywhere else, which create the 
sterling exchange that enables us to carry on 
this one-sided trade with Brazil. Now, if by the 
failure of our crops, or very favorable seasons 
on the other side of the Atlantic, or, what is 
‘more probable, by retaliation, our exports of 


he : 





‘should be removed or reduced. 


;Manufactured goods which 
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these articles should materially decline, what 
then would be the condition of our Brazilian 
trade? Instead of depending upon the exports 
to Burope for the means to cover the balance in 
favor ot, Brazil, ought, not an effort to be madeto 
equalize that trade by our: manufactured goods? 
Ought we not to endeavor to verify the predic- 
tion of Cobden by becoming a competitor with 
Great Britain in the Brazilian markets? Ought 
not this to be attenmpted in the interest of our 
own manufacturers ? 

When the real condition of our foreign trade 
and the character of the competition in which we 
must sooner or later engage are fully under- 
stood, it will be found that our inability to make 
that trade as free as our best interests require 
lies in the necessity which exists for heavy im- 
port duties, which, although they may be levied 
for revenue only, must be in a large degree pro- 
tective. It is upon such taxes, therefore, that 
our Government must mainly rely for its large 
current expenditures ahd the reduction of the 
national debt. Large revenues will be derived 
from the taxes upon whisky and tobacco, if the 
tax on the latter article should be retained, 
but our chief revenue must be derived 
from import duties. To show how these 
duties may be imposed and distributed as to 
neither imperil our manufactures nor obstruct 
our foreign trade, while the Treasury is kept in 
an easy condition, will be the task of the com- 
mission. That the task will be a very difficult 
one is certain; that it may be successfully per- 
formed ought to be certain also. In competition 
with Great Britainin the South American mar- 
kets Great Britain will have the advantage by 
being already in possession of the trade, hut this 
advantage will doubtless be counterbalanced by 
the abundance and comparative cheapness of 
our agricultural productions. That we are to be 
a competitor with Great Britain in foreign mar- 
kets, especially in the markets of the South 
American States, is as certain as anything in 
the future can be. The steps which may be 
needful to make this competition successful it 
will be for Congress to determine after the com- 
mission has performed its duty. To me it seems 
certain that it cannot properly be done before. 
A nation with 56,600,000 of people, doubling 
every 25 years, a people distinguished for enter- 
prise and inventive power, in possession of a 
country of vast extent and rich beyond com- 
parison in developed and undeveloped resources, 
ought not much longer to be prevented from 
having a full share in the honor and the gain of 
international trade. 

In the commencement of its work the commis- 

sion should, I think, regard the following points 
as being settled: , 
_ First—That the public revenues are not to be 
in excess of what may be required for the sup- 
port of the Government and the gradual reduc- 
tion of the public debt. 

Second—That our manufactures, which under 
the fostering care of the Government have at- 
tained such gigantic proportions, and whose 
prosperity is essential to the welfare of all other 
interests, are not to be put in jeopardy by radi- 
cal and sweeping changesin the tariff; and that 
all reductions of import duties should be made 
with a view to their ultimate udvantage by open- 
ing tothem markets from which they are now 
in a large degree excluded. : 

Something has been done, and more might be 
done, to increase our foreign trade by reciprocal 
treaties, but the advantage to be derived from 
such treaties would be restricted and partial; 
and there are very serious objections to treaties 
which affect the public revenues, on the ground 
that they are an encroachment upon the rights 
of the House ot Representatives, in which, un- 
oe Constitution, all revenue bills must orig- 
nate. 

As to the persons who should constitute the 
commission there will be various opinions, It 
might be composed of persons who have no con- 
nection with the Government, or of Senators 
and members of the House, but I strongly in- 
cline to the opinion that it should be composed 
of members of the House only, because in the 
investigation of the subjectof our foreign trade 
questions affecting the public revenues will 
necessarily be involved, and that members 
should be selected from those who have been re- 
elected to the Forty-ninth Congress, in order 
that its work may be explained and defended by 
those who have performed it. It would be ad- 
visable also that the Secretary of the Treasury 
should ex officio be a member of the commission 
in order that the views of the Treasury Depart- 
eon and those of the commission may be in ac- 
cord. 

If such a commission as has been suggested 
had been appointed, and its work could be per- 
formed at an early date, 1 should not be disposed 
to say anything bearing directly upon the tariff; 
but as relief from the present burden of taxa- 
tion is urgently and justly demanded I deem it 
my duty to suggest that something in this di- 
rection should be done without delay. Owing 
to the shortness of thetime allowed to metor 
the consideration of the subject, Iam not pre- 
pared to name the articles upon which duties 

I should regret 
this if Congress were not already in possession 
of the facts which should govern its action. This 
much, however, it may be-properfor me to rec- 


ommend: 

First—That the existing duties upon raw ma- 
terials which are to be used in manufacture 
should be removed. Thiscan bedonein thein- 
terest of our foreign trade. 

Seoond—That the duties upon the articles used 


bear the burden of taxation should be reduced. 
This also can be effected without prejudice to 
our export trade. 

In regard to our internal revenue taxes I have 
to say that, as these taxes, with the exception of 
the tax upon whisky, ought not to be and will 
not be needed for revenue if appropriations are 
kept within reasonable bounds and rigid econo- 
my is established in all branches of the publio 
service, ] see no good reason for their contin- 
uance. Taxes upon agricultural productions, 
although indirectly levied, are inconsistent with 
our general policy, and tobacco is the only one 
ot these productions which has been taxed. An 
article which isso generally used, and which adds 
so much to the comfort of the large numbers of 
our population who earn their living by 
manual labor, cannot properly be consid- 
ered a luxury, and as the collection of 
the tax is expensive and troublesome to the Gov- 
ernment, and is especially obnoxious and irrita- 
tive te small manufacturers, the tax upon tobac- 
co should, in my judgment, be removed. ‘lhe 
tax upon whisky could not be repealed without 
a disregard of public sentiment, nor without 
creating a necessity tor higher duties upon im- 
ported goods, but while this is true the tax upon 
the alcohol used in manufacturing might be re- 
moved with decided benefit to home industry 
and foreign trade. Under the provisions of sec- 


tion 8,433, Revised Statutes, as amended, spirits’ 


used in the manufacture for export of certain 
enumerated articles are treed from the tax of 
$0 cents per gallon. This law has greatly 
increased the exportation of the articles therein 
named. These articles, however, constitute but 
a very small portion of those inthe manufacture 
of which alcohol is used, or in which it would be 
used were it not for the tax thereon. In Great 
Britain spirits have been used in manufactures 
free of tax since tho year 1856, the spirits having 
‘been previously mixed with wood naphtha or 
* methylated.” It ig understood that spirits 
thus methylated are unfit to be used as a bever- 
age, while they remain uninjured forthe general 
purposes of manufacturing. It is suggested, 
therefore, that provision be made for the use of 
domestic methylated spirits,.free of tax,as a 
measure tending to encourage manufactures, 
both for‘home use and for exportation. 


EXPORTS /AND IMPORTS. 


The value of exports from the United:States; 
to foreign countries during the year was: Do- 
mestic merchandise, . $724,964,852; foreign mer- 
chandise, $15,548,757; specie, $67,183,883; a total 
of $807,646,992. The value of our exports of 
products of agriculture, of manufacture, of 
mining, of the forest, of the fisneries, and of 
gold and silver coin and bullion, which was 
$825,846,813 for the year ending June 30, 1883, fell 
to $775,190,487 during last year. Our imports last 
year amounted to $705,123,955, of which $667,- 
697,693 was merchandise, and $37,426,262 gold and 
silver. The principal articles imported, with 
their yalue, were as follows: Sugar and molas- 
ges, $103,884,274; wool and manufactures of wool, 

53,542,202; silk and manufactures of silk, 

49,919,128; coffee, $49,686,705; iron and steel, and 
manufactures thereof, $41,464,599; chemicals, 
$38,464,965; flax, hemp, jute, and like vegetable 
substances, and manufactures thereof, $33,463,- 
898; cotton and manufactures of cotton, $30,454,- 
476, and hides and skins, other than fur skins, 


$22,350,906. The value of unmanufactured arti-. 


cles of merchandise imported during the last fis- 
cal year was $235,775,932, and that of manufact- 
ured articles, $431,921,761. The value of imports 
during the three months ended Sept. 30, 1883, 
was $166,735,075, and for the three months ended: 
Sept. 80, 1884, $157,083,995, showing a falling off of 
$9,651,080. The value_of the exports of mer- 
chandise from the United States during the 
three months ended Sept. 30, 1883, was $168,782,- 
085, as against $161,649,105 during the three 


‘months ended Sept. 30,1884, showing a falling off 
of $7,132,980. 


OUR SHIPPING INTEREST. 
In direct connection with the condition of our 


‘foreign trade is the condition of our merchant 


service. The causes of the decline of our ship- 
ping are so well understood that any remarks on 
this point are quite unnecessary. The humil- 
iating fact stares usin the face that while the 
United States not many years ago led all nations 
in shipbuilding, and was second only to;Great 
Britain in ocean tonnage, it has almost ceased 
to be recognized as a maritime power; that 
nearly all of our agricultural productions and 
find a market in 
‘Europe or South America and the articles re- 
‘ceived inexchange for them are carried in foreign 
ships; that the many thousands of Americans who 


‘annually visit Europe on business or for pleasure 
‘goand come in European steamers; that large 


foreign steamship lines are in fact supported 
by the people of the United States. All this is 
not only humiliating to our national pride, but 
it stands in the way ot the improvement of our 
foreign trade. The obstacles in the way of a 
restoration of our foreign shipping will not, [ 
conceive, be found in the cost of ships which 
are to be builtin the United States, but in the 
absence of demand forthem. If our navigation 
laws were so modified that American registers 
could be granted to foreign-built ships for for- 
eign trade, there would be little, if any, im- 
provement in our shipping interest. Such modi- 
tication some years ago might have done some- 
thing to prevent decline; 1t would now be insut- 
ficient to restore. The great and profitable carry- 
ing trade between the United States and Europe 
has been permitted to pass into the hands 
oft the ship owners of other nations. So com- 
lete 1s their control of it. so large is the capital 
invested in jt, aud so sharp and persistent would 
be the contest if weshould attempt without 
Government aid to share in it, that our capital- 
ists would not compete forit. There is in my 
opinion no prospect whatever that the United 
States will ever share to a considerable extent in 
the foreign carrying trade without Government 
aid. It is for Congress to determine whether 
this aid shall be granted, or whether our foreign 
Dving interest shall remain in its p

Entertaining these views, [do not: ‘hesitate: to 
express the opinion— 

First — That ; , 
United States steamship lines the'foreignicarry- 
ing trade will remain in the hands of foreigners. 

second—That as :we ought to have an interest 


inthe business which we create, and as the 


restoration of our shippin 
tant. if not essential, to the extension of our 
foreian trade, subsidies in the form of liberal 
payments for the transportation of mails or in 
some other form should be offered as an induce- 
ment to investments of capital in steamships. 

The amount or necessary aid would be insig- 
nificant in comparison with what has been 
granted to manufacturers by protective duties, 
and nothing would be paid until the services 
were rendered. If the subject were investigated 
it would be found that all the European steam- 
ship lines that led the way in the great traf¥ec by 
steam power have received Government aid. It 
is admitted that all protective duties and subsi- 
dies are inconsistent with the teachings of polit- 
ical economy, but true as these teachings may 
be in the abstract they are disregarded by all 
nations when they stand in the way of national 
welfare. No rules are equally applicable to 
all nations, nor to the same nation 
in the different stages of its growth. 
Political economy is not one of the 
exact sciences. It is rather adaptive than exact, 
and all nations so regardit. Protective duties 
were undoubtedly needed to induce investment 
in cotton, iron, and woolen mills, and what not 
in the various lines of our manufacturing indus- 
try. Whether or not protection nas been ex- 
tended too long or too far, and to what extent it 
now stands in the way of other great interests, 
are questions that can only be settled by full in- 
vestigation. Government aid is now needed to 
induce investment in shipping. To what extent 
and for what period this aid should be granted 
must be settled in the same way. 

The tonnage of vessels owned in the United 
States at the cfose of the fiscal year 1884, accord- 
ing to the records of the Bureau of Navigation, 
was 4,271,228.76 tons. Of this {amount 1,304,220.67 
tons were in 2,127 vessels registered for the for- 
eign trade, and 2,967,008.09 in 22,055 vessels en- 
rolled and licensed for the coasting trade and 
fisheries. There was an increase of 2,126 tons in 
vessels in the foreign trade and 33,616 tons in 
domestic trade. The number of American vessels 
built and commenced during the last fiscal year 
was 1,190, having a gross tonnage of 225,514 
and a net tonnage of 195,862 46. Of the mer- 
chandise imported at seaboard, lake, and river 
ports during the fiscal year 1884 an amount equal 
in value to $152,201,729 was imported in Ameri- 
can vessels, and in value to $526,379,2183 in foreign 
vessels. The merchandise exported in American 
vessels had a value of $112.520,723, and the mer- 
chandise exported in foreign vessels was valued 
at $667,739,872. Of the combined imports and ex- 
ports of merchandise about 17% per cent. was 
conveyed in American vessels and about 784 per 
cent. in foreign vessels. 

Under the act of June 5, 1884, and the provis- 
ions of theshipping billor June 26, 1884, a Bu- 
reau of Navigation has been established in this 
department. The employes thereof, with the 
exception of the Commissioner, have been de- 
tailed from other offices. There have been as- 
signed to the bureau the duties relating to navi- 
gation, hitherto performed in the office of the 
Register of the Treasury,;the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, and of the Secretary; the administration of 
the provisions of the act of June 26, cited above, 
relating to the preparation of an annual list of 
merchant vessels of the United States; the dis- 
charge of seamen abroad; the payment to them 
of extra wages; the survey of ships; the col- 
lection of tonnage tax, and the entry of ves- 
sels into ports subject to quarantine; also, 
cases arising under the provisions of ‘Titles 
LVIII, XXXIV., and XLVIII., Revised Stat- 
utes, and other laws concerning navigation 
and statements of tonnage; the document- 
ing of vessels, the naming of them, and granting 
them official numbers and signal tetters; their 
entry, clearance, and movements, the issue and 
preservation of marine documents; and also the 
administration of the provisions of Title LIII., 
Revised Statutes, and of the shipping act, relat- 
ing to the shipment of seamen and the govern- 
ment of the shipping offices at the various ports 
The bureau is now in suc- 
cessful operation, and the consolidation therein 
of the duties formerly incongruously distributed 


. among several divisions of the Treasury Depart- 


ment prevents some confusion and duplication 
of work, which could not be avoided under 
the old sysiem, and tends to economy and 
efticiency. By the reduction of tonnage 
relief from the necessity of carry- 


wages to seamen, except: in-certain cases, the re- 
moval of consular fees for services to vessels 
and to seamen, the repeal of the laws imposins: 
marine hospital tax, the right to withdraw sup- 
plies for, and material for the building and re- 
pairing of, vessels free of duties, the limitation 
of the liability of ship owners, the right to ship 
seamen for stated periods orfor foreign ports, 
and the right to deliver cargo, in certain in- 
stances, at places not ports—all of which privi- 


. leges and benefits have been conferred by recent 
or consumed by those who are the least able to-|" 


legislation—the burdens of ship builders; and of 


~ persons interested inshipping have been some- 


what lightened, and our navigation has been 
placed, as regards the expense of carrying it on, 
more on a footing with that of foreign countries. 
Other antiquated restrictions on our maritime 
commerce, such as the division of the Atiantie 
coast into two great coasting districts and the 
limitations as to the quantity of duty-paid cargo 
which may be carried in coasting vessels, might 
well be abolished. Mattersof pilotage should be 
regulated by Congress in sucha manner that 
the system shall be uniform. At present each 
seaboard State has its separate rules, which in 
some cases are burdensome to commerce. 

In this connection the importance of a fleet of 
vessels engaged in commerce in time of peace as 
a training school fer sailors, and asa preparation 
for war by their easy conversion into armed crui- 
sers or transport vessels, should not be over- 
looked. So muchimportance was formerly at- 
tached to this idea that Congress for a long series 
of years appropriated a bounty to vessels en- 
gaged in the fisheries, for the express purpose of: 
encouraging ship building and the training of 
seamen, and in the late civil war immense ad- 
vantage to the Government was derived from the 
ready enlistment in the navy of seamen trained 
in the merchant service. Great Britain, with her 
200,000 ;merchant seamen and her immense fleet 
engaged in the transportation of merchandise’ 
and passengers in all parts of the world, may 


“serve our country inthis view, both as a warning’ 


and as an example. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

Itis in the highest degree gratifying, to the, 
Secretary to notice the great reduction of the: 
public debt since it reached its highest point in’ 
August, 1865, and;its continued .reduction since 
his last report, in 1868. The following table ex- 
hibits the reduction both of principai and in- 
terest:

‘In 1874 the ‘decline commenced, and it 
“has. been continued until the silver j.dollar is 
“worth only about 5 cents in cold, end further 
‘ldepreciation is prevented by its having been 
made receivable by the United States for all 
public dues and the coinage at the rate of 
$28,000,000 a year. Wenow hold $147,573,221 89 in 
silver. The amount is solarge as to become bur- 
densome, and additional vaults must be scon 
constructed if the coinage isto be continued. 
But this isa matter of small importance com- 
pared with the danger to which the national 
credit and the business of the country are ex- 
Fost by the large amount of silver in the 
reasury, which must be increased by further 
coinage, and especially by the issue of silver 
certificates. These certificates amount to 
$131,556,531, and they may be increased to 
$184,780,829 by the silver against which certifi- 
cates have not been issued. Like silver they are 
only prevented from great depreciation by be- 
ing receivable for all public dues, in which re- 
spect they have an advantage over the United 
States notes, which are not by law receivable for 
customs duties; but although they are thus pre- 
vented from depreciation, the fact exists thata 
large part of our paper currency based on coin 
is worth only about 85cents onthe dollar. But 
thisis not all; the certificates being receivable 
for duties prevent gold from coming into the 
Treasury. It is evident that silver certificates 
are taking the place of gold, and that a panic 
or anadverse current Of exchange might com- 
pel the usein ordinary payments by the ‘[‘reasury 
of the gold held for the redemption of the United 
States notes, or the use of silver or silver certifi- 
cates in the payment of its gold obligations. As 
$95,500,000 of the gold in the Treasury was ob- 
tained by the sale of bonds for resumption pur- 
poses, it was doubtless the intention of the emi- 
nent gentleman under whose administration of 
the Treasury specie payments were resumed 
that at least this sum should be held in reserve 
for the redemption of United States notes, and 
not used for any other purpose. It is understood 
that he went further than this, and very proper- 
ly entertained the opinion that an amount of 
soldequalto 40 per cent. of the outstanding 
vages States notes should be held for their pro- 
ection. 

A Government which engages in banking by 
turnishing a paper circulating medium must be 
governed by the rules which prevail with pru- 
dent bankers, and be constantly prepared to 
meet such calls as may be made upon it. Many 
persons regard legal tender notes as being money, 
and hold that no means should be provided for 
their redemption. That this is a delusion will be 
proved whenever there is a large demand for 
gold for export. They are not money, but 
merely promises to pay it, and the Government 
must be prepared to redeem all that may be 
presented or forfeit its character for solvency.

From this statement it isseen that théreis no 
surplus goJd in the Treasury, and that the re- 
serye has been’trenched upon; that there is no 
plethora of any kind except of silver-dollars, for 
which there is no demand. After giving the 
subject careful consideration I have been forced 
.| to the conclusion that unless both the coinage of 
‘| silver dollars andthe issue of silvery certificates 
are suspended there is dauger that silver and not 
gold may become our metallic standard. This 
danger may not be imminent, but it is ofso 
serious a character that there ought not to be 
delay in providing against it. Not only would 
the national credit be seriously impaired if the 
Government should be under the necessity of 
using silver dollars or certificates in payment of 
gold obligations, but business of all kinds wouid 
be greatly disturbed; not only so, but gold 
‘ would at once cease to be a circulating medium, 
and severe contraction would be the result. The 
United States is one of the most powerful of na- 
tions—its credit is high, its resources limitless; but 
it cannot prevent a depreciation of silver unless 
its eiforts are aided by leading nations of 
Lurope. If the coinage of silver is continued in 
despite of the avtion of Germany in demonetiz- 
ing it and the limitation of its coinage by what 
are known as the Latin nations, there can 
be but one result, silver will prac- 
tically become the standard of value. 
Our mines produce large amounts of 
silver,andit is importaat, therefore, that there 
should be a good demand for it at remunerative 
prices for the outlays in obtaining it. The sus- 
pension of its coinage might depress the market 
price of silver for a time, but the ultimate effect 
would doubtless be to enhance it. Tae metal 
‘| which Oriental nations and some Western nations 
‘| use exclusively for coin—and all nations to some 
_extent—which costs, in the labor and capital 
required to extract it from the mines, more 
++ than its standard value as coin, cannot be 
‘ = sat ne degraded by artificial means. 
‘The production of gold is diminishing, that 
-of silver has practically reached its max- 
imum, and there are strong indications 
that from this time the yield of both gold and 
silver mines will speedily decline. At the same 
4 time the demand for both for coinage and in 
manufactures will increase. The very necessi-« 
ties of the commercial world will prevent a gen- 
eral and continued disuse of eitheras money. 
“The European nations which hold large amounts 
of silver must sooner or Jater come to its rescue, 
and the suspension of coinage in the United 
-States would do much to bring about on their 
part action inits favor. But whatever might be 
- the effect of the suspension Of the coinage upon 
the commercial yalue of silver, it is very clear 
tbat the coinage cannot be continued without 
detriment to general business-and danger to the 
national credit. 
The coinage of silver dollars,under the act of 
, Feb. 28, 1878, has now reached the very large 
amount of $184,730,829, being an increase_of 
$28,009,880 for the year ending Novy. 1, 1884. The 
amount of these dollars in actual circulation is 
$41,326,736. The increase in the girculation for 
the year has only peen $1,260,346, Against an in- 
crease Of $4,136,321 for the preyious year. These 
figures of themselves are an insuperable argu- 
} ment against the continued coinage of silver 
dollars. The ‘Treasury would be relieved, in a 
measure, from the burden of the silver now held 
in the Treasury by a withdrawal from circula- 
tion of the one andtwo dollarnotes. This would 
‘not be a gain to the Treasury, but it would bea 
‘gain to the country by increasing the amount of 
silver in circulation. 
The amount of one-dollar notes in circulation 
is $26,/63,097 80; the amount of two-dollar notes 
in circulation is $26,778,738 20. Congress would, 
I think, act wisely in puttlng an end to their cir- 
-} culation, Nor do I hesitate to éxpress the opin- 
ion that the country would be benefited if all 
five-dgllar notes should be gradually retired and 
the coinage of half and quarter eagles should be 
increased, If this should be done the circulating 
medium of the United States below $10 would be 
silver and gold, 4nd we should be following the 
example of France, in which there is an immense 
circulation of silver coin, which in all domestic 
transactions maintains a parity with gold. The

If it be considered unfair or imprac- 
ficable to accomplish their surrender at their 
bullion yalue merely, aslight advance on that 
value might be offered for them, but the offer 
should not remain open longer than one year.

The number of national 
banks organized during the year ending Nov. 1, 
1884, was 191, with an aggregate capital of $16,- 
042,230. Circulating notes have beep issued to 
these new associations amounting to $3,854,530.

Eleven national banks, with an aggregate capi-, 

tal of $1,285,000, have failed and been placed in 
the hands of receivers during the year ended Nov. 
1, 1884, The corporate existence of 89 national 
banks expired during the year, of which 83 have 
been extended under the act of July 12, 1882. 
The shareholders of five national banks have 

ermitted their corporate existence to expire by 
imitation during the year, three of which were 
succeeded by other associations in the same 
places and with nearly the same_ shareholders, 
and one national bank was placed in voluntary 
liquidation by vote of shareholders owning two- 
thirds of its stock. The corporate existence of 
721 national banks, with an aggregate capital of* 
$189,071,475, will expire during 1885. 

It will be noted that thé circulation decreased: 
$25,156 452 during the year. The bonds deposited 
to secure circulation, which decreased $9,613,350 
in 1883, were still further reduced $25,442,300 
during 1584, a reduction of $35,055,650 in two 
years. The 3 per cent. bonds of the United 
States have now been reduced to less than 
$200,000,000, and they will be further reduced 
through the operations of the sinking fund by 
nearly $50,000, each year. The market prices 
of the 4 per cent. and the4 per cent. bonds of 
the United States have declined somewhat dur-’ 
ing the past year, but that these bonds are still, 
too high to enable banks to base circulation 
upon them at a profit is plain, from the fact that: 
the circulation has been voluntarily decreased 
more than $25,000,060 during the year. Among 
the measures of relief recommended in the 
last report were an increase of the issue 
of notes to the face value of the bonds 
deposited, a bill to. authorize which passed the’ 
Senate during the last session of Congress; the 
acceptance of the 3.65 per cent. bonds of 1924 of 
the District of Columbia, the payment of which 
is guaranteed by the United States, and a re- 
peal of the tax on cireulation. I earnestly com- 
mend these propositions to the wisdom of Con- 
gress, believing that, if adopted, they will enable 
banks which now contemplate a surrender of 
their circulation in consequence of the calling of 
their 3 per cent. bonds to maintain it on the long 
time bonds with a small profit, or at least with- 
outioss. Inasmuch as about $135,000,000 of the 
circulation of banks is based upon our 3 per 
cent. bonds, which are now redeemable and 
being rapidly redeemed, remedial action cannot 
be postponed beyond the present session if a 
rapid reduction of our bank note circulation is 
to be avoided. The subject is avery important 
one, and should receive immediate attention. 

The;reyvenue from customs forthe fiscal year. 
ending June 30 was $195,067,489 76, against $214,- 
706,496 93 for the previous year,a decrease of. 
$19,639,007 17. The tetal yalue of the imports of, 
merchandise entered for consumption in the 
United States during the year ended June 30, 
1884, was $067,575,389, as against $700,829,678 during 
the preceding fiscal year; the value of dutiable 
merchandise so entered amounted to $456,295,124, 
as against $493,916,384 during the preceding year; 
the value of merchandise free of duty amounted 
to $211,280,265, as against $206,913.289 during the 
preceding year: the average ad valorem rate 
of duty on dutiable merchandise was, 
41.702 per cent.. as against 42.646 per 
cent. during the preceding fiscal year; 
and the average ad _ =~yvalorem rate of 
duty on tree and dutiable merchandise was 
28.503 per cent., as against 30.055 per cent. during 
the preceding fiscal year. It appears from the 
report of the Supervising Special Agent, who has 
charge of measures for the prevention and de-. 
tection of frauds upon the customs revenue, 
that the most serious obstacle in the way of an 
honest collection of the customs duties is the 
widespread practice of undervaluing invoices of 
merchandise consigned to agents of European 
manufacturers. The consignment system seems 
to have largely grown up since the enactment, 
of the act of June 22, 1874. This law, which re-; 
quiresthe Government in certain customs cases 
to prove the intent to defraud the revenue ag 
a separate and distinct proposition, is found 

law officers to be a constant barrier to the 

ssful prosecution of frauds of this nature. 

nder this law and theruling of the court, 

Government has now no remedy where. 

frauds upon the revenue have been successfully 

accomplished and the goods have passed beyond 

reach of the customs officers. An ad valorem 

tariti without adequate means for its enforce- 

ment and penalties for its violation must inevit- 

ebly result in lossto the revenue and to honest 
im porters. 

The receipts from the various objects of taxa- 
tion under the internal revenue laws amounted 
for the year to $121,590,039 83, against $144,553,- 
344 +6 forthe preceding year. The increase of 
reyenue from spirits during the lJast fiscal year 
wes $2,556,610 06, and from fermented liquors, 
$3, 15 30; the decrease in the receipts from 
tobacco was $16,041,849 81, and from all sources, 
$10,625,403 62. This large decrease is due to the 
act of March 3, 1883, which reduced the tax on, 
manufactured tobacco, snuff, cigars, &c., and re- 
pexled the tax on the capital and deposits of 
banks and bankers not national, and the stamp 
tax on bank checks, friction matches, patent 
medicines, &c. The cost of collecting internal 
revenue during the last fiscal year was $5,100,- 
451 81. The estimated cost for the same work for 
thecurrent year is $4,984,590. The quantity of 
spirits produced and deposited in distillery ware- 
houses during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, 
is greater than the production of 1883 by 1,422,431 
gallons, but is less than that of 1882 by 30,417,422 
gallons, and of 1881 by 42,292,411 gallons. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The experience of another year -in the admin-. 

istration of the “act to regulate immigration,’’: 


approved Aug. 3, 1882, seems to justify a renewal -| 


of the recommendation of my predecessor 
in his annuai report of last year, looking 
to a modification of the existing law. The 
double {capacity in which the State boards 
of immigration act, namely, as Federal and as 
State officers, as required by this act, tends to 
render the execution of the Jaw uncertain and 
ineflicient. The duty of securing the return of 
alien convicts to the countries whence they came 
is, by the fourth section of this act, imposed on 
State officers without any remuneration. The 
proceedings of the return of such con- 
victs must be taken by such officers under 
the provisions of **An act supplementary to 
the acts in relation to immigration,” approved 
March 3, 1875—proceedings so circuitous and 
complex as to render a return of convicts nearly 
impossible. There is no provision in the act for 
the purchase or care of property, such as vehi- 
cles or edifices needed for the due execution of 
the law. The receiving of immigrants on their 
arrival in this country, when sick or temporarily 
physically disabled, necessitates a resort to the 
use of vehicles for transportation, and frequent- 
ly the shelter of a hospital or otheredifice of like 
character. Applications from the Boards of Im- 
migration at Baltimore and Galveston for au- 
thority to erect on the docks of those cities 
buildings ply for receiving immigrants on 
landing, on the ground of an imperative de- 
mand for them, are now before the department, 
but the authority to appropriate the proceeds of 
the imigration fund for that purpose is, under 
the law, doubtful. aa 

No contracts with State Commissioners to ad- 
minister the local affairs of immigration have 
been made within the past year. The Commis- 
sioners who had previously been contracted 
with, viz., those at Portland, Me.; Boston, New- 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Key West, and 
Galveston, are still in the exercise of their tunc- 
tions at their respective ports. At most of the 
other ports the receipts of tax have been found 
insufficient to warrant the designation of 
Commissioners, and as & consequence, there 

ing no agencies for the employment at 
such ports of the fund there collected as capita- 
tion tax, such collections have been and still 
continue to be covered into the Treasury with- 
out being in any way made available iu the con- 
duct of the affairs of immigration at the re- 
spective ports where collected. To obviate this 
it is recommended that in such cases discretion- 
ary power be conterred on the Secretary of the 
Treasury to designate Collectors of Customs 
or their deputies to act as Commissioners of Im- 
migratiou at their respective ports, with special 
compensation :herefor if deemed advisable. 

Certain questions have arisen in the course of 
the administration of the law as to the extent of 
the jurisdiction of boards of immigration over 
immigrants that have been landed. At some of 
the ports where immigration boards are in oper- 
ation, particularily at New- York, some difficulty 
nas been experienced in determining where the

examination of mgers should be made. The 
law, ie ae lication, uires that such examina- 
tions shall be made on-shipboard before the pas- 
sengers have been landed. At ports where large 
numbers of immigrants arrive at one time it has 
been found inconvenient, if not impracticable,{to 
carry such requirement into practice, and, 
therefore, such examination has been con- 
ducted at some designated piace of landing 
under the control of the Board of Immigration. 
For instance, the examinations at New-York are 
made at Castle Garden. <A point was raised in a 
case recently before the United States court at 
New-York bearing on the question of the au- 
thority, under the law, to return on shipboard 
for deportation parties who, having been landed. 
are found to be of a class whose landing is pro- 
hibited. While the court intimated, upon a 
int outside of the issue, thata place for the 
anding and subsequent examination of passen- 
‘gers might be designated under the law, it is 
recommended that further legislation be had, 
; ving specific ‘authority to make such designa- 
ions. 

The Immigrant act of Aug. 3, 1882, imposes no 
ay for the landing of persons of the pro- 

ibited classes. The ** Passenger act’? of Aug. 

2, 1882, (section 9,) imposes a fine not exceeding 
$1,000 on the master of a vessel from a foreign 
port for allowing passengers to lend without 
the consent of the customs Officer in charge. 
“While this latter might be invoked as prescrib- 
ing-a penalty for a violation of the former act, 
it is recommended that a special pen- 
alty of a reasonable amount be_ pre- 
scribed for the violation of the Immigrant 
‘act in respect to the landing of passengers, and 
that such penalty be made a lien upon the trans- 
porting vessel. It also recommended that the 
moneys so collected as penalties be made a part 
of theimmigrant tund to be employed as pro- 
vided by the Immigrant act, as well as for the 
deportation of passengers illegally landed. If 
the recommendation hereinbefore made be 
adopted, viz., that passengers may be landed at 
designated places for examination, the penalty 
suggested should be made to apply in cases 
where, having been so landed and examined, 
they are found to be of the proscribed classes. 

The section of the ** Passenger act”’ above re- 
ferred to (section 9) forbids the master to allow 
any one to go on board his vessel after her arrival 
but before the customs officer takes charge, 
“except a pilot, officer of the customs or health 
officer, agents of the vessel, and Consuls.’’ The 
Commissioners of Immigration are not allowed 
to board the vessel until after an officer has 
taken charge. It will thus be seen that the 
. agents of the vessel may, with the consent of the 
‘master, board the vessel in advance of the Com- 
missioners, and so be aiforded an opportunity to 
interview the immigrants without hindrance to 
prepare them for the subsequent examination, 
so that the prohibition of the law in respect to 
the landing of certain classes may be avoided. 
It is, therefore, recommended that the law 
be so amended as to allow the Com- 
‘missioners of Immigration or their representa- 
tives equal privileges with the agents of vessels 
in respect to boarding. The receipts and dis- 
bursements on account of the immigrant fund 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, as shown 
by covering and disbursing warrants, respect- 
ively, were as follows: Receipts, $224,286 50; dis- 
bursements. $235,443 86. The apparent excess of 
expenditures over receipts for the fiscal year is 
accounted for by the fact that such excess was 
paid from an unexpended balance of receipts of 
the preceding fiscal year amounting to $104,130 53. 
‘During the fiscal year 518,592 immigrants were 
landed in this country, against 603,322 the previ- 
ous year, a decrease of 84,730. 

The Revenue Marine now consists of 88 vessels, 
~manned by about 950 officers and men, and it 
covers effectually the entire coast of the coun- 
try. The cost of conducting the service for the 
past year was $851,311 86. In addition to its re- 
gular work the whole fleet has been employed 
in maintaining a sanitary patrol upon our coast 
against the introduction of cholera and yellow 
fever. The sum of $50,000 is required for the 
construction of a proper vessel to do harbor 
duty at the port of New-York, and the Secretary 
asks for this appropriation. It is also recom- 
mended that a suitabie vessel be provided for 
‘duty in Alaskan waters. 

The number of life-saving stations at the close 
The service saved 4,237 per- 
sons, and but 16 were lost on the vessels which 
:came within the scope of their action. The value 
of property involved is estimated at $10,530,025, 
and of this $9,090,134 was saved, and $1,439,891 
lost. The cost of the maintenance of the service 
during the year was $766,834 64. Five new sta- 
tions have been established and put in operation 
since the date of the last report: One at Bren- 
‘ton’s Point, Rhode Island; one at Lewes, Del.; 
one at North Beach, Maryland; one at Wal- 
lop’s Beach, and one at Parramore’s Beach, 
Virginia. <A station has also been re- 
built at Barnegat City and another at Chad- 
wick’s, both on the coast of New-Jersey. A sta- 
‘tion at the mouth of Portage Lake and Lake 
Superior Ship Canal, Michigan, is also in process 
‘of construction, and tive houses of refuge on the 
Florida coast are under contract for building. 
Proposals have ajso been invited for the con- 
struction of a station near Charleston, &. C., 
another at Jupiter Inlet, Florida, anda third at 
Santa Rosa Island, Florida. Titles have been 
‘secured to 12 sites on different parts of the coast, 
and preparations are being made for the estab- 


‘lishment of stations thereon. 


The Marine Hospital Service afforded relief 
during the year to 44,751 patients, of whom 


‘13,078 were treated in hospitals, and 41,673 at the 


dispensaries. ‘The receipts from all sources were 
$421,348 59, and} the expenditures, $465,387 43. 
This includes $37,460 08 expended for extraor- 
dinary alterations and repairs upon hospital 
buildings. Of the hospital patients treated 
8,594 recovered, 2,718 were improved, 665 remained 
unaffected by treatment, and 489 died. The 
pa condition of the hospital buildings 
1as been improved during the year, and of 
the new hospitals in course of construction 
the one at Memphis has already been oc- 
‘cupied, and those at New-Orleans, Cairo, 
and Cincinnati will probably be occupied before 
the close of 1884; but additional appropriations 
are needed for the completion of the hospitals at 
New-Orleans and Cairo. Secretary McCulloch 
recommends the establishment of a national 
Snug Harbor, or Sailor’s Home, and that the 


.Seamen’s Retreat prceperty, on Staten Island, be 
purchased by the Government. The report says: 


“The department, in pursuance of the procia- 
mation of the President, dated Juiy 19, 1884, di- 
‘recting extreme vigilance in measures for the 
prevention of the introduction of contagious 
diseases, among other precautions, has issued 
various orders providing for the restric- 
and temporary prohibition of the 
‘importation of old rags and of the ad- 
mission of baggage of immigrants and returning 
travelers from infected countries. In view of 
the recent outbreak of cholera in France, this 
subject has assumed great importance, both as 
affecting the heaith of the country and the inter- 
.ests of those engaged in the importation of rags 
and the manufacture of paper. Doubt has been 
expressed whether, under existing Jaws, sullicient 
authority is vested in any department to pre- 
vent the importation of infected merchandise. 
It is recommended that such legislation be pro- 
vided as may be deemed proper to protect our 
country from the introduction of contagious 
diseases through its foreign commerce. 

In the Steamboat Inspection Service 5,453 
steamers were inspected during the year, and 
24,848 officers were licensed. The receipts were 
$183,774 60, and the expenditures $249,123 46, 
showing an excess of expenses Over receipts of 
$65,348 86. There were 33 fatal accidents during 
the year, causing the loss of 271 lives. The total 
number of foreign steam vessels inspected was 
222, and the expense of this service was $37,596 05. 

The Light House Board has established 19 new 
light stations and discontinued 2%, thus increas- 
ing the whole number on the coast of the United 
States from 755 reportedlast year to 772. The 
number of movable river lights was increased 
from 972 to 1,049, making an increase of 17 
during the fiscal year. Another steam fog 
signal was established, making the present num- 
ber 67, including those operated by hot air. Two 
new whistling buoys were placed in position, 
making the whole number 384. Six bell buoys 
were added to the 23 in place at the end of last year 
making the present number 29, and two lighted 
‘buoys, which were placed on the shoals off. Cape 
Charles and Cape Hatteras, make their first ap- 
pearance on the light house list. here were 54 
ordinary buoys, including the 14-placed in 
Alaskan waters, added to thelist, increasing the 
number trom 8,422 at the end of last year to 
-8,476 at the end of this year. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey has published 
24 new charts during the year, and the drawings 
of 40 more are in progress. The fleid work of the 
survey has made progress commensurate with 
the appropriations, and the Secretary recom- 
mends an increased appropriation tor this branch 
of the service. 

During the last year work has been in progress 
on 42 new buildings, under the direction of the 
Supervising Architect, of which number 16 have 
been commenced, 5 completed, and *% others 
practically completed. The expenditures dur- 
ing the year on all new buildings, including 
sites, have amounted to $2,772,413 58; for repairs 
and preservation of public buildings, $164,102 32; 


and locks, $80,362, and for storage of silver dol- 
lars, $85,402 32. The Secretary recommends the 
construction of a building at the earliest practi- 
cable date for the safe storage of the files and 
records of the several departments. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


I earnestly direct attention to the provisions 
of the act of May 7, 1878, creating a sinking fund 
for the Union Pacitic and Central Pacific Rail- 
road Companies, inthe hope that Congress may 
devise a method for a more judicious investment 
of that fund. The law now requires the fund to 
be invested in bonds of the United States; and 
in making such investments the 5 per cent. 
bonds are to be preferred, unless for good 
reasons appearing to him,and which he shall 
report to Congress, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall at any time deem it advisable 
to invest in other bonds of the United States. 
The 5 per cent. bonds have all been redeemed 
or have ceased to bear interest, and while 
it would be manifestly unjust to select for in- 
vestment the 3 per centum bonds only to be 
called in for redemption at short intervals there- 
after, the only alternative is investment in the 
higher'rate bonds which now sellin the market 
at prices ranging from 13 to 28 per -centum pre- 
mium. I deem the*plan recommended by Secre- 
tary Sherman, in a communication ‘to Congress, 
in December,’ 1879, and again in June, 1880, that 
investment be made: in the first mortgage bonds 
of the companies, worthy of the consideration.of 
Congress.

for heating, hoisting, and ventilating apparatus, : 
and repairs to same, $155,000; for vaults, safes,’ 
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the terms of which should be so modified as to 
embrace all services which have been, or may be 
hereafter, performed for the Government, and 
also include in 1ts provisions the Central Branch 
Union Pacific Railroad Company. 

The net expenditures on account of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for the fiscal year'1884 were 
$3,407,049 62. The revenues deposited in the 
Treasury on thisaccount for the same period 
were $1,970,726 13. Since Dec. 1, 1883, there has 
been retired through the operation of the sink- 
ing fund $264,700 of the bonded indebtedness of 
the District, reducing the amount annually re- 
quired for interest $15,432 55. Since the duties 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of 
the District of Columbia were devolved on the 
Treasurer of the United States by the act 
of Congress of June 11, 1878, there has 
been retired $1,640,050 of the funded debt, 
causing a reduction in the annual _in- 
terest charge of $96,286 22. The amount realized 
from the sale of the bonds in which the 10 per 
centum retained from contractorsin the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was invested as required by 
the act of June 11, 1878, (20 Stat., 106,) has ex- 
ceeded the sum necessary to pay the amounts 
‘originally withheld, owing to the advance in the 
securities in which the investments were made. 
The surplus has been covered into the Treasury 
as miscellaneous receipts on account of proceeds 
of sales of guarantee fund, District of Colum- 
bia, to be hereafter disposed of as Congress may 
direct. One-half of the amount originally re- 
tained was paid by the United States and one- 
half by the District of Columbia. . 

Yhe Alaska Commerciai Company took during 
the present seasor 100,000 sealskins on the islands 
of St. Paul and St. George, the maximum num- 
ber allowed by law, of which 94,960 have been 
shipped to San Francisco and the tax thereon 
paid, the rest still remaining on _ the islands 
awaiting shipment. The company has paid its 
annual rental and otherwise performed the con- 
ditions of its lease. 

In concluding his report Secretary McCulloch 
says: “The necessity of legislation for the ad- 
judication of claims coming within the jurisdic- 
tion of this department has frequently been 
urged, and is again brought to the attention of 
Congress in the belief that some limitation of 
time will be adopted within which such clams 
shail be presented for settlement. The enact- 
ment of a measure similar to the one introduced 
in the House at the last session of Congress, (H. 
R., 7,235, section 2,) will, it is believed, relieve the 
accounting officers of much importunity on the 
part of claimants, and dispose of difficulties 
which have hitherto stood in the way of a final 
disposition of many of these claims.”

ELDERS AND OLD-TIME NEGROES. 


THE SUBJECTS WHICH INTERESTED THE BAP- 
TIST PASTORS YESTERDAY. 

Remarks were made at the weekly 
meeting of the Baptist Pastors yester- 
day on the death of Elder Jabez Swan, 
the revivalist, at New-London, Conn., last 
month. Dr. F. R. Morse, of Brooklyn, the Mod- 
erator, told of the Elder’s speech, once, on hear- 
ing some lukewarm prayers: ** Lord, thou hast 
heard these prayers. They are cold enough to 
freeze hell overand send the little devils out 
skating.” The Rev. T. E. Vassar, of Newark, N. 


J., said Elder Swan had brothers, like other 
preachers,who prayed uncommonly long. In Nor- 
wich, N. Y., agood brother but protracted prayer 
kept 1tupforalong time. When Elder Swan 
thought he ought to stop he cried out: *‘ Amen! 
Now let some other brother pray.” Another 
brother told of a rather obsequious man who sat 
down on his legs to pray at a meeting which El- 
der Swan was conducting. The Elder said: 
“The Lord called all his people sheep, and the 
Lord knows sheep don’t sit on their haunches. 
Let us have no dogs.” 

The Rev. J. E. Raymond, of Carmel Church. 
Harlem, read a paperon * The Religious Life of 
the Old-time Negro.”” No man on the globe was 
more thoroughly imbued with religious fervor 
or more impressed with religious ceremonials 
than the old-time negro. Mr. Raymond told of 
the ‘‘intracted [protracted] meetings’ held in 
the South. They took place once a year, after 
hours. Then thetime was given up to * de meet- 
ing and ‘ligion,” although the church was as 
cold as_an iceberg, perhaps, the rest of the 
year. The speaker described a church on 
the edge of a patch of woods with a 
bower of pine boughs outside for those 
whe could not get in to sit under. The benches 
outside were simply rough planking resting on 
short logs which stood on end. ‘* Sometimes,” 
said Mr. Raymond, ‘ta good sister would ‘ get 
the sperit,’ and topple over a whole row, and, 
regardless of the display of cotton hose, she 
would go on with her exhortation.” Mr. Ray- 
mond was sitting on the platform beside Elder 
Jones. A young negro dandy came up the aisle 
scraping his feet on the floor and making a great 
demonstration to attract attention to him- 
self. ‘‘Stop right dar,” said Elder Jones 
to him. “I doan want no fuss in de 
house ob de _ Lord. Keep yo’ heels off 
de floor.”” Brother Spriggs prayed the Lord to 
“turn, return, and oberturn de sinner.”” Aunt 
Sally, relating her experience, said she loved 
everybody. She loved the fences and the cows, 
She felt like she had a fiddle in her. Mr. Ray- 
mond visited the church of a colored Elder 
called Brother Washington. Before introducing 
Mr. Raymond, he spoke of “quality,” and went 
on toarguethat the black man was as good as 
the whiteman. ‘Dey all has bones alike,” he 
said, ‘‘an’ de good old Apostle Thomas Jefferson 
says in de fourteenth chapter ob Luke ‘all men 
is created free and equal.’ Now goto dechicken 
house. Some chickens 1s white, an’ some is 
black, an’ some is speckled, but dey all 
has bones an’ dey all pecks corn. Preachers is 
like guns. Dey has got to be loaded before dey 
can shoot. I’se only a littlekind of gun. Dere is 
a kind of breeches gun dat loads at one end an’ 
goes off at de udder. We’se got one ob dose new- 
fashioned tetch-and-go-fetch-it guns here dis 
morning. He will put a hole clear through yo’ 
an’ yo’ might as well lay down an’ die, sinner, if 
he gets acrack at yo’... Mr. Raymond said his 
paper was not tocast ridicule on the old-time 
negro, but to present a tew of the remarkable 
pictures of life.

Not only 
was the supply unusually large, but there was 
less than the average demand. Consequently 
buyers had all the advantage. They made: the 
most of their opportunity, and a decline 
of 10c,@15e. was the result. Even that reduction 
tailed to infuse any life into the trade, and the close of 
business foynd not fur from balf the oileriengs still in 
the pens awaiting buyers. Dressed Beet shippers se- 
cured some very decent Cattle at 33 85@34, and sowe 
poorer ones at 33 50@$3 75. From those tigures sules 
ran up to 50, a load of 1.540-m. Steers 
going at the latter price. There were only 
seattering lots good enough to get above $5 75; 
in facc, the bulk of the trading was at $4 25@35 50. A 
few more loads of choice Steers would have been 
taken at full prices. ‘The market for Cows, Bulls, and 
the riff-raff generally showed much irregularity. 
There were some sales that did not indicate any 
change from last week's closing prices, while in other 
instances there was a difference of 10c.@15c., and even 
20ce. Superannvated old Cows received least attention, 
and showed the most marked decline. here were numer- 
ous sales of these at 31 50@$2, and several at stilllower 
prices, while the Jarger part of the trading in Cows was 
at $2 40@$3 50. But few Bulls were offered. They 
were quoted at $2@$3 50 tor inferior to prime. A 
few tieshy Steers were taken at $3 To@s4 25; 
the demand was light and principally contined 
to butchers’, there being more than enough 
Texans to meet the wants of canners. For 
a Monday there was rather more than the usual de- 
mund for stockers and feeders. The liberal supply, 
however, checked any tendency to an advance, and a 
fair number of sales were effected at#s2 90@323 60 for 
common to good stockeis and at. $3 75@$4 35 for com- 
mon to good feeders. Many lots went over unsold, but 
there was a confident feeling among holders. ‘Texans 
were in large supply, very duil,and very weak. The lack 
of quality kept the dressed Beef shippers out of the 
field and {practically confined the Gemand to the can- 
ners, who therefore found it possible to fill their orders 
at a reduction from last week's closing prices. The 
decline varied from‘ 5¢c.@15c., and averaged fully 100. 
Yhe larger part of the offerings were miserably poor, 
many of them simply “skin and bone.’’ Sales ranged 
from #2@%2 80 for Bulls, to $8 85 for prime Steers.

The Hog market had a rather bad look at the outset. 
The large receipts seemed to furnish buyers an excuse 
for demanding lower prices, at all eventsthey took that 
position, and sellers found it impossible to successfully 
combat it, Opening sales were at the lowest prices of 
the day. They showed a deciineof 10c. Afterarather 
slow opening trade became active, and toward the 
close the market assumed a firmer tone. About 
twenty of the local packers were buying and 
the total of their purchases reached 37,8C0.

50,000 head of Hogs to be received to-morrow, whilg 
Liverpool was quoted 6d. lower on Lard. The reason 
tor the foreign.weakness was understood to be that 
shipments hence tare a little more free, and operators 
in Hngland are afraid of increased offerings, 1t was 
said that the Mnglish element got all their November 
Lard delivered to them, and had some export orders 
cunceied. The most interest: was exhibited in Pork, 
which was sustained by Hutchinson and Kent. January 
Pork declined 5c., to $10 80. and advanced to $10 90 at 
the close, with nominailythe same for cash lots, and 
February at 1246c.@liec. premium.

The decision made by Judge WALLACE 
yesterday in the teleplione case probably 
marks the turning point in a long contest. 
A few years ago it became known that 
one DANIEL DRAWBAUGH claimed to have 
been the original inventor of the tele- 
phene. Capitalists became convinced that 
he had a good case, and they undertook 
to establish upon the basis of his alleged 
invention a telephonic system that should 
rival the system of BELL and _ his 
associates, who then held the entire field 
without opposition. The Drawbaugh 
rights were sold to several companies, 
who divided the United States into dis- 
tricts. Scores of the most prominent 
business and professional men of the 
country became Directors of these compa- 
nies. Governors of States, members of 
Congress, and millionaires controlled 
these organizations and believed that 
they were to divide with the Bell Com- 
pany the profits of telephoning. But the 
Bell Company procured an injunction, 
and after a long and costly trial this in- 
junction has been made permanent. If 
the United States Supreme Court shall 
confirm this decision the Bell Company 
will reign supreme, and the Drawbaugh 
claims, upon which so lofty a structure 
was erected and in support of which so 
much money has been spent, will be for- 
gotten. 





An important question was argued in 
the Supreme Court yesterday on an appar- 
ently technical point. The Legislature 
of Virginia having passed a law requiring 
any lawyer who wished to bring suit to 
compel the State to take the coupons of 
its bonds for taxes to pay a special license 
fee of $250, and Mr. Royatt, of Rich- 
mond, being indicted and arrested for 
neglect to comply with this law, he sought 
release from custody by a writ of habeas 
corpus from the United States Supreme 
Court. The question argued yesterday by 
Mr..RoyaLL and ex-Gov. D. H. CHAm- 
BERLAIN was whether the Supreme Court 
can take jurisdiction of this application 
in the first instance, or only on ap- 
peal from the _ highest . court . of 
the State itself. The counsel argued in 
favor of immediate jurisdiction, and the 
State was not represented. If the United 
States Supreme Court decide that it has 
immediate jurisdiction, the scope of the 
power of protection by the court under 
the Constitution will be decidedly ad- 
vanced. If, having taken jurisdiction, the 
court decide to release Mr. ROYALL, the 
power of the State of Virginia to repudiate 
its tax receivable coupons. will be practi- 


-cally broken. 








THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


In submitting his last annual message to 
Congress President ARTHUR does little 
more than make a summary statement of 
the condition.of our foreign relations, 
which are entirely peaceful; call attention 
to the information and recommendations 
contained in the department reports, 
which, for the most part, receive his ap- 
proval, and give prominence and emphasis 
to certain matters of policy by sugges- 
tions of his own. » He enters into no elab- 
orate discussion of any single question 
and discharges his task in a somewhat 
perfunctory spirit. The. most prominent 
features of the message are those which 
relate to coast defenses, the rebuilding of 
the navy, and the encouragement of for- 
eign trade and American shipping. 

While we are at peace and on friendly | 
terms with all nations, the President is 
impressed with the fact that if any un- 
foreseen exigency were to bring upon us 
the hostility of any great power we should 
be found in a comparatively defenseless 
condition. The great cities on our long 
line of seacoast are practically unpro- 
tected. While a policy of peace and jus- 
tice toward all nations may be our best 
defense, we cannot remain careless of 
the fact that in case of aggression the 
seaports where great wealth and great 
interests are centred lie open to attacks 
which we should have no adequate means 
of resisting. The President is of the 
opinion that our most important cities, 
whose destruction or capture would bea 
national humiliation, might be putin a 
state of adequate defense by the gradual 
expenditure of $60,000,000, one-tenth of 
which is asked for to begin the work. He 
is equally assured that the navy should be 
as rapidly as possible restored to the 
‘high state of efficiengy which formerly 
characterized it.” 

His plan for promoting foreign com- 
merce and building up a merchant ma- 
rine is somewhat peculiar. His main idea 
is to foster commercial relations with the 
other countries of this continent by a 
series of reciprocal treaties which shall 
facilitate the interchange of commodities 
so far as they are carried under the flags 
of the parties to the contracts. That is 
to say, there shall be a favorable tariff ar- 
rangement with Brazil or Chili, and free- 
dom from tonnage dues, Consular fees, and 
other vexations, provided the trade with 
those countries is carried on in their own 
vessels or those of the United States. The 
limitations of this policy would be likely to 
counteract its benefits so far as American 
shipping is concerned, for so long as our 
merchants cannot buy foreign ships and 
those built here continue,to be costly the 
tendency would be to put the carrying 
trade nomiypally into the hands of. the 
other:,party and really’ into. those of 
European capitalists who would get their 
-vessels under South : American : colors. 
But the President suggests as one feat- 
ure of - his‘ scheme the ‘‘‘ enactment : of 
‘measures to favor the construction 
and maintenance ,of a steam carrying 

marine , under , the | flagi of the . United 
States.” : What measures are necessary 
‘for that purpose he does not specify. . It 
would be simpler to deal: with these-two 





entirely; different*auestions of foreign. 
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trade relations and American shipping 
separately, The idea of a common cur- 
rency for American countries would be a 
good one if it were practicable, but the 
notion that it would serve the purpose of 
affording a profitable market far our gold 
and silver products is chimerical. For- 
eign countries with which we trade will 
take those products according to their 


_needs or the advantages to be gained, re- 


gardless of the form into which they are 
put. 

Among the minor suggestions of the 
President those in favor of international 
copyright, the amendment of the nat- 
uralization laws, the improvement of the 
Consular Service, the passage of a bank- 
rupt law, and provision agaiamst the intro- 
duction of cholera are worthy of special 
attention. He touches very briefly on an 
important subject when he suggests that 
measures should be taken to prevent the 
preparation, on our soil, for criminal acts 
to be carried out in other lands, such, for 
instance, as the shipping of dynamite and 
infernal machines to destroy lives and 
property in countries with which we are 
on terms of peace and amity. In feferring 
to the polygamy question he repeats his 
recommendation that Congress take abso- 
lute control of the Territory of Utah, and 
govern it through a commission. 

The President deserves a word of com- 
mendation for the tone of his reference to 
the subject of civil service reform. He 
cordially recognizes the benefits that have 
already been wrought. The good results 
expected from the new system have 
been ‘‘ more than realized.” It has fully 
answered the expectations of its friends 
‘‘in securing competent and faithful 
public servants, and in protecting the 
appointing officers of the Govern- 
ment from the pressure of personal 
importunity and from _ the labor 
of examining the claims and _pre- 
tensions of rival candidates for public 
employment.” He declares that the law 
has had the unqualified support of the 
President and the heads of departments, 
and that the Commissioners have per- 
formed their duties with zeal and fidelity, 
and he speaks of recommendations to be 
made for enlarging the scope of the 
existing statute. These favorable words 
from the head of the Administration 
soon to go out of power will be of value 
to the friends of the reform. 








MR. M’CULLOCH’S REPORT. 

The Secretary of the Treasury very 
properly does not confine himself to a 
bare statement of the condition of his de- 
partment, but gives his views at some 
length as to taxation, our merchant ma- 
rine, and the currency. Though his term 
of office is limited, the country will re- 
gard, not the time in which he can aidin 
carrying out his ideas, but his known 
ability and experience, which give value 
to thein, 

Mr. McCuLLocH recognizes the need of 
lower taxes in the amount of the surplus, 
which, including the sinking fund, is this 
year $104,000,000 and for next year is 
estimated at $88,000,000. But he gives 
still greater weight to the depressed con- 
dition of our manufactures and the press- 
ing need of a market for them. He draws 
a striking. parallel between the present 
state of this branch of jndustry and thaf 
of agriculture before the rapid building 
of railways gave the farmer a market 
corresponding to his power of production. 
Waiving the question of the need of 
protection to establish manufactures, 
and in some degree conceding that 
for that purpose protection was needed, 
he points out that now the power of 
production has so far outrun the home 
market that the demands of that market 
could, in all the great staples, be met 
with six months’ product of our mills in 
full operation. The only markets avail- 
able for this surplus product are the 
foreign markets, and these are shut to 
our manufactures by the greater cost of 
raw materials caused by the duties on im- 
ports and by the check to commerce im- 
posed by general high duties. In the in- 
terest of manufactures, therefore, and as 
ameasure of the greatest practicable en- 
couragement to them, he advocates the 
repeal of the tariff on the raw materials 
and the reduction of those import taxes 
that weigh most heavily on those least able 
to pay them. 

The Secretary of the Treasury does not 
indicate specifically the changes he would 
recommend, but urges that the applica- 
tion of these principles should be investi- 
gated by a commission, which should be 


appointed at this session from members of . 


the House who have been elected to the 
next Congress, in order that they may 
have time for a careful study of the sub- 
ject and for report at the next session. 
He urges further that this commission 
should bear in mind the limitation of 
the revenue to the actual needs of 
the Government and the avoidance 
of ‘radical and sweeping changes 
in the tariff.” As to the internal 
revenue, he advises the repeal of the tax 
on tobacco and of that on the circulation 
of national banks. The views of the Sec- 
retary upon the tariff are undoubtedly 
sound. He touches the real difficulty 
with our manufacturing interests when 
he asks that they shall be helped to reach 
foreign markets, and the real remedy, in 
great part at least, in the reduction of the 
cost of raw materials. Whatever may be 
the action of the present or of the next 
Congress, nothing is more certain than 
that the tariff will have to be reformed 
and in this direction. 

Regarding silver, the Secretary describes 
with clearness the bad condition of the 
currency in consequence of the compul- 
sory coinage of silver and the issue of sil- 
ver certificates. He warns Congress that 
unless both are stopped the time will 
come, and may come very soon, when sil- 
ver will be the controlling element in our 
currency, when‘ the Government will 
be compelled to pay #% out instead of 
gold, and when the credit of the Gov- 
ernment and the security of the 


‘whole business of the country will 


be undermined. He further recom- 
mends, and very strongly, that the one- 
dollar and two-dollar notes be absolutely 
withdrawn in order that the silver and 
certificates already out may find a safe 
and-*permanent circulation, The trade 
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dollars, he thinks, should be bought in‘at 
aslight advance on their bullion value, 
to be offered for a limited time, the trade 
dollars to be recoined in standard dollars 
and counted as part of the annual coinage 
now required by law. 

The portion of the Secretary’s report, 
which will attract the most attention is 
that in which he argues zealously for sub- 
sidies, through payments for mail serv- 
ice or otherwise, to American-built 
steamships. We, do not regard his argu- 
ment as strong, and it appears to us 
contradictory in its various parts, but 
coming fron. so high an authority it de- 
serves, and will undoubtedly receive, 
careful attention. It is, in_ brief, 
as follows: A nation that ceases to 
build ships ceases, of consequence, 
to be a commercial and maritime 
nation. Our Nation has ceased to build 
ships, from various causes. Other na- 
tions have secured a practical monopoly 
of the carrying trade. Itis too late to 
do any good by allowing the purchase of 
foreign-built ships, because the trouble is 
not in the too great cost of ships at home, 
but in the lack of demand for them. The 
Government ought to aid in creating the 
demand, while admitting free of duty all 
material for shipbuilding. It will at 
once be seen that this argument involves 
two very important assumptions: first, 
that it is better for a nation by tax to 
secure ships for its carrying trade than to 
get that trade done, even though more 
cheaply, by others; second, that having 
obtained its ships in this way, it can main- 
tain them in competition with other ship 
ping built under purely commercial con- 
ditions. These assumptions should cer- 
tainly be examined very carefully before 
they are acted on. 

The Secretary makes an emphatic but 
somewhat inadequate plea for placing the 
national banking system on a more per- 
manent basis. It is to be regretted that 
he does not explain how this can be done. 





THE BRIDGE ONCE MORE. 

The brigge has now been open for traffic 
a year and a half. Asa work of engineer- 
ing it has proved entirely successful; as a 
show it fully comes up to the bills; as a 
practical and principal means of commu- 
nication between the first and third cities 
of the United States it is a ghastly and 
ridiculous failure. 

The average numberof foot passengers 
a day during the past five months has 
been 11,500; of passengers by cars, 23,208; 
of vehicles, 1,000. To arrive at the actual 
number of persons who have used the 
bridge within this time it would be fair 
to divide the figures for passengers by 
two; and itis liberal to allow that 15,000 
Brooklynites and New-Yorkers together 
have made daily use of the structure. 
That this is an absurd return in public 
convenience for the enormous cost of the 
work, that it is a pitiful fraction of the 
work the bridge ought to do, is self- 
evident. 

It is not alone in its first cost that the 
bridge is extravagant. Its running ex- 
penses are also out of all reason. An in- 
come of $174,518 in five months from five- 
cent car fares required an outgo of 
$76,908 69 in running expenses on a road 
a mile long, including over $1,100 a month 
for the use of Col. Patng’s celebrated grip. 
To collect $17,173 in one-cent fares on 
the footway involved an expenditure of 
$16,890 58. The footway has not been re- 
laid, and the expenses of the promenade 
are therefore -comprised in the items of 
toll taking, policing, and lighting. These 
things, therefore, cost $112 aday, and six- 
teen-seventeenths of the cent which every 
foot passenger pays goes out again for the 
expenses of taking his cent, lighting his 
way, and seeing that he does not get into 
mischief, Thisis simply monstrous. The 
expenses of the carriageways for five 
months were $15,123, against ‘receipts of 
$30,045. That is tosay, the expense of let- 
ting a man drive his vehicle over the bridge 
is half what he pays, even at the high 
rates of toll charged on the bridge. 

These figures leave no doubt at all that 
the business of the bridge is done in a 
very loose and extravagant way. A turn- 
pike or a horse railroad that was managed 
in this manner would bring itself into 
bankruptcy in short order. Good man- 
agement of the bridge, like good man- 
agement of either of these classes of 
corporations, consists in two things only— 
the keeping down of expenses to the low- 
est point and the raising of receipts to the 
highest point by increasing the traffic and 
fixing the rates with that view. Wehave 
seen how the present Board of Trustees 
have succeeded in the former part of their 
business. The statistics of travel over the 
bridge sufficiently show how they have 
succeeded in the latter. 

Some details of the statistics are worth 
notice. In the month of October the car 
fares reached much the highest point in 
the period of five months covered by the 
figures, 816,200 passengers, against 710,220 
in September and 645,760in August. In the 
same month the running expenses of the 
bridge railway sank to $13,651 28, against 
$16,723 98 in September and an average 
of over $15,000 for the three previous 
months. While this indicates that the 
running expenses have been outrageously 
large, it also indicates that these ex- 
penses—as we should expect from a 
road run by a cable constantly in motion 
whether cars are attached to it or not—at 
least do not rise in proportion to the num- 
ber of passengers carried, nor in anything 
like that proportion. Five cents a mile is 
too much to pay, as even those who pay it 
are perfectly aware. If the fare were re- 
duced to three cents, there can be little 
doubt that the receipts would be as great 
as they are now, while the expenses would 
scarcely be increased, and the public util- 
ity of the bridge would be enormously 
enhanced. But the expenses can, without 
doubt, be greatly reduced. If the roa, 
were given to a commercial corporation 
to be run on business principles nobody 
doupts that a reduction of fares would he 
the first step taken. 

Why is not such a reduction made by 
the Board of Trustees? If the law pre- 
vents them from making even the foot- 
way of the bridge free, though each pas- 
senger now nets only a seventeenth of a 
cent, why do they not apply for a repeal 


‘port, 





of the law? Why do they allow such a 


showing to be made as would “insure their 
retirement from the directory of a pri- 
vate corporation at the next meeting of 
the stockholders? Everybody knows why 
itis, The bridge is managed not that it 
may accommodate the public, nor that it 
may return the utmost possible income on 
its cost, but that it may not injure the 
ferries which it was designed almost to 
supersede, Any reform from the present 
Board of Trustees seems to, be entirely 
hopeless. Whoever desires to make the 
bridge useful will find that ‘this first step 
must be to secure the gsupersedyre of the 
present Board of Trustees by a commis- 
sion of not more than three members, of 
whom there is reason to expect that they 
will not manage it in the interest of its 
competitors. :

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

The representation of ‘‘ Linda di Cha- 
mouni” at the Academy of Music last evening 
brought forth Mme. Pattiin a character she had 
not previously assumed this season. Donizetti’s 
opera is considerably less hackneyed than most 
of the same composer’s works, but many of its 
scenes are'tedious, and the prima donna’s oppor- 
tunities for making ‘ points” are scarcely as 
abugdant ascould be wished when Mme. Patti 
isthe prima donna. In respect of singing, in- 
deed, there is but one stage’of the action at 
which a songstress can impress her hearers 
by a brilliant performance—the part of the 
epera in which Linda, awaiting the ar- 
rival of Carlo, discloses her feelings in the 
melodious introductory measures and revels 


in the florid quick movement of ‘O luce 
di quest’ anima.” Needless to say that the 
chance to delight her hearers by a matchless ren- 
dering of this familiar number was not over- 
looked by Mme. Patti, and that the brief and ex- 
pressive recitative preceding the allegro and the 
ornate air were both rendered with the unvary- 
ing purity of toneand accuracy of intonation, 
and with the bird-like facility of execution 
which have long placed the singing of this 
artist quite beyond comparison. _ No Jess good in 
its way was hershare of the impassioned duet 
with Carlo, ile the songstress's acting at tne 
close of the second act was highly dramatic 
and effective; the portrayal of an operatic 
heroine, however, is better remembered by an 
air than by an episode of an operatic plot. 
and it is safe to affirm that Mme. Patti's first 
aria will live in the memories of last night’s 
audience long after the sorrows of Linda 
have been forgotten. Mme. Patti’s sup- 
on the occasion under ngtice, was 
etiicient. The magnificent low tones of 
Mme. Scalchi’s voice held the listener’s ear

Schroeder.Hanfstaengl, un- 
auestionably the most skilled songstress that 
bas thus tar appeared at the Metropol- 


itan, and an artist whose reputation in 
France as well as Germany has long been estab- 
lished. Mme. Schroeder-Hanfstaengel’s Elisa- 
beth was, from a vocal standpoint, a persona- 
tion of greater refinement and finish than Mme. 
Kraus’s; in a dramatic sense Mme. Kraus’s was 
somewhat more impassioned and forceful. More 
valuable, however, than the results of a com- 
parison between the two artists is the fact that 
the company at the Metropolitan can boast. of 
two prima donnas who are equal to the 
chief requirements of so trying a _ rédéle. 
The cast, as to the remaining parts, 
was unchanged, and the applause of the 
audience—a numerous and demonstrative as- 
semblage, although ‘*Tannbiuser” has now had 
four representations in two weeks—broke out at 
the familiar points of the score, commencing 
with the finaie of the first act and ending with 
Tannhiiuser’s admirable recitative.

A GLASS FACTORY STOPS WORK. 

WHEELING, West Va., Dec. 1.—The Union 
Window Glass Company, of Bellaire, onposite 
this city, has closed its furnaces for an indefinite 
period. This action will probably be followed 
in a day or two by the Bellaire Company, the 
largest concern in the State of Ohio, and uniess 
there isan improvement in the market tor win- 
dow glass in the next three weeks, which is hard- 
ly probable at this time of the year, it is more 
than likely that the fires will be drawn in all 
the other factories before Christmas. The flint 
houses are only partially running, and there is 
nothing in the outlook encouraging hope that 
they will continue to run even as they are now. 


THE WORKING FORCE REDUCED. 

1.—Reductions 
in the working forces of the Bessemer stcel mill 
of the Bethlehem Iron Company were made this 
morning, nearly 150 workmen beiug discharged.

The work at 
the boilers formerly required ten men, and now 
five will have to attend to it. Throughout the

THE CIVIL DAMAGES ACT. 


SEVERAL CASES OF INTEREST BEFORE THE [ 


COURTS. 

MARLBOROUGH, N._Y., Dec. 1.—An un- 
usually large number of civil damages cases are 
on the calendars of the County, Circuit, and 
Oyer and Terminer Courts in the Hudson Valley 
and adjacent inland counties. In nearly every 
instance the sums sued for are large, and asa 
rule, inthe cases which have been tried the 
plaintiffs have been successful, especially so 
when the suits were commenced in the name of 
a widow or daughter. 

The tatest cases of this kind have been 
brought in Dutchess. Orange, and Ulster 
Counties. Durin the past week Jacobd 
Knifiin, a hotel keeper, of Stormville, 
had papers served on him in an action to re- 
cover $5,000 damages by reason of the death of 
one Patrick Trainor, ot the town of Beekman, 
Dutchess County, who, it is claimed, received 
injures which caused his death while under the 
influence of Haquor, alleged to have been soid by 
Kniffin on a recent Sunday. The action {s 
brought by Mrs. Trainor, wife of the deceased 
man. She says that her husband, after becoming 
intoxicated at Kniffin’s Hotel, started for home 
in a wagon, and while on the way thither he fell 
out and injured his spine to such an extent that 
his death speedily followed. ; 

Another case is brought by the relatives of one 
Patrick Welch, who was drowned in the Hudson 
while in a rowboat with five brickyard hands, 
between Hamptonand New-Hamburg. All were 
intoxicated, and the boat which they were in 
was swamped. All the men except Welch, who 
was also a brickyarder, managed to swim ashore. 
In this case it isa woman who is being sued for 
damages tothe amount of $5,000. It is claimed 
in the Welch suit that the defense will be that 
the deceased man was foully dealt with. All the 
actions are brought under the Civil Damages act 
of 1873, which imposes a liability upon any 
one who gives or sells intoxicating liquors 
to a person which causes an_ injury, 
wholly or in part. In the suits where the plaint- 
iffs are relatives of Jaboring men who met with 
violent deaths while drunk the sums sued for is 
generally $5,000 or more. As a general thing, 
where the hotel or saioon man who sold the 
liquor’ is worth money he it is who is sued, but 
where there is any doubt the owners of the prop- 
erty are made the defendants. The result of 
the success of a number of plaintiffs has in- 
duced others to bring similar cases and to make 
landlords careful to whom they rent eligible sa- 
Joons and hotels. It is pointed out by lawyers 
that where the plaintiffs can be induced to sob 
copiously it tells upon the average country jury- 
man, who is generally a hard-working farmer 
with temperance sympathies and church atfiilia-

NEPHEW AND AUNT COME FROM ENGLAND 
TO GET THE KNOT TIED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 1.—A. J. Bennett 
and Miss Orpeh T. Grubb, both of Preston, En- 
gland, were married in this city, last night, by 
the Rev. George H. Ide, of the Congregational 
church. The ceremony was performed at the 
home of a relative. ** Wetraveled over 4,000 
miles to have this ceremony performed and will 


retrace the same distance at once,” smilingly 
said the groom to the minister, as the last words 
pronouncing the couple man and wife were 
spoken. ‘the bride at hisside was his aunt, and it 
was to overcome the English marriage proscrip- 
tion relative to that kinship which induced them 
to cross the ocean. to have the ceremony 
pertormed. They will start on their return to 
England to-morrow, having spent just three 
days in Milwaukee and alittle over a week on 
the American Continent. Mr. Bennett is a 
wealthy Englishman of perhaps 40 years. He 
tell in love with his aunt,and she reciprocated 
his affection, but the laws of England forbade 
the marriage of nephew and aunt,and they 
were forced to seek more convenient statutes _ in 
other climes. Mrs. Bennett’s first husband, a 
Mr. Grubb, was Mr. Bennett’s mother’s brother, 
80 that, though his aunt, she was really not re- 
lated to him by blood. But the law was inexora- 
ble, while the lovers were determined. The 
dusty volumes ot law in France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Germany, and other European 
countries were examined by Mr. Bennett, 
but the marnage was forbidden in all 
those countries. It seemed as though they 
would have to undertake a trip to Africa or the 
Sandwich Islands and export a minister with 
them to find an accommodating law, when Mr. 
Bennett bethought himself of America, and, 
after a good deal of correspondence with the 
American Consul, found that in the law of Wis- 
consin there was no clause forbidding such 
a marriage, and, as Mrs. Grubb has a brother re- 
siding On the west side of Milwaukee, they came 
here to havethe knottied. ‘* But will you not 
experience trouble when you return to En- 
gland?’ was asked Mr. Bennett last evening.

FIGHTING OVER. PROPERTY LEFT TO A WIFE 
OF THREE DAYS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—The first hearing 
in the Ruddach will case was held to-day before 
the Register of Wills.

His wife aroused him 
and then leftthe room. ‘,Heseemed very weak, 
although he conversed with me concerning the 
will for nearly two hours,” said the witness. . ** I 
advised him to get married, as I had been told 
that he was living with Mrs. Dixon and was not 
married to her. He replied that he had wanted 
to do so for some months. Mrs. Dixon was then 
called into the room and spoken to concerning 
the marriage. She said she preferred to wait 
until the doctor’srecovery. Dr. Ruddach wished 
the marriage to take place at once, and asked 
me if I could perform the ceremony. I then 
prepared the papers for the Friends’ ceremony, 
but Magistrate Collins had been summoned, and 
upon his arrival I destroyed them. The marriage 
ceremony was performed by the magistrate in 
the bedroom. At its conclusion I was left alone 
with Dr. Ruddach, who told me to prepare a will 
leaving the whole estate to his wite, I read the 
document over to him and he was assisted to sit 
up in bed while he signed it.”

CHEROKEE RA]JLROAD POLICY. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Dec. 1.—An Indian 
Territory special dispatch says: Principal Chief 
Bushyhead, of the Cherokee Nation, in his recent 
message to the National Council, referring to the 
newly projected railroad through the Indian 
country, says: “ There seems to be an apparent 
need for a railroad from Van Buren, on the west 


line of Arkansas, to the northern boundary of 
the Cherokee Nation, witha branch from Fort 
Gibson, via Tahlequah, to the eastern boundary 
of the nation. The right ot way tor 
such road has been solicited with great 
earnestness from the National Council, 
and as it lies wholly within the 
limits of the Cherokee country, it is entirely 
competent for the nation to grant it. The lapse 
of nearly 20 years since the existing Territorial 
railways were provided for in treaty finds west- 
ern Kansas, then a comparative wilderness, a 
rich, prosperous, and growing country, with as 
great a need for direct railroad connection 
with the southeast as was felt by the 
sections north and south of the Territory 
when the north and south road was 
built. Trade, like water,is bound by a natura! 
law to find its most direct and natural 
outlets. It is better far to guide, and if neces- 
sary confine, its flow to natural courses than, by 
a vain a to stop its progress, to expose the 
country to the fatal effects of an overflow, of 
which we even now begin to see indications.” 

The measure meets much opposition in the 
legislative body, but it is thought it will be 
adopted. In general, the Cherokees bitterly op- 
pose it, and openly predict that such legislation 
will lead to results detrimental to their interest 
and create a further inroad on their possessions. 
The final action of the Council is awaited with 
great interest. Should the right be granted the 
Southwest and West will be linked with a rail- 
road outlet. 





A VERDICT ON PREMIUM NOTES. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 1.—The trial 
of the case of the Lehigh Valley Fire Insurance 
Company against Dreyfoos, Grier & Young- 
man was concluded here this morning and a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff for $2,300 36.given. The 
case was one of unusual interest, having 
been before _ the courts for years. The Le- 
high Valley Insurance Company was a mu- 
tual association. The defendants were 
insured in this company, paying their premiums 
jn notes instead of cash. In 1876 the company 
became bankrupt, and the Assignees began suit 
to recover the amount of preraium notes heid. 
The defendants claimed that the company was 
not in the financial standing represented, havine 
assets of oniy $19,000 instead of $160,000, as 
claimed, and therefore they claimed that the 
notes were obtained by fraudulent representa- - 
tions and declined to pay. The defendants will 
appeal.

The St. Andrews’s Society, an organk 
zation composed of canny Scots, celebrated i 
one hundred and twenty-eighth anniversary las 
evening at Deimonico’s by a dinner of comforts 
ing solidity and unlimited merriment. The 
«banqueting hall was decorated gorgeously 
with English and American flags, which 
hung in graceful folds from the two bah 
conies and from the cornices over the windows, 
A portrait of St. Andrew, which looked as if if 
might have been painted just before that saint 
went to,his final rest, was suspended on the wal] 
behind the President’s chair. On the south wall] 
the lion and the unicorn of old England reared 


their forms on a sheet of white canvas, while 
from the east baicuny railing the unicorns of 
Scotland smiled benigniy upon the happy assem. 
blage. Upon the balcony, behind two tags, 
Adolph Bernstein and his orchestra were sta- 
tioned and discoursed sweet music, upon hearing 
which the Scots, untike Jessica, were very merry. 

The menu was of the customary De!monico 
cheering nature, the only unusual dish being 
hagzis, which was borne aloft around the room 
by the waiters and greeted with uproarioug 
cheers. Prof. Clellan, the piper of the society, 
clad in full Hightand costume and armed witha 
deadly bagpipe, marched around among the 
tables at intervals during the evening and piped 
pibrochs of various styles but unfailing villainy. 
The President of the socicty, John 8, Kennedy, 
and the guests appeared to like the din, 
The guests were W. L. Booker, the Engiish Con- 
sul-General; Mayor Low, of Brooklyn; the Hon. 
G. A. Kirkpatrick, Speaker of the Canadian 
House of Commons; C. E. Chambers, of Edin- 
burgh; Edward Hill, of the St. George Society; 
Chief-Justice Daly, of St. Patrick’s Society; C. 
Norwood, Jr., of the St. Nicholas; Hugh Rob- 
erts, of St. David's; R. Hamilton, Jr., of the 
Caledonian Club; the Rev. Dr. Paxton, and the 
Rev. Dr. W. M. Taylor. Andrew Carnegie. John 
Paton, Josiah M. Fiske, John Sloan, Algernon 8, 
— and Lawrence Hutton were also pres« 
ent. 

When the time for oratory had arrived Mr. 
Kennedy thumped upon the table and proposed 
the first regular toast of the evening: “ The Day, 
an’ a’ wha Honor it.”” He congratulated the 
members upon having met for the one hun-« 
dredth and twenty-eizhth time to celebrate 
Kthe feast of St. Andrew. They did not look 
as if they had been there 128 times. Mr, 
Kennedy explained that the true St. Andrew's 
Day was Nov. 30, but as that had come on Sun. 
aay this year the society had toecat haggis on 
the next day. The next regular toast was ** The 
Queen,” which was drank after three hearty 
cheers had been given. The band then played 
“God Save the Queen,” and the well-filled diners 
made desperate aents to sing it. Then a 
number of congratulatory dispatches and letterg 
from Scotchmen and Scotch societies all over 
the country were read, but the diners were so 
hilarious during their reading that few, it any, 
heard what was ip them. ‘Then the President 
of the society proposed a toast 1n honor of the 
President of the United States, and three hearty 
cheers were given for Mr. Arthur. 

Vice-President Brice Gray then proposed the 
next toast, ‘** The Land o’ Cakes,’ which was re- 
sponded to by Commissioner ot Education Will- 
iam Wood, who was once a President of St. An- 
drew’s Society. Commissioner Wood's speech 
was full of tremendous Gaelic epithets which 
aroused the most enthusiastic admiration among 
his hearers. Hereferrea in terms of high praise 
to Scotland’s prominence as a shipbuilding na- 
tion, and said that the decadence of this indus- 
try in America was due to ‘our beautiful 
protective system.”

Messrs. Dayton and Townley differed upon the 
uestion of the test to be applied to applicants 
or enrollment this month. Mr. Townley be- 
lieved that the iron-clad test should be apehes, 
while Mr. Dayton entertained the more liberal 
view that Republicans who had not voted for 
Blaine and Logan ought not to be debarred from 
fellowship with the party. ; 
yet, however, to say what shape that special: 
qualification for membership shall take. The 
iron-clad test, as it will be presented to the 
County Committee, is as follows: . 

“The fundamental test of the right of any 

erson to be enrolled shail be that he voted for 

laine and Logan at the Presidentiai election of 
1884. But if any Republican was actually pre- 
vented by sickness, absence, or other unavoidg< 
ble cause from voting at the Presidential elec« 
tion of 1884, this test may be waived.’

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LOSING ‘FAITH IN EDSON 


BIS ACTIONS CONDEMNED BY THE 
CITIZENS. 

A SWEEPING DENUNCIATION OF HIS ACTION 

IN REGARD TO THE POLICE BOARD— 

LOOKING AFTER OTHER CITY INTERESTS. 


About 30 gentlemen, many of whom 
were in dress suits, sat around one of the parlors 
of the St. James Hotel last evening when 
Wheeler H. Peckham tapped upon a table and 
called the Citizens’ Committee to orccr. Oscar 
S. Straus was made Secretary, aud Francis 
M. Scott, Chairman of the Executive 

presented its report. The 


Comraittee, 
report congratulated the Citizens’ Com- 
to elect an 


mittee upon the success of its efforts 
honest, capabie, and unpartisan Mayor, and re- 
ferred to the embarrassments which nrose from 
the coincident national election, from the dick- 
ering of the local political organizations, and 
from the want of money. The receipts were 
$5,862 ll, and the expenditures $7,251 01, leaving 
a deficit of $1.389. The Executive Committee 
urged a continuance of the citizens’ organiza- 


tion, with a special view to obtaining a Jaw pro- 
viding for Spring elections, and reterred at some 
length to Mayor Edson’s appointments of Police 
Commissioners: 

It seems impossible to attribute this action on the 
part of the present Muyor to any but unworthy mo- 
tives, and the most charitabie view that can be taken is 
to suppose him to have been uctuated 4 petty and 

malicious spite engencered by his own failure to obtain 
arenomination. Inno possible view can his action be 
ronsidered commendable or even justifible. * * * Itis 
safe to conjecture that if Mayor Edson had been 
thosen as his own snecessor, or if either of the 
candidates for Mayor except Mr. Grace_ had 
been elected, no successors to Messrs. French 
and Mason would have been appointed. * 

It will become Mayor Edson’s duty in afew arate 
appoint a Commissioner of Public Works and a Cor po- 
rution Counsel. His recent action in regard to the Vo- 
lice Board bas flied all minds with a well-founded ap- 
prehension as to his possible action in reference to 
these most important positions. If he shal] turn them 
over to the unscrupulous faction whose cundidete for 
Mayor you were instrumental in defeating the czuse of 
public decency and reform will have received a blow 
from which it will not speedily or easily recover. it 
yrould seem to be the duty of ali citizens, and especial- 
ly of your committee, as the representatives of the citi- 
yens at large, to express in Joud and unmistakabie 
‘terms a denunciation of the recent course of Mayor 
‘Edson. 

The report was adopted without debate, and 
Mr. Scott offered, on behalf of the Executive 
Committee, a resolution instructing the com- 
mittee to draft a bill providing for Spring muni- 
cipal elections and, if practicable, to provide 
that municipal elections, at which all municipal 
officers be voted for, be held but once in two 
years. This resolution was adopted and Mr. 
Scott, on behalf of the Executive Committee, 
offered the following: 

Whereas, The present Mayor of this city has recently 
appointed two Police Commissioners to hold off ce tor 
six years each from May 1, 1888, and May 1, 154, re- 
spectively, upon the assumption that the terms of 
Commissioners French and Mason had expired on 
those dates respectively, and 

Whereas, In taking such action the Mayor has acted 
contrary to the oftticial opinion rendere’ to hira by the 
present Corporation Counsel and his immediate prede- 
cessor, and upon ean alleged opinion suid to huve beea 
furnished him by an unnamed lawyer, and 

Whereas, The Mayor professes to have been of the 
opinion for more than 18 months that the term of 
ofiice of the Commissioners whose successors be has 
just appointe ed expired at the dates above specified, 
and, 

Whereas, The Mayor, in making such appointments, 
bas selected for re appointment the one Commissioner 
who of 2]] others hus laid himself most open to justifi- 
able criticism : 

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Committee has been able 
to find no justification or excuse for the action of 
Mayor Edson in his recent appointments of Police 
Commissioners. If he has believed since May 1, 1883, 
that Commissioner French's term expired on That day 
und that Commissioner Mason’s term expired on May 
1, 1884, and the opinion of the Corporation Counsel did 
not change thut belief, it was bis duty under the law to 
pave taken prompt action to have the question defin- 
itely set tled aud to have acted at once upon his opin- 
ion if it was confirmed. 

Resolved, That we entertain no doubt that Mayor 
Edson’s action was prompted by a desire to thwart and 
embarrass his successor in office, and to render it impos- 
sible for him to carry out his declared purpose to purge 
= — the administration of the Police Depart- 
me 

Teastoed. That in reappointing Mr. Stephen B. French 
2s Police Commissioner Mayor Edson has shown a 
wanton disregard of the interests of the city, whose 
sworn officer he is, and has emphasized his defiance of 
the good opinion of his fellow-citizens. 

Resolved, That we utterly condemn and reprobate the 
recent action of Mayor Edson us detailed in these res- 
olutions, and characterize it as unwarranted und 
scandalous. 

Speaking to these resolutions, Mr. Peckham 
said: **In the course of the investigation of the 
Roosevelt committee last Winter certain re- 
flections were made on Mayor Edson on account 
of certain pledges he is said to have made in the 
house of one ot the Tammany Hali leaders prior 
to his election. The Mayor denied these charges, 
and I was led to believe that his statement was 
correct. Under that impression, when ap- 

roached and asked to sign a paper commending 

fr. Edsonas fitfor renomination, I did so. His 
action since has convinced methat my impres- 
sion that Mr. Edson‘s denial was true was errone- 
ous. Iam forced to the conviction that he is 
utterly unworthy of the confidence of his fel- 
low-citizens.”’ ; 

The Rev. Howard Crosby bore similar_testi- 
mony to the change in hisopinion of Mr. Edson. 
“IT signed the paper to which Mr. Peckham re- 
fers,’ said Mr. Crosby, ** but with the under- 
standing that if Mr. Grace consented to run Mr. 
Edson would withdraw. I had hoped that Mr. 
Edson would leave his office with honor. I 
could excuse his early acts for reasons of the 
complications surrounding him, but I can find 
no excuse forthe recent appointments he has 
made under a very questionable definition of 
the law. I am driven to the belief that he is 
actuated by very unworthy motives, and I take 
back everything I haveever said in his com- 
mendation.” 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted 
without further debate, and then followed a 
discussion upOn various points mentioned in the 
report. Mr. Scott said that there ought to be 
some way of wiping out the deficit ana of raising 
in addition a sum fully equal to it. Dr. Crosby 
said he was a member of the Finance Committee, 
and if the Chairman of the committee would call 
it together the money would be raised. ** There 
wouldn’t be the slightest difficulty,” said Dr. 
Crosby. ‘* We can raise $10,000 if necessary. 
Only call us together.” 

Attention was called toa rumor that an effort 
was about to be made to quash the charges 

egainst Sheriff Davidson which are now in Gov. 
Cleveland's hands, and Charles P. Miller said the 
rumor was correct. ‘“*When the Sheriff's office 
was investigated last Winter,” said Mr. Miller, 
*wetound aboutas rottena stateof things as 
could weil exist anywhere. When the report 
was finished, it was sent to the Governor, and at 
his request Mr. Peckham and I prepared a brief 
for his use. Some weeks ago the Sheritf was re- 
quested by the Governor to answer fhe charges, 
but has not doneso. But his counsel has made 
a motion before the Governor to have the 
charges dismissed, Through the courtesy of 
the Governor I was to-day notified that he would 
bear the motion Friday. Iam goingto Albany to- 
morrow, and will be present at the hearing. But 
{ have no authority from anybody to appear 
there as prosecutor. Mr Roosevelt is in Dakota, 
and I think that the object of this motion is, 
more than anything else. to find out if there is 
anybody to press the charges against the Sheriff. 
I am willing, as a private citizen, to give my 
time and service, but I don’t want to appear as 
chief prosecutor. If this committee wants to 
take any position in this matter I shall be glad 
to have it do so.” 

George Haven Putnam called attention to the 
fact that there is now in the District Attor- 
ney’s office indictments against Clerk Javob A. 
Wertheimer and Order of Arrest Clerk McGoni- 
gal which had never been tried. 

“ Those indictments have nothing to do with 
the charges before the Governor,” said Mr. Mil- 
ler. “There isno question but that Mr. Olney 
ucted in good faith and in the strongest way 
possible in trying the indictments which were 
guasbed. But our anges are entirely distinct 
from that proceeding very one of them is 
backed up by the strongest kind of evidenee 
-— should be followed up.’ 

Crosby offered a resolution in which the 
aoa was expressed that the counsel of the late 
Roosevelt committee would contribute their 
valuable services so far as to see that the charges 
now before the Governor are acted upon and 
disposed of. This was adopted and the commit- 
tee adjourned. Among the gentlemen present, 
in addition to those whose names are mentioned 
above, were Frederick R. Coudert, Cnarles W. 
Dayton, Littleton R. Garrettson, ‘Dr. Richard 
Derby, and William A. Cole.

VICTIMS OF THE PLAGUE. 





THE FATAL DISEASE IN THE VIRGINIA AND 
KENTUCKY MOUNTAIN DISTRICTS. 

Lovursvin1ez, Ky., Dec. 1.—A staff corre- 
spondent of the Courier-Journal, who is in the 
mountains of Eastern Kentucky investigating 
the plague in that stction, sent the following 
last night from Barboursville, Ky.: ‘*I met 
Mr. C. F. Davidson, ageut of the Cumberland 
River Lumber Company, who has been over 
tho infected district. He says that the aisease, 
which is an aggravated and very fatal form of 
flux, began about six weeks ago in Letcher 
County, Joseph Day, brother of the County 
Judge, being the first victim. He was first 
seized with griping pains, and in a few mo- 
ments was so completely paralyzed that he 
had to be carried to his house. Whe griping was 
followed by a_ bloody and weakening diarrhea, 
andina few hours he was a dead man. ‘The 
Gisease spread with great rapidity, andit now 
extends over territory ernie abcut one- 
half of the northern portion of Y Wise County, 
Va., the northeastern portion of Lee Cot unty, 
V 2. * the eastern part of Letcher County, Ky., 
the’ upper edge of Harlan County, the south- 
western part of Knott County, the southwest 
ern part of Pike County, and the southw estern 
portion of Leslie County. ‘This embraces a strip 
about 70 miijes wide by 80 miles long. The Gisease 
is most violent at the headwaters of Straight 
Creek,Clover Fork.and other small streams,which 
rise on the north side offthe’Pine Mountains, and 
on Poor *Fork, in Marlan County; at the head of 
Powell’s Creek, and other streams rising in the 
Cumberland Mountains, in Wise County, Va.; at 
the head of those streams which rise in Knox 
County andempty into the Big Sandy at the 
head of North Fork, and another branch of 
Powell Creek, in Lee County, Va.,at the heads 
' Shelby and Elkhorn Creeks, in Pike County, 
Ky., and at scattered points on streams in 
Letcher and Leslie Counties. In Letcher County 
it is worse along Poor Fork. It preyails at the 
headwaters of aimost every stream in the dis- 
trict named that empty into the Cumberland, 
Big Sandy, Kentucky, Powell's, and Licking 
Rivers. Invariably it is most widespread closest 
to the highest mountains. 

*The disease ordinarily runsabout two days,and 
generally proves fatal. In many instances those 
attacked died inafew hours. The feeling of in- 
tense thirst indicates that mineral Appeal is 
the real cause of the epidemic. Itis a well- 
known fact that the streams along which the 
disease prevails find their beginning in the mount- 
ains among rocks containing aikali arsenites and 
other poisonous minerals, Untilrecentiy norain 
had failenfor many weeks, and the streams had 
nearly dried up. The water remaining, and 
which these people were forced to use, Was pow- 
ertully charged with these poisonous substances, 
and continued use of it resulted in the epidemic. 
One peculiar feature of the disease is that itis 
certainly contagious, for if it once enters a fam- 
ily it lets none escape, and there are instances 
where those who have visited afflicted persons 
and who have not used the water have eontract- 
ed the disease. “ight rains fell in the inflicted 
region last week, but they were hardly sufficient 
to purify the water and check the disease. No 
reliable estimate as to the number of victims of 
the plarue can be obtained, but there were 
probably from 800 to 1,000. 

“In Harlan County seven people were buried 
one day last week. Inthefamily of Judge Day 
there were tive deaths, his wife and four chii- 
dren. In that locality the deaths have been 
very numerous. At the head of Clover Fork, in 
Harlan County, and just at the foot of Garn- 
son’s Gap, crossing in the Black Mountains, 
livedatamily by thenameof Clark. The bus- 
band and father is now serving out asentence 
at Frankfort. The wife and four children were at- 
tacked by the disease, and 1n a few days they were 
all dead. In Wise County, Va., Mr. Davidson 
was told that those burying the dead were two 
days behind in their work, and could not begin 
to gather up and Cofiin the victims as fast as they 
felij At Poor Fork, Harlan County, 25 new 
graves had been filled in the cemetery.”’ 

The correspondent further says: * I learned 
from other sources on Saturday that the plague 
had also made its appearance in Knox County, 
and that a number of cases had occurred on 
Stinking Creek, from 15 to 20 miles distant from 
Barboursville. Several cases were also reported 
on Goose Creek. The disease does not seem to 
have the same virulence in these localities as in 
those first mentioned, and the mortality is com- 
paratively small.”

ABRAM C. WORTENDYKE. 

Abram C. Wortendyke, President of the 
Wortendyke Silk Manufacturing Company, at 
Wortendyke, Bergen County, N. J., died very 
suddenly on Saturday night. Several months 
ago the company failed, with heavy liabilities. 
Mr. Wortendyke’s father, Cernelius A., was then 
President, the son being Secretary and Treas- 
urer. Last September his father died very sud- 
deniy in New-York City. The son was then 
obliged to shoulder the responsibilities of the 
business, and it weighed heavily upon him. He 
has frequently declared that he saw no way out 
of the company’s difficulties, especially as iarge 
obligations were to be met on Jan.1. Worrying 
over the business depressed him greatly, aud 
about two weeks ago he experienceda slight at- 
tack of paralysis in the face. He thought little 
of this, however, and on Saturday visited Pater- 
son and New-York on business. On the way 


home in the cars he was taken sud- 
denly ill, and he died soon after 
he was taken to his mother’s’ house. 


He was avery popular man, and of a most act- 
ive,energetic disposition. He was the life not 
only of the mill but of the handsome village 
that had been built up around it by his family. 
He took an interest in everything pertaining to 
the comfort of the employes; fitted up 4 read- 
ing room for them, provided them with picnic 
accommodations in Summer, helped to organize 
a band from among the men, and acted as drum 
major himself. He hxd been a member of the 
Bergen County Board of Chosen Freeholders for 
the past tour years, and was Director of the 
board tor threeyears. He was the last of a line 
of Wortendykes who have carried on manufact- 
uring inhis native village since early in the 
present century. He leaves no brothers nor 
children to succeed him, and the probability is 
that the business will pass into other hands.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 1.—The Sheriff 
was to-day applied to by several citizens of 
Woodland Hills for protection against the 
crowds of men who have been nightly visiting 
an alleged haunted house, the story of which was 
published in THE Timzs two weeksago. Appli- 
cation for protection was made to the police on 
Saturday, but they declined to respond, as the 
trouble occurred just over the city limits.

A number 
of the neighbors were obliged to patrol their 
premises to keep maraudersaway. ‘The women 
members of one or two of the nearest families, not 
feeling safe at home, have come into the city to 
stay. Leopold Hoffman, H. Sernard, and Joseph 
Altman, reliable men, say that nothing has oc- 
curred in or about the house to justify the 
stories told, and they believe that the whole 
thing is the work of several practical jokers liv- 
ing in the neighborhood. Five hundred dollars 
will hardly coverthe damage already done to 
property by the crowd. 

Among the visitors last night were two omni- 
bus loads to see the settlement of a bet. A tailor 
on Woodland-avenue beta suit of clothes that 
he dare go through the house at midnight, and 
all his friends went out to see him doit. He 
made the tour without accident, and won his 
clothes.

HIS SECOND TRIAL BEGUN. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Dec. 1.—The trial of 
Menken, the alleged murderer of Kate Browhupt, 
began inthis city to-day. The prisoner was in 
court, and though very nervous appeared cheer- 
ful. The white hands which the public believe 
strangled his poor sweetheart were complacently 
folded, and he gazed with considerable assurance 
about the courtroom. Heisa great admirer of 
ladies, and has by his insulting remarks to those 


who have visitea him in prison turned the public 
against him. A most determined effort is to be 
made to bang him on this, his second trial, as the 
people of Chemung County believe he only 
escaped the gallows in Elmira by a legal 
technicality. For the prosecution, besides J. B. 
Stanchfie)d, the District Attorney of Chemung 
County, there appear Lieut.-Gov. D. B. Hill and 
C. P. Bacon, of Elmira, and Marvin Caniff, one 
of Binghamton’s best criminal lawyers. Judge 
G.T. Smith will make a strong fight for his 
client, Menken, whom, it is said, he believes to 
be innocent. The defense will be as before, that 
the girl froze to death while drunk. The prose- 
cution claim that she was strangled and beatcn 
by the prisoner, her promised husband, and that 
this brutality alone caused her death. The jury 
is composed of verytintelligent citizens. Most of 
them have said that they had formed an opinion, 
but believe they can lay it aside and decide 
strictly on the evidence presented. Many wit- 
nesses are in the city from Elmira, the city 
where the tragedy occurred last January. Che- 
mung County pays the costs of this trial in 
Broome, which, it is said, will aggregate, with 
those of the other trial, about $10,000. 














SOME OF BUZZARD'S GANG CAUGHT. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 1.—Last night 
the Welsh Mountain gang stole a horse and 
buggy from Miller Kling, at Intercourse, and 
drove to Leman Place. They there broke into 
the house of Aaron Bean and the shop of Frank 
Bair and carried away a large lot.of goods. The 
team was left at the station, and the thieves fled. 
This morning the citizens of the eastern end of 
the county tormed a posse of 100 men, who start- 
ed for the mountain.

TRIAL OF A MURDERER.

Kelland, in company with his mother, kept a 
saloon in this city, and the prisoner was a sort of 
hanger-on and employeof theirs."

DE CASTRO'S CAREER IN ILLINOIS. 

CuricaGco, Dec. 1.—Dr. De Castro, the 
Spanish physician who- committed suicide in 
Newark yesterday, and willed his body to a Chi- 
cago medical college, cut a great swell in Rock- 
ford, Uil., about eight years ago. He practiced 
medicine there for two years, and succeeded in 
securing many patients among the Scandinavian 


population by claiming to be a Swedish 
healer. His wife was very handsome, 
and he was very jealous of her, for- 
bidding her to so much as look at 
another man. She finally left him and returned 
to her father, in this city.

NOT SPEAK AS THEY PASS BY. 

EACH ACCUSES THE OTHER OF LOVE OF 
OFFICE AND INGRATITUDE—MR. M CLAVE 
HOLDING THE FORT. 

Police Headquarters were agitated yes- 
terday by the sundering of the social and polit- 
ical ties that bound Damon McClave and Pythias 
Mason. Mr. McClave entered his office in the 
morning, vexe@? and agitated over newspaper 
paragraphs touching onthe joint occupation of 
It by him and Mr. Mason. Mr. Mason arrived an 
our Jater and with an air of gayety invaded Mr. 
MecClave’s privacy. 

The door was closed, but soon angrv voices 
rose and fell, and in a quarter of an hour Mr. 
Mason joined Mr. Matthews. Mr. Mason's face 
was red, and he was manifestly perturbed when 
he talked about his interview with his former 
protégé. His story was that when he entered the 
room Mr. McClave disregarded his cordial saluta- 
tion, and said abruptly: ‘“* Mr. Mason, is it a fact 
that you've engaged counsel to fight this point 
Against me?” 

* Unquestionably so,” replied Mr. Mason. 

** Well, then,” said Mr. McClave, warming up, 
“T want it distinctly understood that our polit- 
ical and social relations are at an end, and I don't 
svant you to come into my office any longer.” 

“Mr. McClave,” Mr. Mason said, ““you’ve as- 
tumed things that don’t exist. If I’m entitled to 
the office I'm going to get it.” 

Just then Mr. Matthews entered the room, rap- 
ping and at the same time turning the handle of 
the door. Mr. McClave bristied up and said 
rather fierceiy, ** You’re not wanted here. I’m 
talking to Co}. Mason.” ‘ 

Mr. Matthews’s head disappeared as quickly as 
though he bad stuck it inahornet’s nest. Then, 
according to Mr. Mason, there was an acrimon!- 
pus discussion. “Mr. McClave intimated.” he 
said, *‘as broadly as possible that my presence 
was distasteful to him,and that inasmuch as I 
had no right there, and inasmuch as_ I had 
brought it all on myself and was now fighting 
him, he considered it time that we should sever 
all ties and cease all relations, and that I should 
keep out of his office. He raked up a lot of 
ctories that had been carried to him and behaved 
ungratefully. He was pompous and theatrical. 
T told him he was stupid to take any account of 
the tales that were carried to him, and that 
7 had no. hesitation in saying that his 
appointment was the result of spite on the part 
ef Edson, and part of a pian to fetter and annoy 
Grace. l left his office and am glad my relations 
with him have ceased. Ihave taken care to tell 
French that he made the biggest mistake of his 
life. that he dropped a certainty for a time of 
8.600 a year for an uncertainty of $5,000 a year, 
that Mavor Grace on French’s own theory will 
have him out by the Ist of May. and that he 
would have to fight ‘on the outside’ to get in 
again, My lawyers say can no longer make a 
point by going into my room, so I shall keep 
away from Police Headquarters. My social and 
»olitical intercourse with Mr. McClave is ended. 
{e is here through his itch for office and love of 
display.” ; ' 

Mr. McClave claimed that Mr. Mason was the 
ungrateful one: that he had made him Police 
Commissioner, had fought his political battles 
for 10 years, had kept to him as many _ friends 
as he could—a bard task because of the Colonel's 
faculty of making enemies--and had obliged 
him by stepping into hisshces. He could, if he 
chose, divulge the real reason of Mayor Ed- 
g0n’s desire to fill Mr. Mason’s place. Mr. Mc- 
Clave said he himself had not sought 
the place. Mr. Mason, on the contrary, 
had first come to him and_=e said_ that 
he wanted him appointed as his successor. 
Mr. McClave acquiesved, and Mr. Mason, enjoin- 
ing the strictest secrecy, promised to speak to 
the other Police Commissioners and the Mayor. 
He said later on that they were satisfied. The 
Mayor, however, who said that be had only seen 
Mr. McCiave once, though he was pleased with 
his appearance, wished to investigate his char- 
acter. As be was busy he asked Mr. Mason to 
let the matter rest a while, until he should have 
time to make inquiry. Weeks went by, and 
finally Mr. Mason was summoned to the Mayor's 
oftice and was told by Mr. Edson that he con- 
sidered Mr. McClave cligible for the office, and 
that he would be pleased toappoint him. Mr. 
Mason then astonished the Mayor by saying he 
preferred to keep the office. _ 

Some time after, when Mr, McClave was at 
Saratoga, he received from New-York acom- 
munication which directed him to report to the 
Mayor's office, after speaking to Mr. Mason. It 
nlso said that Mayor Edson would accept Mr. 
Mason’s resignation and appoint Mr. McClave. 
When Mr. Mason saw the letter he shrugged his 
shoulders and made an evasive answer. Pressed 
on the point, he said if the Mayor said to him in 
person he was ready to make the change, he 
would accept itasafact. He added that ina 
week he would be in New-York and have con- 
sidered the matter. At the desigrated time Mr. 
Mason announced that as he had but a short 
time to serve, ne had decided not to get out. 

The Saturday before Mr. McClave was appoint- 
ed he was summoned to the Mayor’s office. Ona 


positive assurance of the Mayor that under no 


circumstances would he reappoint Mr. Mason, 
-Mr. McClave consented to have his name used. 
At ll o’ciock on the day of the nomination Mr. 
Mason met Mr. McClave, who said: ** My name is 
not to go to the board until after 1 o’clock. Go 
to the Mayor. You bave two hours in which to 
persuade him to nominate you. If you can in- 
tluence him I wil! aid you by going to him and 
refusing to accept the office.” 

Mr. Mason took the advice, but found the 


| Mayor so stubborn that he saw he had no chance 


of being nominated to succeed himself. Mr. 
McClave added that the only enemies he had 
ever made came in fighting Mr. Mason's battles, 
and he described him as crabbed, sarcastic, and 
unlovable, with a grasping nature and a greed 
for office, because of his miserly instincts, which 
‘made him hanker after the salary attached to it 


jin spite of his riches. 


Charles P. Miller, whois counsel for Mr. Mason, 
will go to Albany to-day to formally place the 
Jacts in the case before Attorney-General 
O’Brien. It is expected that the Attornev- 
General will prosecute forthe people quo war- 
ranto proceedings against Mr. McClave.

“LAWYER CLARK GETS A 7ERDICT, BUT NOT 


FOR THE AMOUNT CLAIMED, 

After James R. Keene failed he sent out 
a notice informing the holders of his ** privi- 
leges” that he intended to pay them ail that he 
owed, and asking that the privileges should be 
registered at his office. Lawyer Lemuel B. Clark 
held a “put” for 500 shares of Union Pacific, 
which he bought when the stock was about 73. 
When the stock had gone down to 57 in May last 
his brokers * put’’ 500shares of it to Keene, who 
refused to accept it. Clark then sued him in the 
Superior Court, and the cause was tried yester- 


- day before Chief-Justice Sedgwick and a jury. 


Mr. Keene’s defense was that his liability to 
Clark had been adjusted and fixed when the 
stock was at 59%, and that the plaintiff was seek- 
ing to improperly hold him to a greater liability. 
Mr. Keene objected to this course, his counsel, 
John R. Dos Passos, said, because he dia not 
want Clark to have an advantage over the other 
hoiders of his privileges, who had allowed them 
to be adjusted at the prices that ruled 
when they were registered in his office. 
Keene testified that Clark’s “‘ put” was 
ndjusted at 594, as did his bookkeeper. 
Clark’s broker and his broker's clerk swore that 
they had presented the “put,” and that Keene 
had said he could not settle it. They denied that 
it had been adjusted, but cou!d not explain how 
Lhe figures 59°, got upon it. Clark said that the 
defense of adjustment was not set up until after 
Keene’s bookkeeper had been allowed to see the 
** put” about two months ago and had noticed 
tbe indorsed figures. 

The jury found a verdict for $6,146 29 for 
Clark, which sum is $1,000 less than that which 
ge claimed.

PROF. BELL'S CLAIMS UPHELD, 


JUDGE WALLACE’S DECISION IN THE GREAT 
TELEPHONE CASE. 

In a log decision rendered by Judge 
Wallace, of the United States Circuit Court, yes- 
terday, the great suit of the rival telephone 
companies, which involves about $100,000,000 and 
which has been before the courts for four years, 
was decided in favor of the complainant—the 
American Bell Telephone Company—which ac- 
quires its rights from the patents of Prof. Alex- 
ander Grabam Bell. The defendant in the suit, 
which represents the interests of Daniel Draw- 
baugh, an inventor of Milltown, Penn., was the 
People’s Telephone Company, and two years ago 
it was enjoined from using Drawbaugh's inven- 
tion pending the termination of the suit. Two 
weeks ago argument was made before Judge 
Wallace to make the injunction permanent, 
which his decision effects, and will prevent the 
defendants from using or disposing of the tele- 
phones which conflict with Bell's patents. 

In his decision Judge Wallace says: ‘“ The 
issues made by the pleadings ure practically re- 
solved into the singie question whether Bell or 
Drawbaugh was the first inventor of the electric 
speaking telephone. Concededly, Beil was the 
original inventor of the telephone principle, 
which, with the essential means for its applica- 
tion, is described inthis first patent, and of the im- 
proved apparatus described in his second patent. 
The fifth claim of the first patent is for the meth- 
od and apparatus tor taansmitting vocal or other 
sounds substantially as set forth. It has been 
twice held in the Massachusetts Circuit that Bell 
was the discoverer of the new art of transmitting 
speech by electricity, and the claim should re- 
ecive the broadest interpretation to secure 
to the inventor not only the abstract right 
of sending words by telegraph, without 
regard to the means and _ processes de- 
scribed, which are essential to the appiication 
of the principle, but to the patent itself. In 
view of the conclusion reached upon the merits 
of the issue, it is not materiai whether Bell's in- 
ceptive invention did or did not antedate the 
time of filing his application for the first patent 
in 1876. It describes apparatus which was an 
articulating telephone, and which has been 
shown to be an operative practical teiephone. 
Probably the dateof his inceptive invention 
might be carried backtu July, 1875, but irre- 
spective of the time of the invention, the justice 
of his claim to be an original inventor of the tel- 
ophone remains uucnallenged. According to the 
theory of the defendants, as carly as Feb. 1, 
1875, Drawbaugh had not only distanced Bell in 
invention, but Gray and Edison, and had accom- 
plished practically all that has since been done 
by a host of other inventors.” 

Judge Wallace says that Drawbauch’s testi- 
mony is eithertrue or that it has been manu- 
factured to suit the exigencies of his own case, 
His Honor considers that Drawbaugh is dishon- 
est in putting forwara the Llea of poverty as his 

eason for not patenting his invention, as vari- 
ous sumsare known to have been paid him ne- 
fore 1870. Judge Wallaceis also of the opinion 
that Drawbaugh is mentally incapable of in- 
venting the telephone. ‘“*‘Every patent which 
Drawbaugh obtained,” he continues, ** was tor 
some improvement on existing devices which in- 
volved mecbanical skill rather than any high de- 
gree of inventive faculty. While Bell bad special 
eguipments for the investigation of clectrical 
and acoustic sciences and had able assistants, 
Drawbaugh was untutored and isolated from 
contact with men of advanced sciences. It is 
almost incredible that the subtle intellectual 
discoveries, which were a closed book to the 
ablest electricians, could have been reached by 
a smatterer in science by any series of experi- 
ments. If no honest and reasonable cxplana- 
tion can be given for his conduct, the inference 
is very strong that he knew he did not have a 
practical invention. The proofs lead to the gen- 
eral conclusion that Drawbaugh was not an 
original inventor of the telephone, but had been 
an experimenter without obtaining practical 
results.”’ 

Judge Wallace thus concludes: ** Without re- 
gard to other features of the case, itis sufficient 
to say that the defense is not established so as to 
remove a fair doubt of its truth, and such doubt 
is fatal.” A deeree 1s ordered for the plaintifY, 
but the case will be appealed. 





A YOUNG SCOTCHMAN’S SUICIDE.

LEAVING HIS COUNTRY UNDER A CLOUD 
AND ONLY TWO WEEKS HERKE, 

A chambermaid who tried to get in one 
of the rooms at the Stevens House yesterday aft- 
ernoon found the door locked, and no amount 
of knocking could elicit a response. Major 
Brodhead, the proprietor, climbed up the fire es- 
cape which led to the window of the room, and, 
entering in that manner, found a young Scotch- 
man stretched out on the bed dead, with a 
bullet through his brain and a large revolver 
still clutched in his band. The man had shot 
himself through the mouth, the bullet going up 
and penetrating the brain. Parts of the body 
were still warm, showing that the shot had been 
tired only a short time before. 

Little is known of the history of the young 
man. Hearrived from Europe two weeks ago, 
and want immediately, with two friends, to the 
Stevens House, where: he registered as David 
Stevenson, giving no address. His friends, who 
were G. D. Willey and George Kobinson, from 
London, staid only a few days in New-York, 
and then went West. They were presumed to be 
merely steamer acquaintances of Stevenson. 
From Stevenson's conversation with various at- 
tachés of the house it was ascertained that he 
came from Scotiand, and that his father wasa 
rich merchant there. A gentleman who lives at 
the Stevens House, and who was more or less in- 
timate with young Stevenson—he was only 29 
years old—tolda TimkEs reporter Jast night that 
while talking with the youne man the other 
evening Stevenson said that helivedin Greenock, 
Scotland, and while there had been married 
several times. He was employed by a merchant 
of some standing ina business which required 
his presence a good deal around the docks, 
Added to his unfortunate marriages the young 
man confessed to having appropriated a certain 
amount of his employer’s money that he had con- 
trol of, and,in order to relieve himself from 
any annoyance which might result from cither 
his matrimonial ventures or his thrift, he 
sailed tor America. The money that he took 
must have been a very small amount, for he was 
then nearly penniless, and asked his Stevens 
House friend to loan him a dollar, which that 
gentleman cheerfully did. The last time that 
young Stevenson was seen in the hotel was on 
Sunday evening, when he was lounging about 
in the office forsome hours. He finally went up 
to his room, got his overcoat and went out. It 
is thought that he camein late Sunday night or 
early yesterday morning, and that the fatal shot 
must have been iired at about 7 or8 o’clock 
yesterday morning. He had been in the habit of 
getting up at about 21 o'clock, 

Nothing givingany clue to the reason for his 
suicide was found among his effects, although, 
from the fact that some writing paper and en- 
velopes, newly bought, were found on his table, 
it is thought that Stevenson wrote to some of his 
friends before he shot himself. An extract trom 
a birth entry showing that David Stevenson was 
born in Greenock, Scotland, on Aug. 9, 1855, was 
taken possession of by Coroner Kennedy.

FOUR TIMES BEFORE THE JUSTICE. 

James Dobbins. aged 31, of No. 8 Hague- 
strect, was placed on trial in the Tombs Police 
Court, yesterday morning, charged with disor- 
derly conduct. He was sent tothe City Prison 
for seven days. As he was being taken from the 
prisoner’s box he was met by Court Officer Finn. 
The latter had a warrant in his pocket for Dob- 
bins’s arrest on a charge of felonious assault, 
preferred by Michael Tierney. a gray-haired 
man, aged 50, of No. 30 Madison-street. A short 
while afterward a woman stepped up before 
Justice Duffy and asked the magistrate whether 
he had in his custody a scoundrel by the name of 
James Dobbins. The Justice repliediin the affirm- 
ative. 

* Well, then,” she said, “* I would like to make 
a charge of abandonment ugainst him. He is 
my husband and refuses to support me.” The 
charge was accordingly made against the pris- 
oner. Inthe afternoon the complainant in the 
felonious assault case made his appearance. 

Dobbins was once more placed before the bar. 
The oid man said Dobbins attempted to stab him 
on Pier No. 28 East River. The knife used penc- 
trated his overcoat and just scratened the skin 
inthe region of the heart. After nearing the 
testimony the magistrate held the prisoner for 
trial in $1,000 bail. ‘ 

As the old man tottered from the witness 
stand Dobbins felled him with a blow. He cut 
the old man's nose and closed both eyes. The 
Justice at once ordered the clerk to make outa 
second charge of felonious assault and put in 
the charge “in presence of the court.”” He was 
brought before the magistrate for the fourth 
time and held in default of $3,000 bail for the 
second assault. Justice Duffy said he would 
write a letter tothe District Attorney and see 
that the ruffian received the penalty of the law 
in the higher court. 





HAS HAD TIME ENOUGH. 

The New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany has objected to paying Rufus Story the 
$15,000 which Commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court, General Term, recently fixed up- 
onasthe measure of the damages done to the 
easements attached to his premises in Front- 


street by the road of the company. In view of 
this fact, and on the ground that the company 
wasimerely seeking to delay litigation which 
his client, now nearing the end of his days, 
would like to see ended, John E. Parsons 
yesterday moved for the immediate trial, in the 
Common Pleas, Equity Term, of the suit for an 
injunction to perpetually restrain the company 
from maintaining its road in frontof Mr. Story’s 
premises. Messrs. Bauerdorf & Duer opposed 
the motion. saying that the trial should not go 
on until after the proceedings for the condem- 
nation of Mr. Story’s easements to the use of 
the company had been closed, they now being 
again before the Commissioners for the appor- 
tionment of the damages among the items of in- 
jury. Chief-Justice Daly decided that the com- 
pany had had time enough to acquire Mr. 
Story's rights by purchase, and that the trial 
must begin on Thursday 





A REAL FAST DRY GOODS CLERK. 


HE SPENDS ALL HIS MONEY AND THEN PAWNS 
HIS FALSE TEETH FOR TWO DRINKS, 
When Mr. J. Wentworth Smith, who is 
employed to scream ‘Ca-ish!” behind the 
counter of a large retail dry goods store—the 
naine of which is withheld for the sake ot its 
customers—was paid off Jast Saturday evening, 
he proceded to carry out a resolution he had 
formed early in the week. in pursuance of this 
resolution he repaired to his boarding house, 
ate his dinner of Siberian sandstone beef and 
drift-period vegetables, and then paid his land- 
lady $8 in advance for his next week’s board. 
(It may as well be stated that this expenditure 
was not voluntarily on the part of Mr. Smith.) 
Mr. Smith adroitiy avoided the young ladies

EACH ALDERMAN HADA MAN. 
EE Reena 
QUARRELING BECAUSE THEIR CLERKS WERE 
NOT PAID EQUALLY. 

By resolution of the Board of County 
Canvassers, when that bodv began the canvass 
of the vote in this city, County Clerk Keenan 
wus authorized to employ such clerical assist- 
unce as he required. This the County Clerk con- 
strued to mean the employment of 48 persons, 
the list including an accountant, 2 tabulators, 
a recapitulator, 10 assistants to tabulators, 24 
clerks, and 3 messengers. The board also 
appointed a Sergeant-at-Arms, and the Commit- 
tee on Correction of Returns was also given a 
clerk. A committee of which Alderman Jaehne 
was Chairman was appointed to consider and 
report on the salaries due these persons, ‘The 
committee reported at the meeting of the Com- 
mon Council last Wednesday, and the report was 
laid over under the rules. 

Yesterday atthe mecting of the Council, Al- 
derman Jaehne called up the report, which was 
accompanied by a resolution, directing the Con- 
troller to draw warrants for the payment of 
the sums set opposite the names of the 43 em- 
ployes. The report was read, and it was found 
that the committee had reported in favor of pay- 
ing for the services of the 43 persons $7,480. ‘The 
accountant was given $350, the two tabulators 
$125 and $109 respectively, the recapitulator $100, 
the Sergeant-at-Arms and six of the assistant 
tabulators $75 each, the remaining four agsist- 
ant tabulators and the clerks to the committee 
$50 each, and the 24 clerks and 3 messengers $40 
each. 

Alderman Sheils protested against the adoption 
of the report. He thought that $350 was too 
much to pay the accountant, and believed that 
some of the clerks who had been awarded $40 
earned $50 as much as did the assistant tab- 
ulators. 

Alderman Jaehnedefended the report. ‘*‘ Every 
Alderman,” said he, “*had one man, «nd Alder- 
— Duffy had two, for he got the Sergeant-at- 

rms. 

“The gentleman makes a mistake,” inter- 
rupted Alderman Duffy,who was strolling round 
the chamber. “The Sergeunt-at-Arms was 
elected by the board.” 

“The Sergeant-at-Arms came from Duffy’s 
district,” said Alderman Jaehne, ‘‘ and I consider 
he was Dutfy’s man.” 

“T’ve no doubt the distributation was unfair,” 
said Alderman Grant impressively, *“*but I’m 
sure these poor young men and gentlemen want 
their money, and I hope that under the circum- 
stances, Mr. President, the report will be 
adopted.” 

“The Chair agrees with the Alderman that the 
patronage was not tairly distributed,” said Pres- 
ident Kirk, “*and when any Alderman stands up 
here and says that all those clerks did an equal 
amountof work | knowitisn’t true. My man 
only received $40. {£ hope the report will lay 
over till thesalariescan beequalized. Why,some 
of the men on that list were not present at all 
during the canvass.” 

* That’s very true,” retorted Alderman Jaehne, 
“but the division of work was just as fair as it 
ever was, and so was the distribution of the 
money.” 

“If each Alderman only hsd one man,” said 
Alderman Sheils, ** where did the other 19 come 
from?” 

This wasa question which nobody seemed to 
be able to answer. The report was finally laid 
over.

THE PROPOSED NEW PARKS. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court 
has appointed Luther R. Marsh, George W. Quin- 
tard, and J. Seaver Page Commissioners to ap- 
praise the land needed for the projected parks 
and parkway in the annexed district and West- 
chester County. In an opinion written by Judge 
Daniels and concurred in by Presiding Judge Da- 
vis, the court overrules the objections made tothe 
act providing for the parks. Two of the objections 
were to the constitutionality of the act. They 
were that it was not properly described in its 
title, and that it was loca) or private in charac- 
ter, in that it provided for tlfe construction of 
roads or streets. The court holds that the title 
of the act is proper, and that parkways, or lines 
of communication between parks, are not roads 
or streets within the strict meaning of those 
terms. To the objection that parks for New- 
York City cannot be legally laid out in West- 
chester County, the court answers that there 
is no law of restriction inthe matter. No-ref- 
erence is made by the court to the suggestion 
made by Corporation Counsel Lacombe, after 
the argument was closed, that the effect of the 
constitutional amendment lately adopted will 
be to prevent the issuance of bonds to pay for 
the land to be inclosed in the parks and park- 
ways, and that the condemnation and appraisal 
of the land, and hence the appointment of Com- 
missioners, should be deferred until the city is

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THE JAPANESE MINISTER OF WAR. 

A revenue cutter steamed down the Bay 
early yesterday morning, having on board Mr. 
W. W. Hastings and H. Kireno, secretaries to 
Shinkichi K. Takahashi, the Japanese Consul in 
New-York, who was absent in Philadelphia. 
The secretaries represerted the legation, and 
boarded the Servia to welcome Gen. Oyma Iwa- 
O, the Japanese Minister of War, who has been 


traveling in Europe since February with a suite 
ot 15 Japanese oflicers of greater and less degree. 
The Minister isa man of medium height, solid! 
built, and is about 45 years old. He has a full, 
beardless face. He was dressed in European 
costume, as were the other members of the party. 
To avoid reporters the cutter landed the distin- 
guished party at the foot ot West Twenty- 
third-street, and they were at once driven to the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel. They denied themselves 
to all callers, and it was stated at the Japanese 
Consulate that they would receive no one dur- 
ing their stay here. ‘The Minister is traveling as 
a private citizen. and avoids all attentions. 

Gen. Oyma Iwa-O is a member of the Satsuma 
clan, which has furnished so many heroes in 
pa cose vd history. He hasahigh reputation for 
gallantry in action and is well educated. Before 
arriving here it was his intention to spend sev- 
eral months in the country. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the matter was being considered, and it is 
possible that he will return to Japan after a 
week spent in New-York. The Japanese Con- 
sul returned from Philadelphia in the afternoon, 
and at once paid his respects to his countrymen.
